By Steven R. Carlin 
Manager, Children's Artists and 
Repertoire Department, RCA Victor 


Before you make a selection, observe 
your child's reactions. A good record is one that 


entertains a child and gives him something to do 


mong those who make phono- 
{graph records, the perennial 
question is: “Who buys children’s 
records, the child or the parent?” 
The child wants the record, but 
the parent has the money. Before 
a purchase can be made, child and 
parent have to get together. We 
might say, then, that the customer 
for the children’s record is a com- 
bination of child and parent. 
Since you, the parents, buy the 
records, you ought to have a few 
rules to help you buy. The foremost 
rule is this: Buy a record for your 
child’s sake and not your own sake. 
Never mind whether the record 
does you any good. Make sure the 
record does the child some good. 
Perhaps this ought to be stated 
in another way. Don’t buy a child’s 
record to distract the child. Buy

a record to occupy the child. ' 
your purpose is to keep the chil 
busy and out of your hair, you ar¢ 
wasting a precious opportunity. Fo} 
children’s records are one of th¢ 
more wholesome ways of entertain 
ing the child. 

In fact, the primary purpose o 
children’s records is to entertair 
children. When the child listens t¢ 
a record, he goes through an emo 
tional experience that is education 
al as well. | 

It is important not to be afrai¢ 
of the word “entertain.” So many 
parents think that records mus 
“educate” in the narrow and con 
fined sense of arithmetic, spelling|f 
and “good music.”

the records. This visual contact 
increases his enjoyment. 

Packaging of children’s records 

has gone far beyond the single en- 
velope stage. In The Story Book 
Album,” the arena in which the 
child can have fun with records is 
greatly expanded. 
_ Take Mickey Mouse and the 
Beanstalk as released by Capitol, or 
Gene Autry at the Rodeo as re- 
leased by Columbia. In each is a 
full story book with the action 
of the records illustrated in fine 
pictures. Furthermore. every word 
that the child hears on the record 
is printed in the story book, and 
there is a signal on the record that 
tells the child just when to turn 
the page. 

You can see at a glance how 
much richer this entertainment ex- 
perience is for the child. He not 
only listens, but he finds he has 
something to do. If he can read, 
all the better. If he can’t read, 
he can look at the pictures and 
pretend he is reading. He certainly 
knows when to turn the page, which 
becomes a proud moment for him. 

Along with The Story Book Al- 
bum, RCA Victor has released a 
new “6 in 1” album. In this pack- 
age the child has pictures to color, 
can read a summary of the story 
under each picture. and can also 
punch out a puppet stage and paper 
puppets. The child finds himself 
with six ways of having fun, which 
is certainly better than one way— 
the old way of listening only. 

After the child has listened to 
a record for the first time. ask 
him some questions about it. Ask 
him about the story. the incidents, 
and the characters. Such questions 
will further evoke participation by 
the child. And the answers will be 
fun to listen to. 

Having gone past the hurdles of 
story material and packaging, the 
parent should think of several other 
points. before buying. The records 
should be non-breakable, the re- 
cording quality should be clear, 
the production should be full and 
not “stingy.” 

Almost all children’s records 
sold are non-breakable. but make 
sure anyway. As for the recording 
quality, play the record in the shop 
before you buy. You can tell at 
once by merely listening. Your own 
judgment is vour best guide. If the 
voices are not clear, if the narra- 
tion is drowned out by music, if 
the record does not seem to have 
enough volume, if there is a sharp 
surface “hiss,” don’t buy. Examine 


-a gift for a child. The quality 
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the record under the light fo 
scratches and bumps. You ar 
within your right to expect a pe 
fect product. You will cheat you 
child if you are timid about this. 

Some record companies try t 
sell on “simplicity.” By that the 
mean a single voice narrating t 
a piano. This is usually not sin 
plicity but stinginess. A child r 
sponds more fully to a big produ 
tion. The more pixie voices. th 
more sound effects, the more musi 
he hears, the more he is ente 
tained. 

There are exceptions to this. « 
course. In the main, howevet 
choose records that are fully dran 
atized. A pixie voice to a phond 
graph record is what color is t 
an animated cartoon. Once upon 
time, animated cartoons were blac 
and white only. Those days ar 
gone forever. 

When a record is carefully | 
duced, all sound effects. all narral 
tion, all dialogue come through it 
perfect clarity and with full mean| 
ing to the child. Capitol’s Spark 
series are big productions. and b 
cause they are not just skin anj 
bones, they increase the child’ 
enjoyment. 

In all of this, you as a paren 
may get the feeling that “educatior 
al” records are taboo. This is a 
so. If your purpose is to give thé 
child specific training in a specifi¢ 
subject, then you will want t 
purchase “educational” records 
The Children’s Record Guild 
which has an excellent list o 
records that are primarily enter 
taining. has also issued records tha

T TAKES a nimble imagination 

to trip from the stately aura of 
candlelight and the minuet to the 
fast rhythms of our electronic age 
and its jazz. But if you can do 
it without losing your breath you'll 
have some idea what to expect 
when you hear today’s dise jockey 
say “arrangement for the harpsi- 
chord.” If not, you'll be quite sure 
somebody made a mistake! 

We're long used to the fact that 
Tin Pan Alley can twist a Schubert 
symphony or a Tchaikovsky con- 
certo into a popular tune with the 
greatest aplomb. But until they 
heard it, it was as much of a strain 
for Tin Pan Alley as for serious 
music lovers to imagine the sedate 
of Bach and Mozart 
twanging forth “The St. Louis 
Blues.” Look at the picture on page 
83. and you'll see the difficulty. 

The man who is generally held 


instrument 


responsible for this curious revival 
is the bearded oboist, Mitchell 
Miller, who is said to have started 
his musical career at the age of 
six, playing Bach’s Two Part In- 
ventions on an old-fashioned square 
piano. As an oboist he has played 
almost every conceivable kind of 
score from classical quartets in 
New York’s dignified Town Hall 
to a boisterous recording of the 
“Stinky Cheese Polka.” It was in 
1938, he says, that he first thought 
of taking the harpsichord from its 
antique pedestal. He had been 
playing a good deal of Bach (on 


the oboe) with concert harpsichord- 


ist Yella Pessl when the modern -

In the same period that saw television sets 
go into over 10 million homes, people themselves 
went to more classical music concerts, bought 
more books, and played more musical instruments 
than ever before. 

Those who prophesied a decline in American 
culture were wrong. Mass distribution of the 
means of culture broadened our interest in 
living art and music. Television did not narrow 
the vision of America; it extended our horizons. 

Infinitely more important in the story of our 
cultural development than the intellectual depre- 
cators of the common man’s effort is the work 


of critic John Crosby, who writes a regular 


newspaper column on radio and television, a sort 
of intelligent man’s guide through the sound and 
fury of today’s broadcasting. 

Actually, most credit for whatever improve- 
ments are noticeable in the field of entertainment 
must go to the public itself which, as individuals, 
supports what is good and avoids what it con- 
siders bad. The same power of free taste that has 
helped modern design achieve the quality it has 
is proving itself effective in the rough and tumble 
world of television. 

People know the alternative to a bad TV 
program: they change the program: or they shut

A tihough it is acknowledged that more music is heard 
today by more people than since the beginning of time, it 
is also generally accepted that, paradoxically enough, almost 
the only instruments played in our homes these days are 
the piano and the violin. 

The violin? I beg to differ. The violin, that all-important 
instrument of the symphony orchestra or chamber-music 
ensemble, has been neglected. It may still be a fairly popular 
house companion in middle-Europe, but this is America, and 
the U.S. home has taken to the piano and little if anything 
else. The kind of music made in our homes is sadly one-sided. 

The reasons for the popularity of this instrument are fairly 
obvious, I would say. A piano that stands in the living room 
has always been a certain sign of culture. Practicing may be 
a second factor. Experience with my nieces and nephews has 
convinced me that piano practice is easiest to take for other 
members of the family. Granted that wrong notes are bound 
to be struck in the study of any instrument, wrong notes on 


the piano are at least on pitch. With all string and brass in- 


struments, on the other hand, the question of pitch and tone 





is a most ticklish one, and havoc is often raised with the ears 


of those who happen to be within hearing of the player. 

Now, these may be perfectly good reasons, but to my way 
of thinking not good enough if we consider that variety is the 
spice of life and that the diversity of instruments played in 
our homes determines the vitality of our music life. 

There has been repeated and enthusiastic talk of amateur 
symphony orchestras composed of community members who 
have determined among themselves just who is to play what 
instrument. I am afraid that such well-planned music-making 
is still not practicable for a great many people. What we can 
and should do, however, is to begin on a smaller and more 
individual scale. Why not consider, therefore, the various 
instruments, how difficult they can be to play and in what 
different ways they can be enjoyed? 

In choosing an instrument it seems wisest to proceed in 
a scientific rather than haphazard manner. The fact that 
a certain instrument appeals to you is not enough of a reason, 
1 think, for selecting it. To determine whether you have a 


good ear and musical aptitude (Please turn to page 109)

re Doctor Plays 


{n orthopedic surgeon with no formal musical training 
discovers how much simple music-making can 


lo for family unity and his own peace of mind

D.. John A. Murphy of Cleveland, Ohio, has devised his 
own prescription for his own ease of mind. 

Almost every day of his life, come operation-or con- 
sultation, hospital or private practice, Dr. Murphy sits 
down and spends a half hour playing the organ. Occa- 
sionally these sessions occur early in the morning. Then 
they form a musical accompaniment, strangely unhurried 
and peaceful, to the usual hurried and unpeaceful morn- 
ing launching of a household, the quick breakfast, the 
dressing of three children, the repeated reminders of 
forgotten books, mufflers, and gloves, and the final 
hurtling exodus to school. Life goes on around him, but 
for a half hour at least Dr. Murphy is a hermit in the 
realm of sound, sitting before the keyboard as isolated 
as St. Jerome in his cave. 

More often his half-hour sessions occur in the evening. 
It is then that they become family sessions. It is then that 
the children participate. It is then that the doctor is 
grateful for the boon of a hobby which gives as much 
relaxation to his hands as to his mind. Both can use it 
at the end of a day. 

Dr. Murphy is an orthopedic surgeon. A surgeon works 
with his hands. Dr. Murphy thinks it is no coincidence 
that he and those of his medical friends who are also 
surgeons turn for their hobbies to pastimes in which 
hands are given something to do. One of his friends 
paints, another does carpentry work. “I myself would like 
to do carpentry work, and I might have built a workshop 
in my cellar if I hadn’t been afraid of cutting off a couple 
of my fingers. That is why I turned to music.” Perhaps 
so. Yet Dr. Murphy must have had a certain predisposi- 
tion which led him to music, regardless of any considera- 
tion of safety. His mother was musical and he himself 
played the banjo in high school. He played it well, 


though by ear only, being unable to read notes. 


i: is quite a distance from the banjo to the organ. How 
did he get there? “We were only going to buy a radio,” 
says the doctor. “My wife and I and Mickey (Michael, 
the middle child) were shopping one Saturday afternoon. 
We were in one of the department stores and we were 
walking through the department when Mickey said, ‘Dad, 
J hear an organ playing.’ Mickey got very excited. He 
wanted to know where the sounds came from. He wanted 
to see the machine that produced such elegant tones. So 
we all walked over. There was the organ and there was 
the salesman, who asked me to sit down and play. Play 
anything. I had never played an organ before. but I could 
pick out a familiar melody fairly well with my right 
hand and form a few simple chords with my left. 


“That did it. I was sold. Instead of buying the radio, 


we bought the organ, which is rather like going shop: 
ping for a package of cigarettes and coming home with a 
silver cigarette case. : .”” And there stands the organ in 
the entrance hall, the first and most important object to 
greet you when you visit the Murphys. 

Dr. Murphy took formal instruction during four 
months only and then gave it up because he ran into a 
period of more than usual pressure of work. However, he 
expects to resume lessons because, as he said holding up 
his left hand, “I would like to know what to do with this 
hand.” He wants to acquire greater skill in accompany- 
ing and harmonizing the melodies which he produces 
with his right hand. 

But even with a crude accompaniment the melodies he 
plays with the right hand satisfy him. He calls himself 
a musical lowbrow. Classical music has little interest for 
him. He has an acquaintance with Bach in name only. 
He does not attend the Cleveland Philharmonic concerts. 
What music does he like? “The old songs,” he says, 
meaning thereby the ingenuous, the fairly unsophisti- 
cated, melodious tunes, old or new. He likes Stephen 
Foster, the spirituals, the Strauss waltzes, “Avalon,” 
“Ave Maria,” and “Serenade,” but his favorites are the 
operettas. 

Here, among the long line of unjazzy tunes which range 
from Naughty Marietta to The King and I and include 
The Desert Song, The Student Prince, Blossom Time, The 
Red Mill, Oklahoma, and Carousel, he finds his greatest 


musical pleasure. His favorite of all is Show boat. 


Michaet musically the most gifted of the three children, 
places no such limitations on his own taste. Like those 
youngsters who are omnivorous readers, swallowing one 
book after another, Michael likes all music as long as it 
is music. At ten years of age that is natural. When he was 
seven, he started to take piano lessons, at Ais, not at his 
parents’ insistence. (His parents believe that there is no 
value in forcing education, and waited with the music 
lessons until the child asked for them.) Michael wan- 
dered from the piano to the organ. Today he plays the 
organ as much as he does the piano, but his lessons con- 
tinue to be piano lessons. He likes both instruments 
equally well. though his father does say that the piano is 
meat and potatoes to Mickey and the organ is dessert. 
Michael is truly gifted. He comes tome from church 
on Sunday and plays the melodies of the music he has 
heard at the service. He plays for visitors, including 
me, and when he is not in school he plays for the maid, 
obliging her with her favorite songs while she dusts the 
living room or attends to other household chores.

In addition there is a 
wealth of lesser known short films on sports, art, 
travel, child care, or whatever your special interests 
may be. Films starring Chaplin, Dietrich, W. C. 
Fields, and even Hopalong Cassidy are but a few 
of the many full-length films available for home use. 
Many of them are among the best movies of all times: 
“Nanook of the North,” “The Blue Angel,” “Mr. 
Deeds Goes to Town,” “Brief Encounter,” “The Lady 
Vanishes,” “The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari,” “The 
Baker’s Wife.” to name but a few. 

Sixteen-millimeter (non-theatrical) film differs from 
35-mm. (theatrical) film in being non-inflammable. 
Therefore it can be shown anywhere without risk 
of fire. Being smaller in size, it is generally intended 
for showing in rooms smaller than the typical movie 
theater. And being smaller, the projector it uses is 
lighter, less complicated, and easily portable. Nat- 
urally 16 mm. film does not equal the technical per- 
formance of commercial 35-mm. film, but with the

1. is a popular myth that great composers are appre- 
ciated only after their death. But the most famous sym- 
phonic piece ever written—Beethoven’s Fifth—which 
inaugurated the first season of the New York Philhar- 
monic, December 7, 1842, had been a great favorite in 
London, Vienna, Paris, and Leipzig ever since the ink 
had dried on the score. Nearly all of the present concert 
staples of American and European symphony audiences 
have been on the boards for a long time; and nearly all 
received substantial acclaim, either at once or after rela- 
tively few hearings. The average age of the best known 
50 compositions in the repertoires of the American sym- 
phony orchestras is 75 years. 

Almost any regular patron or record collector could 
make a fairly good guess as to these compositions: 
Beethoven’s Third, Fifth, and Seventh; Brahms’ First and 
Second; Franck’s D Minor; Debussy’s Afternoon of a 
Faun; Tchaikovsky’s Fifth and Sixth; some Sibelius, 
Stravinsky and others—all good box office. The next 
grouping of an additional 50 to 60 pieces is somewhat 
less frequently performed. and includes such samples as: 
Bach’s Brandenburg Concerto No. 3, Handel’s Water 
Music, Schubert’s Unfinished, Ravel’s Bolero, and com- 
positions by Haydn, Mendelssohn, and others. 

The American symphony repertoire is dominated by 
relatively few names. About 45 per cent of it (be patient 
with a few statistics) is pre-empted by a half dozen top 
composers in the following order: Beethoven, Brahms, 
Tchaikovsky, Mozart, Strauss, and Wagner. They form 
the hard core of the going concert programs. Another 30 
per cent is pre-empted by luminaries of secondary popu- 
larity: Schumann, Berlioz, Bach, Rachmaninoff, Stravin- 
sky, Mendelssohn, Sibelius, Schubert, Debussy, Haydn, 
and a few others. It may be seen that several recent 
geniuses have crashed this company. This adds up to 75 
per cent of the symphonic music we hear, and is made up 
of less than 100 pieces by about 25 composers. 

But a man does not live by masterpieces alone. Our 
programs are peppered with a miscellany of several hun- 
dred names who supply the spicy variety in the annual

This article is addressed to people who don’t like to give 
parties. Saying this right in the middle of the holiday season, 
I wager it means I am talking to about 90 per cent of the 
potential hosts in America. For I have discovered that most 
people dread to entertain. 

Some secretly hug this feeling to their breasts, not even 
wanting to admit it to themselves. Others are frank about it, 
finding comfort in admitting it openly, as though such frank- 
ness absolved them from their sins. 

As a clinical observer of party-giving. this makes me very 
sad. For parties can be one of the nicest things in life, if the 
attitude of the hosts is right. 

What is a proper attitude for entertaining? How do you 
engender it? How do you hang onto it after you have com- 


mitted yourself? Here are seven basic attitudes. 


Decide that you are giving the party for the purpose of 

seeing the friends you truly like and want to see. Any 
other kind of party, motivated by social debts, social climbing, 
cultivating business or political contacts or any non-friendship 
motives is bound to be a duty, hard-to-manage, very-likely-not- 
to-succeed. If you are truly happy to see your guests. they'll be 
truly happy to see you. This is the basic attitude. 


Since talking with your friends is really your reason for 
De you will organize all the details to enable 
yourself to be with them in a relaxed frame of mind. This 
means you will not put so much emphasis on the food, service, 
and arrangements that you can’t enjoy the guests and be with 
them almost constantly. For most people, this means the simple 
menu, the simple recipe, the simple service. It means banish- 
ing all ostentatious show, elaborate and fancy effects. It may 
mean not even entertaining at meal times, but rather after 
dinner when only trays of cakes and wines are unobtrusively 


set at one side for anyone inclined to help himself. 


3 Plan and organize all details well in advance, so you are 
not caught in a frenzy of last minute preparations. If you 
can’t be fully ready well in advance so you can be calm and 
relaxed, better not issue those invitations. Your own last- 
minute panic is fatal, for somehow you never can shift your 
mental gears to the right attitude after the first guests arrive. 


The way to cast out worry is not to have it in the first place.

how I should help my son with his musical studies. He 
has the makings of a professional musician.” | have been 
asked this question or a similar one on numerous occa- 
sions. But | am afraid | am the wrong person to answer 
these questions. Instead. | might be able to give advice 
as to how these children should “handle” their parents. 

For, little do I know what special decisions my wise 
parents made during the years before and after my debut. 
All I know is that I shall be eternally grateful to them for 


guiding me so well along the thorny path of early musical 


professionalism and for a most wonderful childhood. 

If people would seek my advice as a father of fow 
healthy children who are beginning to show signs of mu- 
sical aptitude, | might be of some help. My children will 
probably never become professional musicians, and my 
attempts to guide them in their musical studies have been 
solely prompted by logic, by their own responses, by the 
knowledge that music will enrich their lives, even if they 
never earn their livelihood with it. 

Sheer reason, for instance, told me that my daughter 
Zamira must have the best possible teacher who would not 
only give her expert instruction but also stimulate her 
to study by herself. If there is no rapport between 
teacher and pupil then it is better to seek another one, 
lest the child come to hate not only his studies but also 
music. itself. 

It also seemed fairly self-evident that, as a father, I 
must take an active interest in my daughter’s studies. If 
the parents are musical themselves, their interest naturally 
can be much more effective. But, even if they are not 
musical, their interest will help. 

I believe your child would feel happy and proud if you 
would ask him what new compositions he has been given 
to play and if you would listen to and comment on his 
practicing, instead of closing all doors and making him 
feel that he is disturbing you. 

I do not believe we should leave our children alone in 
their studies and only from time to time ask them to “play 
a piece for us,” to check their progress. Such an “‘audi- 
tion” is an unfair test. because the child will be nervous 
and disappointed over your seeming lack of confidence 
in his abilities. With an attitude of “now show me” you 
will never learn the truth. But, more impertant still, it 
undermines everything the teacher is trying to build, for 
soon your child will practice only with an eye toward 
making good at these “auditions.” Instead of achieving a 
legato phrase with his fingers, he will seek the effect 
through an abundant use of the pedal—assuming the 
instrument is the piano. Instead of using the right fingers 
and finger positions. he will hop up and down on the 
instrument and try to make up for the mistakes with speed, 
which in turn may mislead the parent into the notion 
that his offspring is making progress because he can 
play so fast. 

This is building on quicksand and the parent must 
realize that if a child plays a Mozart sonata. let us 
say. his teacher aims to achieve much more than the 
mastery of just this one piece. Especially if the parent

Do you really need a piano? 


If you let radio, recordings, and television usurp the place of the piano 
in your family’s musical life, you are missing rich opportunities for family fun, 


and slighting your children’s musical development

ou have a radio, a record player, a television set. Don’t 
‘ these devices add up to all the musical entertainment the 
family needs? Do you really need a piano, too? 

Well, broadcasts and recordings provide a great deal of 
music, but they have one fatal shortcoming. They turn you 
into a passive listener or viewer instead of an active doer. If I 
were obliged to choose either the piano or all the mechanical 
gadgets put together, | would unhesitatingly take the piano, 
The reason is very simple: | prefer doing. 

Fortunately, [ am not forced to choose one or the other. 
And neither are you. We can accommodate our homes and our- 
selves to using both creatively. We can cause the mechanical 
devices and the piano to complement each other so that the 
range of our musical pleasures will be broadened and deepened. 
The piano in particular, | daresay, can be the most powerful 
agent for drawing the family more closely together since it can 
unite all its members in the precious bond of music-making. 

Our forefathers discovered a long time ago that a piano can 
be fun. Since they had no radio or television or records to 
beguile the hours at home, and since movies were not yet born, 
they depended largely on the keyboard instrument for their 
musical entertainment. 

Let us see whether we, despite the number of amusements 
at our disposal for the flicking of a switch or the payment of 
a modest admission charge, cannot do likewise. 

If you have children in your home, you owe it to them to 
have a piano.

Ve last cigarette has been smoked, the last glass emptied, and 
now the last guest has departed. As in the aftermath of all parties, 
the air is thick with smoke, with unfinished phrases, unheard 
words.

And, after all, LP is still in its 
first half decade. 

Without shame. | come out boldly to assert that it is the 
inimitable artistry of a performer which makes a record a fa- 
vorite for me. It also has to do, almost inevitably, with the 
superb projection of a single sustained mood to a climax within 
a limited time span. It is a vignette, a capsule, a cameo. It is the 
hundred-yard dash in music, not the mile or the marathon. 

One can honestly prefer this version of the G minor symphony 
of Mozart to that one. But can one say, as honestly. that there is 
a particular performance which is so good, from beginning to 
end, that it takes favor permanently over all others? I can cite 
you a favorite performance of one aria from Don Giovanni—“Il 
mio tesoro”—but not a favorite recording of the whole opera. 
Maybe it exists, but I haven’t heard it. 

If the vocal peg I put in the musical map defines still another 
area of favor, it is largely because the voice of all musical instru-

Throw away the rosy-tinted glasses and look for the facts that can help you 


decide what to grow. Before you open a single catalog 


this year, list exactly what you want plants to do for you

Sea catalogs are written to persuade people to buy 
more than they need. They succeed fabulously well at 
this mission. Probably half the seeds bought each year 
are never planted. Certainly many gardens are horribly 
overcrowded because too many seeds (or the wrong 
kinds) were bought. 

Smart gardeners never make. these mistakes. They 
first list what kinds of plants they need—tall, short, 
fat, thin, climbers, spreaders, etc. Then they list special 
requirements—hardiness (to cold, wind, or drought), 
pest-resistance, fragrance, specific dates when flowers 
are wanted, seasonal foliage color, fruit display, ete. 
Some experts add the requirement that all plants must 
have interesting foliage textures and that the out-of- 
bloom appearance of the plant remain acceptable (no 
masses ol seed pods or faded flowers). 

{fier making this list the knowledgeable person turns 


to the catalogs. Now the enticing, generalized descrip- 


tions can’t lead him into making poor choices. He 
knows exactly what he needs. Of course, he often finds 
that clearing away the non-specific information leaves 
him with many of his questions unanswered. Then he 
must rely upon his previous experience with related 
varieties to guess intelligently what the particular one 
described can do for him. 

Of course, new varieties are “unknowns” even to the 
experts, although no real expert risks more than one 
trial planting the first year. Novelties serve mainly as

How to look at a seed catalog continued 


to the sales copy in the catalog. Few of the new 
varieties represent any major improvements except 
under special growing conditions. But if part of your 
fun in gardening comes from keeping abreast of the 
newest, they are a good buy for you. 

You may be confused by references on nursery 
pages to “AAN grades.” These refer to sizes of plants. 
“No. 1 roses”, for example, must have three canes 
15 to 18 inches long. Note that these requirements are 
specific. They replace the older, but still sometimes 
seen, grade designation, “2-year, field-grown.” Prob- 
ably 98 per cent of all roses meet this requirement 
when offered for sale, so this tells little of value. 

The bulb pages in the catalogs have their own booby 
traps, such as listing tulips by circumference rather 
than by diameter. “Three-inch tulip bulbs” sounds 


about 





big until you translate this into diameter 
34’, a size that can’t be expected to produce flowers. 
This year, be an informed user of seed catalogs.

homespun duets, trios, or quartets. 
If it is a pleasure to the youngster 
to feel that he has some command 
of the instrument on his own, it is 
a much greater joy to him to be 
able to use it in conjunction with 
his friends. Here again it doesn’t 
matter in the least if the net result 
is something less than perform- 
ances of concert quality. The boy 
who plays baseball with a school 
or neighborhood team need not 
have a major leaguer’s polish to 
get a tremendous bang out of it. 
The happiest families I know 
are those that have self-contained 
chamber music their 
midst. Chamber music to some peo- 
ple has a forbidding intellectual 
aura. Perhaps it calls to mind such 


groups in 


recondite and lofty works as Bee- 
thoven’s last quartets which, by the 
way. have as much to tell us about 
the voyage of the human spirit 
as the messages of the greatest 
seers and philosophers. 

But it is not my purpose to make 
a pitch for Beethoven or his last 
quartets; they have taken care of 
themselves for well over a century. 
What I am getting at is that all 
chamber music is not remote or 
difficult. Chamber music, after all, 
is music for the chamber, for the 
home; it is, in essence, family mu- 
sic. And there is an abundance of 
easy chamber music for all kinds 
of small groups to suit the re- 
sources of nearly every family unit. 
There is a lot of it without piano, 
but even more with piano. In most 
cases, the piano is_at the heart of 
such music, and the very presence 
of such an instrument in the home 
can be the catalyst to bring the 
family around it. 


F YOU can’t play, you can sing. 

So long as there is one member of 
the group who can pick out a sim- 
ple accompaniment for a tune, the 
whole family can gather round and 
lift up their voices, trained, or un- 
trained, in song. What matter the 
nature of the song? Popular tunes, 
college songs, folk songs or art 
songs, if that is your pleasure. are 
all within bounds. The thing is to 
make music together. 

Do you need a piano? You may 
not think so, but I would bet that 
once you got it and began to use 
it constructively, you would find 
yourself and your family turning 
to it more often than to broadcasts 
and recordings. And I am certain 
that it would lead to an apprecia- 
tion of unexpected values in the 


family itself.

The dealer should be able to give 
you home demonstrations of several 
different projectors, as well as all 
the instruction you may need in 
operating them. Running a 16mm. 
projector is little more than child’s 
play. As a matter of fact, many 
youngsters have already taken over 
the job of projectionist at school, 
and your own children may be your 
best instructors. 

In buying a 16mm. projector, it 
is best to test it first in the room 
where films will be shown most 
often—the living room, basement 
play room, library, or den. Pref- 
erably it should be a room that 
can easily be darkened, and one 
that is more oblong than square, to

mm. films. It is all too easy to see 
bad films on television and in the 


home movies can be 


movie theaters. 

This brings us to the matter of 
ordering the films for your pro- 
grams. If there are a number of 
good film libraries right where you 
live. you can be reasonably certain 
of getting a worth-while film even 
at the last minute. But if the film 
must be obtained from out-of-town, 
you should request it at least sev- 
eral weeks ahead of time. An es- 
timated 150,000 to 200.000 16mm. 
projectors are in use throughout 
the country, and the number in- 
creases each month. Don’t be sur- 
prised to find some films booked up 
for months in advance. Regularly 
planned screenings help you keep 
to a schedule. I show films every 
Friday evening. Having these regu- 
lar showings makes it pleasanter 
for me, for the offices I get the 
films from, and for my friends who 
like to know that they can see 
movies if they drop in any Friday. 

Proceeding from this informal 
arrangement. there is the more am- 
bitious possibility of having regu- 
larly scheduled programs once or 
twice a month, with regular “sub- 
scribers” pitching in five or ten 
dollars each to cover a season of 
rentals. The amount of money to be 
collected depends, of course, on 
the number of people involved and 
the extensiveness of the program. 
Using low-rental or free films will

negligible minimum. If, however, 


you have expensive taste in movies, 
you must pay for it. Whatever you 
show or however much the mem- 
bers contribute, it is important that 
the majority of the group live near 
enough so that they can easily get 
to the programs in bad 
weather. If your best friends live 


even 


miles away. don’t count on them as 
regular patrons. 

Getting started with your own 
16mm. programs is bound to be 
perplexing at first. There are so 
many films, and so many places to 
get them from. But the good part 
is that you are boss. You see what 
you want to see when you want to 
see it. Who knows but one day you 
may hear yourself saying. “Let’s 
show a movie!” quite automatical- 
ly. without thinking twice about it.

Mere. center of excellent touring 
country. At Grandes Piles, a popu-

wealth of poetry and philosophy in 
folk music which all of us would 
do well to absorb. By being able to 
play one of these instruments you 
can be the life of the party with the 
five or six basic chords printed at 
the top of most sheet music. 


ND speaking of song-fests, why 

not consider two instruments 
that do not belong to the “bow” but 
the “blow” class, the harmonica and 
the simple and inexpensive re- 
corder? The recorder can be mas- 
tered within a matter of days, for 
the matter of blowing air into the 
mouthpiece and controlling each 
of the eight holes along its body 


/with the fingers is quite uncompli- 


cated. The harmonica is no more 
difficult. After only a few lessons 
you can accompany your singing 
friends or make music by yourself. 


There are. naturally, other 
“blow” instruments—the flute, 
oboe, clarinet, saxophone, horn, 


tuba—to mention the 
principal ones. For practical pur- 
poses, | would say we should con- 
centrate on the clarinet, saxophone, 
and trumpet. these being the in- 
struments with which a_ simple 
dance band can be organized. 


trombone, 


I hope there are no raised eye- 
brows among my readers, question- 
ing what dance music has to do 
with the kind of music we are dis- 
cussing. Let me say that I have 
never been able to discover the 
difference between so-called “classi- 
cal” and “popular” music. To me, 
there is only the difference between 
good and bad music. and this dif- 
ference can be found among the 
classics as well as among the con- 
temporary song-writers. 

To reach an average working 
proficiency I would say that these 
wood-wind or brass instruments are 
less difficult than the violin. Their 
playing. however, is no mere mat- 
ter of touching the right key or 
valve and blowing air into the 
mouthpiece. True enough. the pitch 
is determined by regular keys and 
valves, as with the piano, but at 
the same time it has to be con- 
trolled by breath and the embou- 
chure, which is the position of the 
tongue and lips. The amount of 
breath, for instance. not only gov- 
erns whether you are playing piano 


/or forte; it can also influence pitch. 


Another factor to consider with 
wood-wind instruments is that a 
tone is not achieved through just 
one key, but a combination of keys 


—the octave key and the keys for 


sharps and flats. On a trumpet the 


BLOW, BOW, OR BEAT! 
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pitch is determined by the degree 
of pressure on the valves and by 
the amount of breath used, while 
on a trombone it is determined by 
the various positions of the slide. 

But once you have mastered a 
fundamental knowledge, think of 
how much pleasure and satisfaction 
you can derive from making it pos- 
sible for your friends to dance to 
your music instead of to the radio 
or to a hired dance band, at home, 
in schools, or in local clubs. What’s 
more, you can arrive at this pleas- 
ure after a fairly short time. and 
while you are able to play “Good- 
night Sweetheart” or “The Blue 
Tango,” you can continue striving 
to emulate Benny Goodman. who 
plays the most difficult jazz as bril- 
liantly as he plays Bach and Mozart. 

Before discussing the percussion 
section, I believe a few words 
about the instruments which I have 
omitted are in order. I refrained 
from talking about them, not for 
artistic but for purely practical 
reasons. Those like the harp or 
the harpsichord are not only ex- 
pensive but also difficult to learn, 
and they present transportation 
problems, as does the bass fiddle, 
which has its definite place not 
only in the symphony orchestra but 
in various types of bands. The 
repertory for the piccolo, tuba, 
trombone, etc. is on the limited 
side, unless you prefer to play al- 
most exclusively in an orchestra 
or in parades. This, however, does 
not mean, if the sounds of such 
instruments appeal to you, that you 
should shy away from them. Too 
few persons can play them. 


HE actual “beat” instruments are 
ee to which we usually refer 
as the percussion section. However, 
if we understand this term to in- 
clude any instrument which pro- 


duces a sound by being “hammered . 


upon.” then the piano and the ac- 
cordion also belong in this class. 

We need not discuss the piano 
here since it is a companion of 
long standing whose virtues have 
been extolled at great length. The

EMEMBER he plays for his own

Why does the doctor like the 
organ particularly? Why the organ 
rather than the piano? Dr. Murphy 
says that he likes the organ be- 
cause pleasing music can be 
coaxed from it easily. To play it 
well one must be an artist. To play 
it well enough one can be a tyro. 
The instrument itself helps along. 
The sustained tones of the organ, 
reverberating in his high-ceiling 
room—the ceiling is made of wood 
—are beautiful in themselves and 
little need be added to string them 
into connected beauty. 

Dr. Murphy likes to experiment 
with the variety of tonal colors and 
combinations (the different stops) 
which the electric organ can pro- 
duce. He enjoys mixing various 
combinations of treble and_ bass. 
He enjoys forming his own chords 
and once in a while his own melo- 
dies. Musicians would call the 
process improvising; Dr. Murphy 
calls it “fiddling around.” Fiddling 
around is the wrong expression for 
playing the organ. But never mind! 
To be able to fiddle around is to 
unhitch taut nerves and to lock up 
fer the moment all the unfinished 
business of the day. Dr. Murphy 
finds the means to do it in the hall 


of his house.

make him understand that he is 
harming only himself by not taking 
his studies seriously and that he is 
wasting the money his parents are 
paying to the teacher. 

You might also be wary of your 
child’s doing a bit of “dreaming” 
while he is practicing. I recall that 
my teachers caught me doing this 
on more than one occasion in my 
youth. Those were the moments 
when, instead of listening critically 
to my mistakes and_ correcting 
them. I would dream of standing 
before an audience, giving a recital. 

At least the major portion of 
the child’s home studies should be 
devoted to learning and improving 
his tone, technique. and musical 
comprehension. If at the end of a 
practice session he feels like check- 
ing up on how well he can play 
the whole piece without interrup- 
tion, as if he were actually per- 
forming it. then [ think he is en-

We often read that musicians 
practice for many hours a day. But 
in the case of your child who is 
studying music for his own pleas- 
ure, this seems totally unnecessary.

In the top are recessed two large 
flat spools of the recording mate- 
rial, either wire or plastic tape. 
There are a few control knobs and 
a small microphone on a lead wire 
that plugs into the machine. Its 
operation is about as complicated 
as threading a sewing machine and 
turning on the radio. That’s all 
there is to it. 


HE beginnings of sound record- 

ing, as everybody knows, date 
back to the early years of the cen- 
tury. But within the past five years 
it has broken loose from the strictly 
utilitarian limits of the dictating 
machine and the strictly profession- 
al limits of the mass-produced pho- 
nograph record. The new method of 
magnetic recording on wire or tape 
is to the old way what the koda- 
chrome is to the tintype. It is not 
only easier, it brings better results 
under less controlled conditions. 
You can combine different kinds 
of sound like music, speech and 
noise effects. You can punctuate 
a planned performance with “can- 
did camera” shots of spontaneous 
conversation. You can ereate a 
special atmosphere by the very sim- 
ple device of alternating music and 
words. 

Once I heard a recording of an 
amateur performance of the Schu- 
bert Octette. It had been 
during a musical evening in the 
home of a business man who was 


made 


also an accomplished cellist and 
often invited musician friends to 
join him in playing chamber music 
for other friends who liked to listen. 
When all the guests had arrived 
and all the musicians were in their 
places, the hostess, unnoticed by 
anyone, had turned on the wire 
recorder. So the recording I heard 
started off with a gay babble of 
voices mingled with the tuning up 
of the instruments. Then the con- 
versation slackened, there were a 
few seconds of silence followed by 
a dramatic break the first 
chords of the Octette, and when it 
finished, the applause.

was 

A professional critic might prefer 
the more polished performance of 
the Coolidge Quartet. But that 
home recording had a quality that 
could never be duplicated in a 
studio. The music was framed in 
an atmosphere—probably the same 
kind of atmosphere for which it 
had been written in the first place: 
a gay intimate evening in a com- 
fortable home. Listening to it gave 
you a feeling of first-hand partici- 
pation in the event, a feeling that 


.the parental voices that symbolized

more than made up for any slip-ups 
in the performance. 

That’s one of the most satisfying 
uses of a recording machine in a 
home where music-making is part 
of the pattern of living. If the 
ensembles that play in your living 
room are made up of unconyen- 
tional combinations of instruments, 
so much the better. Your recordings 
will give you a listening experi- 
ence you could never get in a 
concert hall. 

You may also find it worth while 
to use the machine for more formal 
recording. You can take music and 
speeches “off the air” and keep 
them as a kind of listening scrap- 
book. After a little practice, it’s 
not hard to record the essential 
parts of a broadcast while omitting 
the commentaries or commercials, 

Perhaps the most richly reward- 
ing use of a home recorder is for 
the preservation of memories. Just: 
as an old song kindles the emotions 
that surrounded __ half-forgotten 
events, so the echo of once-familiar 
voices recreates living personalities 
even after they have faded from 
photographs. To the family log, 
described by Lewis Mumford in 
last month’s House BrEAuTIFUL, an 
album of recorded sound would 
add a deeply satisfying dimension. 
You can record family rituals—the 
reading of the Christmas story, the 
yearly choruses of “Happy Birth- 
day.” even the wedding ceremony. 
Here, the chance to establish at- 
mosphere by recorded 
music between talk or even con- 
versational babble is a fine chal- 
lenge to your creative talents.

Which is the best kind of recorder 
to buy, the wire or the tape?

Technically that’s 
true, but since most families want 
to buy one machine to handle both, 
it isn’t much of an answer. 

A good wire recorder will record 
music, as well as speech, adequate- 
ly for most purposes except broad- 
casting or high-fidelity reproduc- 
tion. And it has certain practical 
advantages: The stainless steel wire 
is invulnerable to rust and atmos- 
pheric changes. It may be erased 
and used again and again, presum- 
ably for a lifetime. But if it should 
break, it is almost sure to become 
tangled, and unraveling the tangle 
is a practically superhuman feat. 

On the other hand, if your aim 
is to make musical recordings of 
the highest possible quality, the ex- 
perts agree you'll do better with 
tape. With a good tape machine 
you get higher frequency sound— 
that is more of the true quality of

Wire recorders 
cost between $100 and $200. There 
is a tape recorder on the market for 
as little as $115 but the “

I have two false tops made 
for this table and I store them 
in the woodshed. One top has a 
base and makes the coffee table 
regular table height. When we can- 
not use our outside terrace in the 
winter, we set up this table, cover 
it with a table cloth and have a 
fine bar or buffet table. This way 
we can set more places at our din- 
ing table, because all the serving is 
done on the temporary table. 

The other top that I have for the 
long low coffee table turns it into 
another couch.

In revising your room for en- 
tertaining, study your problems and 
work out 
rangements. There must be com- 
fortable “talking” groups of furni- 
ture, so guests can gather and chat 
in an intimate group. The cosier 
people are the more they like it. 
[t is fun to add new notes to your 
room and to the party. Through 
the seasons I also change color 
schemes, candles, table covers, and 
flowers. This adds new notes of 
color and interest and friends en- 
joy seeing the change of “acces- 
sories.” 

For Christmas I have all char- 
treuse-colored candles and_ table 
covers. For spring I have a daffodil 
yellow scheme. For summer I 
usually use white, for there are so 
many 
flowers. 


different furniture ar- 


lovely colors in summer 
In the fall I use flame 
colors. This also ties the outdoors 
with the indoors and nature’s colors 
make a glorious background. If 
the guests are not consciously 
aware of the subtle color changes 
in your room, they will enjoy it. 

By using your imagination and 
setting your house and your food 
as an art director sets a_ stage, 
you will find you have created 
such an interesting and unusual 
background that your friends will 
look forward to coming to your 
house as an “event.” Get out of that 
rut of traditional entertaining and 
do a dinner in a completely dif- 
ferent manner. Your guests will get 
a big kick out of it and you will 
have more fun. 

In selecting things for my house 
I do not get run-of-the-mill items. 
For instance, my candles are not 
the usual thin variety, but huge 
ones three and a half inches in 
diameter. My glasses are oversized 
and so are the ash trays. Make a 
feature of whatever you have or 
whatever you serve. 


6. The presentation of the food 
is very important, for eye appeal is 
vital. For instance, in serving soup 
(right from the can) glamorize it 
with a little sherry and chopped 
chives, put it in an unusual con- 
tainer and right away you have a 
masterpiece of salesmanship. Every- 
one thinks it is a sensational soup. 

You can build your “wardrobe” 
of china slowly and with great care 
and finally have a collection of 
unusual and back- 
grounds for your special food con- 
coctions. With the right planning 


interesting 


you can dramatize your food by 
having several delectable tricks and 
buying china to build these up 
decoratively. 

I have found that Stede pewter 
plates are a joy and delight to use. 
I have built my whole wardrobe 
of china around these plates. I 
have two sizes, the dinner size 
and the salad size. They do not 
break; they heat easily and they 
soon look like old pewter after 
going through the dishwasher a few 
times—which to me is an added 
attraction. 

Here’s an example of how food 
and china can be co-ordinated. The 
picture of the table setting is on 
page 68 and the menu and recipes 
follow. 

Learn to make some oriental 
dishes. To serve these exotic dishes, 
your china can be Chinese rice 
bowls with the Stede plates used 
as serving plates under the rice 
bowls. These interesting bowls can 
also be used for dessert with an- 
other type of dinner. The bowls 
pictured on page 68 make a nice 
dessert dish as well as soup bowl. 

To start your oriental dinner, 
give your guests dry Martinis 
flavored with dry Sherry instead of 
Vermouth, plus that old twist of 
lemon peel. Serve smoked oysters 
as an appetizer with the drinks. 

The menu for such a dinner 
party can be as follows:

Chop Suey 


Probably the originators of the 
dish would curl up if they read my 
version of it. But it is so easy to 
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prepare and the meat part of it is 
really not expensive. (If there is 
any chicken left over we use it.)

To make this dish easily, prepare 
your vegetables and meat the morn- 
ing of the party, then all you have 
to do is fling them all together and 
presto! the dish is done. 

Cut the meat crosswise to the 
grain in thin strips, taking off 

all sinews and fat. Put the fat 
into a frying pan and heat until 
| there is enough grease in the pan 

to brown the meat. Remove the 
| rendered fat chunks and brown the 
meat in the hot melted fat. There 
should not be too much grease 
just enough to coat well the bottom 
| of the pan. To me too much grease 
is horrible. i 












After the meat is 
browned (and I hope with little or 
no grease left) push meat to the 
side of the pan and squirt one 


garlic clove into the hot pan with 
a press. Add one teaspoon of 
| honey immediately. Mix well and 
ladd 1% tablespoon soya sauce. Mix 
and add one can consommé. Now 
‘stir the mixture with the meat, 
| cover, and simmer for 20 minutes 
| to half an hour or until meat is 
tender. Remove from fire and store 
funti ready for use. (Pork requires 
a longer cooking time. ) 

_ Let me warn you that the storage 


jof the prepared vegetables is most 
‘important, for they must be crispy 
fresh. I have freezer containers of 
white plastic with rubber covers 
that really seal the container. These 
‘L use as ice box containers and they 
work like a charm. 
_ Wash and string celery. Cut on 
the diagonal, for the cutting of 
the vegetables is most important. 
It seems the Orientals have such a 
sense of design that they even slice 
vheir vegetables in an _ artistic 
‘manner. 

Wash the green onions and slice 
‘n I%-inch to 2-inch lengths. Be 
sure to use the green part of the 


onions also for this is a vital in- 
gredient. 

If you have a good air-tight con- 
tainer you can prepare the mush- 
rooms also in the morning. Rinse 
mushrooms in as little water as 
possible, cut a thin slice off the 
stem end and discard. Put mush- 
rooms on cutting board, caps down 
and stems up, and slice them down 
so that there are T-shaped slices 
when you see the stem and cap 
sliced together. 

Into another frying pan put the 
other clove of garlic, squeezed 
through the garlic press, and one 
teaspoon of honey and heat. Add 
one can of consommé and _ half 
tablespoon of soya sauce. Remove 
from fire and the sauce is all ready 
to receive the prepared vegetables. 
The actual cooking time for this 
dish is about seven minutes. and 
you will have to do it just before 
you are ready to serve dinner. 

When ready to serve, heat the 
meat in its pan. Heat sauce in its 
pan and add celery and onions. 
Cook two minutes, covered. Add 
bean sprouts (just put in a 
strainer and rinsed well under the 
faucet) and mushrooms. Stir well 
and add meat with all its juice. 
Cook covered 4 to 5 minutes then 
add cornstarch dissolved in the 
cold water. Stir until thick, about a 
minute. Put in hot bowl (Chinese 
if you have it) and serve with rice. 

Use your favorite brand of rice, 
following directions on the package 
and allow two and a half cups of 
raw rice for eight. 


Pineapple with Anisette

are overshadowed by thé legacy of 
nineteenth-century romantics, but 
so is nearly all contemporary mu- 
sic, European and American alike. 
Percentage - wise, the American 
composer does not come off too 
badly in competing with his Euro- 
pean counterpart. American music, 
which makes up about seven per 
cent of the orchestra’s repertoire, 
is played almost as much as all 
European contemporaries put to- 
gether. And if Prokofieff and Shos- 
takovitch, who benefited by the 
political vogue of the last decade, 
are omitted, American music about 
equals all contemporary European 
music put together. Translating 
this into other terms, it means that 
our audiences can absorb only a 
limited amount of modern music. 


HIS conservative tradition of the 

mass audience has been deplored 
by some critics, and of course by 
most modern composers. Many con- 
sider it a special virtue to be 
progressive, as they define the term. 
On the other hand, the modern or- 
chestra, with its standards of tech- 
nical excellence, is a very expensive 
instrument. It, too, can afford only 
a limited amount of experimenta- 
tion. More important, however, it 
is psychologically, sociologically 
and economically inevitable that 
the bulk of the programs be con- 
servative. Here we are squarely 
confronted with the whole problem 
of “taste,” and the definition of 
“sood” music. 

Romanticists of the Nineteenth 
Century have always tried to make 
of art and taste something mys- 
terious and_ ineffable. Although 
they are mysterious, they are no 
more so than physiology and chem- 
istry. They are, of course, compli- 
cated. It is evident from the vast 
amount of oft-repeated music in 
our repertoires that our taste is, 
to a great extent, a result of un- 
indoctrination. To say 
that “good music is familiar music” 
is not too far from the truth, al- 
though not the whole truth. Musi- 


conscious 


cal taste is similar to our political 
and moral tastes and beliefs in 
that they are deeply ingrained. and 
form a moral and esthetic con- 
science. Conformity to it is pleas- 
ant, comfortable and _ reassuring. 
Music that is too new produces a 
form of shock and confusion just 
as do ultra-novel ideas in politics 
and religion. 

Not everybody has precisely the 
same conscience on things. Young

Free Taste 


in Musie

To expand your listening horizons, you must 


learn to mix curiosity with honesty, 


to be open-hearted as well as open-minded 


et’s say that you just feel like 

listening to some good music on 
the radio. Maybe the N.B.C. Sym- 
phony or the New York Philhar- 
monic. You turn on the radio in 
time to hear what is being said 
about the program. You want to 
find out something about the music, 
learn some facts, get some guid- 
ance. What does the commentator 
have to say? Almost invariably the 
selection about to be played will 
be proclaimed by some smooth an- 


nouncer to be a “masterpiece.” 
Stifly and importantly he pro- 
nounces the verdict: a “master- 


piece.” The only variation that 
seems to occur is the degree. It may 
be a “great masterpiece,” a 


and unique masterpiece,” a “very 
great masterpiece,’ or a “very great 
and unique masterpiece.” Oscar 


Wilde said that only an auctioneer 
could equally and impartially ad- 
mire all schools of art. Radio com- 
mentators are like auctioneers. 
But as far as you are concerned, 
every piece that you hear is not a 
masterpiece. It may be one, all 
but in your own judgment 
of it or in your own personal re- 
sponse to it you can not grade it 
so. Not if you're honest. Some 
music makes you warm, other mu- 
sic leaves you cold. Is your taste 


right, 


“oreat. 


therefore limited, your  outloc 
provincial, your response shallo 
Are you right to be disheartene 
because you are unable to app 
ciate the “masterpiece”? Of cour 
not. Your reaction to music mu 
be a personal one, emotion af 
enthusiasm truly felt, if it is to | 
a yalid reaction. To accept an a 
thority’s judgment on a_ piece 
music without being able to agr 
with it, to accept it blindly 
“deafly” might be the better wo 
—is timidity, bondage, and at 
worst dishonesty. Even if that a 
thority is of a higher rank the 
that of a radio commentator, ey 
if that authority be the wisest crit 
who ever lived, his judgment mea 
nothing to you until your own feé 
ings can corroborate it. 

But now take the reverse. If yi 
are bored by a Brahms symphoi 
or if the music of Berlioz fails 
make sense to you, are you the 
fore to belittle it? Are you to s 
that the authority who proclail 
such music masterpieces does 
know what he is talking abo 
Are you to rise up and cry 
the Emperor has no clothes oj 
You are not likely to be so fo 
hardy or iconoclastic, though 
cretly you may wonder what’s 
the shootin’ for.

What actually is likely to hap- 
pen is that you discard the Brahms 
symphony, that you withdraw from 
it, and that you will set up a de- 
fense of yourself which says that 
this music is “above your head.” 
You will accept the belief that tech- 
nical knowledge of music is re- 
quired in order to respond to this 
“difficult piece.” You 
likely to shove aside the assurance 


are very 
that this music has for years, some- 
times for centuries, pleased the 
non-technical hearer. Obviously 
there is something wrong. Obvi- 
ously there is usually a very good 
reason why a piece of music re- 
mains firm in its fame, why we 
call it immortal, why it is played 
again and again. Freedom of taste 
can not be won by bucking the 
obvious, by striking out completely 
for yourself, by everybody being 
out-of-step but Johnny. 


LOT of people turn away from 

music because at first they do 
not like what they are supposed to 
like. The timid want to conform 
and the brave often carry a chip 
on their Both 
ought to recognize that the first 


shoulders. groups 
requirement for the enjoyment of 
music, as well as the first road 
sign toward freedom of taste, is 
honesty. 

Leopold Stokowski, a conductor 
who has thought about music as 
well as made it, once wrote in 
Music for All of Us: “It is impor- 
tant to realize that our individual 
reactions to music are completely 
relative. How we feel about music, 
and what it really is, may be two 
totally different things. How 
feel about music is our personal 


we 


reaction and is purely subjective. 
What the music is by its character 
is a fact and objective. If we are 
willing to regard our feeling about 
music as something individual, it 
will be sincere and spontaneous. 


But 


subjective impression of any _par- 


if we try to transform our 
ticular music into an objective fact, 
and insist that others have the same 
impression of the music as  our- 
selves, we not only show disrespect 
for the spontaneous reactions of 
others, but we also show ignorance 
of those laws of nature which gov- 
ern the subjective impressions of 
all men to objective realities. We 
must all be free to react to music 
according to our inner nature—any 
attempt to force ourselves to react 
to music according to another per- 
son’s feelings may spoil for a time 
the freshness and truth of our re- 
action. If a hundred persons listen 
to Beethoven’s Eroica Symphony, 
the rhythms and tones heard are 


the same for every one of the hun- 


dred—but their impressions and 
emotional reactions will be differ- 
ent for each one of the hundred. 
This difference of reaction to music 
and all art is fundamental and 
eternal. It is of great importance 
not to tamper with the honesty of 
this, or to try to enslave’ the re- 
action of music lovers by any so- 
called authority. No one can enjoy 
music for us—we can do it only 
for ourselves.” 

Honesty is not enough. We must 
mix it with curiosity and, most im- 
portant, with what I call liberality 
of emotion. To achieve freedom of 
taste we need to be open-hearted 
and open-minded. The heart of the 
matter is that we must find a bal- 
ance between our individual 
action and the pronouncement of 
authority. the key 


word, in one scale setting our own 


re- 
“Balance” is 


honest enthusiasms or honest dis- 
likes, in the other scale measuring 
the weight of expert opinion. The 
judgment of history must pass 
through our own senses before it 
can mean anything to us. But we 
can not ignore it! 

Practically speaking, this means 
that if you do not like the Brahms 
symphony, you set it aside without 
feeling perturbed about your lack 
of response. But you do not dis- 
card the symphony. You preserve 
your curiosity and your liberality. 


You In- 


deed, you make a conscious effort 


reserve your judgment. 


to hear the symphony again, per- 
haps not right away, not even in 
the near future, but a year or two 
later, when you have heard more 
music, more of all kinds of music, 
and your taste may have changed. 
Freedom of taste can only be 
acquired by natural expansion and 
only slowly. Do not come to a con- 
clusion. Give the masterpieces a 
trial, don’t put them on trial. 


HAVE just read Bernard Beren- 

son’s fascinating wartime diary. 
Rumor and Reflection. He writes: 
“T doubt whether I have an ear or 
a sense of rhythm, and I certainly 
have little musical memory. I catch 
an air as easily as the next man. 
When it comes to symphonic or 
other concert music, I seldom grasp 
a composition at a first hearing. I 
get a sense only of whether it is 
worth pursuing further. At times, 
it leaves a longing to have it re- 
peated immediately. And when [| 
can experience a_ piece often 
enough, my feeling about it ends, 
somehow, by being what the au- 
thorities approve.” 

Freedom of taste consists as 
much of the ability to agree with 
“the authorities” as of the courage 


to disagree.

Te be alive, to be awake, to be aware 
of the thousand and one wonders of our 
time and all times, of our land and all 
lands—to have faith in yourself and 
courage in your free taste—is to cream 
the world at large and create a world of 
your own, at home. This is the open 
secret of the Girards, of all happy in- 
dividualists, for everyone to share. 

To free your vision from conformity 
and convention, from the limitations of 
other people’s attitudes, is to sharpen 
the razor’s edge of your own awareness, 
to see fresh solutions to ordinary prob- 
lems, possibilities in everyday things. 

Awareness is the beginning of wis- 
dom. The way to begin is to begin. The 
way to become aware is to be aware, 
aware of the miracle of your own con- 
sciousness, of the particular genius of 
your own spirit, of the special flower of 
your own personality. The finest gift 
you can bestow on your family and on 
your community is the gift of your in- 
dividual difference; and a democratic 
society is nothing less than freedom to 
develop individual differences. 

Freedom always carries a_ price. 
It involves not only freedom to choose 
well but also freedom to choose badly. In that sense, 
one man’s meat may be another’s poison. Similarly 
with the new cultural revolution of free taste. The 
exercise of free taste, the disregard of conventional 
rules of “good taste,” may occasionally involve bad 
taste. That is the inevitable price of freedom. But with 
freedom there is the possibility of growth, of learning 
by trial and error, of learning by trial and success. 
Involved here is the eternal argument of education by 
rule or education by experience. For adults, at least, 
education by rule is belittling and dictatorial. 

What, after all, is the alternative to free taste? 


Fixed taste. Taste by decree of a (Please turn the page)

self-chosen elite. Better by far the cluttered, individual 
home of a free man than the clichéd product of the 
conventional-minded. The free man, if he continues 
his course of self-development long enough, will in 
time arrive at the classical principles of scale, or rela- 
tive proportion, and appropriateness. But if he ar- 
rives at no other feeling of appropriateness than the 
conviction that his home and its furnishings should 
be appropriate to him, he will be doing magnificently. 

Freedom, too, means taking the consequences of 
your choice. [t means the relatively unimportant risk 
f being called “peculiar” along with the much more 
Important adventure of being yourself. It means will- 


ineness to make mistakes along the road to personal 


culture. But it means, most of all, the preservation of 
your individuality and the growth of your self-respect. 

To be free is to see freely. And to see freely is to 
see your life whole, as the Girards do. For instance, 
Alexander Girard, who is both an architect and a 
designer, came upon two old frame houses, one a 
single-story cottage, the other a two-story box-like af- 
fair, standing on adjacent lots. He had the freedom 
to see all the possibilities in the situation, to work out 
a total solution involving architectural design and his 
family’s special requirements. The originality and 
brilliance of his solution can be seen in the illustra- 
tions opposite, as well as throughout the pages of the 


story of the Girard family, in the truly individual 


dining room, the vanishing living room wall, the 
pleasing, yet practical, partitions, the extraordinarily 
interesting garden contrived out of a rather flat and 
ordinary piece of land. 

As the Girards have worked out the answers to 
each problem and resolved each situation, the solu- 
tions seem inevitable. Actually the inevitability fol- 
lows from the Girards’ capacity to view each problem 
and situation clearly and as a whole. The charm is 
the result of the free play of their own taste. The 
freshness is the quality of their particular spirit and

Architect Alexander Girard saw possi- 
bilities of a complete solution in 
these two old frame cottages, one sin- 
gle-story, the other two-stories, that 
would be satisfactory architecturally 
as well as personally for his family 
needs. In remodeling he connected the 
existing structures with a large, new 
living room in the over-all form of 
an H-shape plan. The connecting 
link is two-stories across the front, 
providing for children’s rooms and 
baths. A two-car garage was also added 


to the front (street-side) of the house. 


DINING 
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Seeing the possibilities in everything continued 


with Carlyle’s great law of culture: “Let each become 
all that he was created capable of being; expand, if 
possible, to his full growth and show himself 
at length in his own shape and _ stature, be these 
what they may.” 

The story of all art, whether poetry, painting, or 
pastry, is the story of individualism. The true artist, 
if he is to succeed. finally arrives at his own style, 
his own vision of the world. Take Picasso, possibly 
the outstanding artist of our time. One day he tried 
to explain his work to a friend in his typically 
extravagant and highly personal manner. “To my 
distress,” Picasso said, “‘and perhaps to my delight, 
I order things in accordance with my passions. What 
a sad thing for a painter who loves blondes but denies 


himself the pleasure of putting them in his pictures 


because they don’t go well with the basket of fruit! 
What misery for a painter who detests apples to 
have to use them all the time because they harmonize 
with the table cloth! I put in my pictures everything 
I like. So much the worse for the things—they have 
to get along with one another.” 

Substitute homemaker for painter in Picasso’s 
remark and you have the conventional situation in 
homes where people are afraid of their own feelings. 
Unless their fear is changed into freedom, it will for- 
ever obscure the possibilities of a rich life. 

The open secret of the Girards is that they freed 
their vision, developed awareness, and so gave their 
home their personality. They prove that the daily 
life need not be full of deadly routine, but can be 


full of variety, excitement, and pleasure.

The Girards wanted to open up the north side 
of their living room during the hot Detroit 
summers, but they also wanted it closed and 
snug for the long hard winters. Their solution 
is strikingly original yet simple: a “disappear- 
ing” wall. They installed a lightweight metal 
garage door in the north wall which can be 
swung open in the summer providing rain-free 
shade, air, and space. It can be closed tight in 
winter and a series of wall panels—insulated 
and finished to match the rest of the living 


room wall—slipped into place on the inside. 


SKYLIGHT 
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To convert the wall from summer to winter use, you 
merely swing door down and lock it, then slip wall 


panels into grooved slots. It takes a half hour.

On this side, screen wall provides for picture space with 
counter-tops and cupboards below. On facing wall (right, 
above) there are more counters and cupboards and a big 
tack board. At rear, the drawing table gets excellent 
north light. Work space is so well screened that Girard 
has privacy for clutter of his creative work without 


detriment to neat but casual order of rest of house. 
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All terraces in Girard house belie their small size because of the

This little terrace adjoins master bedroom and is at 
same floor level. Wood is untreated elm but with long 
life ensured because water drainage is provided by 
marble chips (obtained free for the hauling). Note 


windows in privacy screen for view of distant trees.

“es were the two negatives: (1) The land around 
the house was flat and without character and (2) the 
house stood 18 inches above the ground. 

Both were solved simultaneously: (1) Earth was 
taken from the center of the rear plot, thus making 
an interesting sunken garden, and (2) the same earth 
was used to fill in around the house, thereby bringing 
it level with the ground. Two negatives became a posi- 
tive: The house now has direct, floor-level access to 
the garden, and the garden is no longer flat and char- 
acterless, but has pleasant changes in grade. 

This is an example of intelligent designing. By eval- 
uating each situation in its own terms, whether inside 
or out, Girard reached imaginative and individual 
solutions. Similarly he used old, broken concrete, cir- 
cular slabs cut from an old log, and cheap marble chips 


(had for the hauling) throughout the garden with the 


minimum cost and maximum effect. 
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Earth taken from the center of this rear plot, making it 
an interesting sunken garden, was used as fill around the 
house, thereby bringing it level to ground and solving the 


problem of both flat lot and slightly elevated house. 
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Sketch clearly indicates the interesting changes in grade 
which were achieved when earth was removed from plot 
and used around the house. Privacy is gained by fences, 


erected on the raised areas, thereby emphasizing grades.

1. a way, everything in the previous twenty-odd pages of 
the story of the Girards was preparation for the picture of 
their wall, which is not only a climax to their house, but a 
climax to our story. 

But let’s clear the air so we can take a good look at The 
Wall. First, the Girard house demonstrates the principle 
of free taste, which means that it suits them fine. whether 
‘or not it suits anyone else. Second, they gave their house 
their personality, which means it’s an individual house for 
a very individual family and may not apply to any other 
family. (There is the fallacy of stock plans and why we do 
not recommend them. ) 

Individuality is a muscle; you have to exercise it. And 
like all muscles, it might be stiff and clumsy in the begin- 
ning, but there is sheer pleasure in the exercise of it. You 
start with consciousness of yourself as an individual. 
Oddly enough, at the same time, you start with awareness 
of what is not you, whether it is other people or other 
things. You delight in the differences. But you also delight 
in the similarities. The truth is you delight in awareness. 
That is fundamentally what the ancient Greek philosophers 
meant when they said, “Knowledge is pleasure.” It is the 
pleasure of playing your mind against the world, which 
is vaguely comparable to the pleasure of playing golf 
against the par of a course. 

You see beauty where once you passed it by. You 
acquire what Santayana called “immediate joy in the 
obvious.” You note the rain needling the earth, the naked 
structure of desert mountains. You become one with Wil- 


liam Blake and learn 


To see the world in a grain of sand, 
And a heaven ina wild flower; 
Hold infinity in the palm of your hand, 


And eternity in an hour. 


And you bring beauty into your own home and your 
daily life. It is a special beauty with meaning meant for 
you, which, like the work of an artist, might have univer- 
sal meaning. But it doesn’t matter; you are your own 
public, certainly in your own home. 

Awareness and individuality, such as this, led to the 
exercise of personal and creative expression in the Girard 
house, as it can in any house. It is, we believe, the signifi- 
cance of the Girard story, as The Wall is the symbol of 
their art of homemaking. 

For years Alexander Girard has been collecting bits of 
textured wood: hinged boards from a chicken-coop and 
an old barn, driftwood from Jamestown, the seat of an 
old swing, odds and ends of furniture. They had beauty 


in themselves for him. Then (Please turn to page 118

i our democracy the phrase “arbiter of taste” provokes snickers. We 
hold it to be self-evident that every American is free to develop and use 
his own powers of discrimination. Yet there is in all of us a strange timid- 
ity about exercising this inalienable cultural right. 

Why don’t we take over our inheritance? | think most of us lack method 
rather than doctrine. We do not doubt that we can learn to lead less undis- 
tinguished lives. But how? What should be our first step toward a genu- 
inely personal culture? More specifically, how can we begin to acquire 
the kind of independent judgment in the fine and applied arts which will 
save us from the degradation of snobbery and from the vacuity of “mass” 
culture ? 

The question is not academic. We answer it every time we buy a record 
or open a book, every time we set the table. We may, therefore, find it 
useful to sort out our answers. We shall not agree about everything, but 
then we shouldn’t. Disputes generate definitions, and in a time of cultural 
opportunity like the American present there is much to be said for defining 
what we are doing. 

Now all our formulas for better living really come down to two: We 
can try to deepen our esthetic experience, or we can try to broaden it. We 
can immerse ourselves or we ean set sail. Of course the choice is partly 
one of emphasis, and in theory one approach does not rule out the other. 
But it often does in practice. 

If, for instance, we decide to sharpen our appreciation of the French 
Impressionists, we have to choose. as a first step. between a close study 
of a few paintings and an exploration of a relatively large number. Be- 
tween an intensive and an extensive system of cultivation. 

Which system should we adopt? 

I vote for the extensive. The intention of these paragraphs is to suggest 
that one can try too hard, wait too long to be vouchsafed a revelation by 
an individual work of art. I am a little weary of being told about those 
wonderful Japanese, who isolate a vase and watch it until it yields its 
secret. What if it hasn’t one? Besides, | suspect that that practice is as un- 
suitable to the American scene. the American promise, and the impudent, 
restless, expansive American temper as terraced plots would be on our 
Great Plains. 

We are talking. remember, about refining our tastes. A number of 
years ago the explorer Vilhjalmur Stefansson. exasperated by the salad 
fashion, set out to prove that man can live on meat alone. I have for- 
gotten the physiological results of the experiment. but I recall the esthetic:

Don’t read this: if you never fiddie with your thermostat, 


if you never ask, “Why doesn’t the heat come on?” 


if you never have family arguments about where to set the thermostat. 


But if you are like most people, read this and find out 
what’s what in thermostats, and what’s new. 

Excuse me, Sir or Madam. This is really no way to 
bring the subject up, as if you were interested only in 
what makes you comfortable. The really interesting thing 
about a thermostat in 1953 is not what it does for you; 
it's what it is. A thermostat is a Thinking Machine. 

And thinking machines are now much the thing; they 
have just begun to come into their own, and are going to 
do terrific things in war and peace. 

It’s really quite embarrassing. It now turns out that a 
thinking machine can do things which people were espe- 
cially proud of doing, like piloting an airplane, and do it 
better. A lot of what people thought was fancy thinking 
turns out to be very plain thinking, purely mechanical! 
The thing is brand new, but is going to revolutionize our 


civilization, perhaps more so than the invention of flying 
did, or atomic energy is doing. A whole new branch of 
engineering, Cybernetics, deals with such machines. Half 
our best engineering brains are working in this field. 


Thinking machines can 
—predict elections. 
—play chess. 
—fly an airplane down a radio beam to a blind landing in fog. 
—aim a gun at a spot where an enemy airplane is going to be by 
the time the shell gets there. 
—keep you under anesthetic safely and accurately for surgery. 
—make some of a factory manager’s most important decisions. 
—perform engineering calculations. 
—conirol machine tools. 
—practically run a refinery, a chemical plant. 
—solve mathematical problems which would take generations of

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The Brain on your living room wall continued 


As a result, thinking people in all fields are interested in 
thinking machines. The military are interested, because what 
is called “Push-Button Warfare” is of course really “Thinking- 
Machine Warfare”: A thinking machine guides a rocket that 
seeks to destroy a missile piloted by another thinking machine. 
Executives are interested because thinking machines promise 
more accurate control of many industrial processes and may 
revolutionize chemical plants especially. Intellectuals are in- 
terested because machines now threaten to compete with 
them: People talk seriously of the mechanical library re- 
searcher, even the mechanical translator! And philosophers 
are interested because the thinking machine raises an interest- 
ing question: If machines can think, then what has Man got 


that is so special? 


It so happens that the classic example of the thinking 
machine is the thermostat. It’s one of the first ever to come 
into practical use, one of the simplest. It’s not chance that 
a firm famous for thermostats is even more famous for 
automatic airplane pilots. Keeping an airplane “on the 
beam” and keeping your heat at 70° are really, at bottom, 
the same sort of job. A thermostat doesn’t think about 
much, admittedly. But it does think; and the method by 
which it thinks is the same as that of its fancier cousins. 
The fact is, if your thermostat were not in your house 
but were suitably displayed in a Museum of Science and 
Industry, you’d take the children there some Sunday after- 
noon to watch that amazing thinking machine think. 

How does it think? 

Well, how would you think? Suppose you had no ther- 
mostat, but only a switch for your furnace. You are going 
to turn the heat on and off as you see fit. What would go 
on in your mind? 

It seems very simple at first glance. When you are cold, 
you turn on the furnace; when you are warm enough, you 
turn it off. What else is there to it? 

Well, you’d soon find out. With most types of heating

plant, it takes a while for the heat to come up after you 
turn it on; and you keep getting heat out of the system 
after you shut the fire off. So, you would have to think 
ahead and not wait till you are really cold or till you-are 
really warm. That would take a little judgment, attention. 
You would keep forgetting and get squawks from the fam- 
ily. Also, you would come in from outside and claim the 
house was too hot, and get squawks again. And finally, 
some day you would forget altogether and leave the 
house with the furnace off, and freeze all the pipes. That’s 
why you need a thermostat. 


And it is the same story in industry, in war, in flying, at 
sea: The human operator is not as good as he thinks he is! 
He dopes off. He forgets. He gets excited, and “over-controls.” 
Maybe he’s afraid, or eager, or angry, or in a hurry, and that 
affects his judgment. Maybe a pretty girl comes by, and he 
finds he’s got more important things to do than this kind of 
low-grade routine thinking. In industry, too, for many jobs, 
what is needed is the impersonal, untiring, staring attention 
of a machine. 


It doesn’t seem very difficult to design a furnace-tend- 
ing brain. You take some sort of thermometer, and make 
it push a button. When it gets warm enough, it pushes the 
“off” button, when it gets cold enough, the “on” button. 

This would be a thermostat all right. And it would 
think. Its thinking would be in three steps: 1) it notices 
something; 2) it does something about it; and, most im- 
portant, 3) it observes the results, and does something 
about them. That’s thinking. 

Only trouble—the thinking wouldn’t be good enough. 
This artificial brain would be too simple even for the 
simple job of tending furnace. In the first place, it would 
be too slow on the uptake. The thermometer inside a typ- 
ical ordinary thermostat consists of a sort of tongue of 
two metals. It bends one way when it gets warm, the other

way when it gets cold. The tip of this tongue makes and 
breaks the contact that turns the furnace on and off. But 
that’s a lot of metal to warm up and cool off. By the time 
the room comes up to 70”, the metal tongue is still only, 
say, 68° ; by the time the metal tongue is 70°, the room is 
73°! So the “brain” would be always half a step behind 
the facts. 

In the second place, this brain could not think ahead. It 
could not take into account the heat that comes out of the 
system after the fire is out; nor the time it takes for the 
system to warm up after the fire is on. So you may have 
designed your brain to click in at 69° and click out at 
71°. But just the same, it lets the room go from, say, 65° 
to, say, 75°. And that (as will be explained later) is 
even less comfortable than it sounds. 


They had exactly the same trouble with other early think- 
ing machines. When they first hitched up a compass with the 
rudder of a ship or of an airplane, and tried to make the 
compass do the steering, the same thing happened. Instead of 
going straight, the ship or airplane got to wobbling worse and 
worse. And the same thing happens also when a student pilot 
first tries to fly an airplane blind along a radio beam. His 
brain, too, is not nimble enough. He notices things too late; 


he does not anticipate enough what's going to happen. 


Could the engineers sharpen up the dim robot brain? 
They could. In the case of the thermostat, the trick was 
childishly simple (once somebody tells you). Right in 
the thermostat, next to the temperature-sensitive metal 
tongue, they put a tiny electric heating coil. When the 
thermostat turns the heat on for the house, it also, at the 
same time, through the same switch, turns on that heating 
coil. So it soon “feels” that the furnace is on. It “thinks” 
about the heat that will presently come up! It says, “‘It 
makes me feel warm just thinking about the fire being on 
down stairs.” And it turns the heat off before the room 
has quite reached 70°. The room then comes up to the full 
70°, or maybe 71°, on the heat that keeps coming out of 
the hot radiators (or ducts) after the fire is out. And as 
the thermostat turns the furnace off, it also turns off this 
small heating coil. So, presently it “feels” much colder 
than it did. It “thinks”: “The fire is out now. I feel cold 
just thinking about it!” And it is ready to snap the heat 
on again that much sooner. 


This trick—the “feedback” of information by which the 
thinking machine “knows what it is doing’—this trick is what 
has sharpened the mechanical brain to a point where it be- 
comes capable of doing simple control jobs. It can’t land an 
airplane blind, but it can now fly an airplane straight and 
level in the air. You find such a “feedback” wherever a 
mechanical brain is in control. In automatic pilots, just as in 
thermostats, there is a “feedback” by which the robot brain 
knows what the ship is doing. One instrument signals: “Your 
left wing is down a little; pick it up.” The robot thereupon 
turns the control wheel. The wing, of course, does not come 
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up instantly; that takes time, maybe two, three seconds. But 
a “feedback” says: “Now that you have turned the wheel in 
response to the first signal, relax. Disregard further signals 
that the wing is down. True, it is still down, but it’s coming 
up right now and will be level in a second. Relax.” So the 
robot relaxes and the wings come level smoothly. It is a crude, 
wooden-soldier sort of imitation of the human pilot’s mental 
processes, but it works. 


Still, as you know, thermostats often do a poor job. It 
may be a fine job of thinking, but the fact remains that it 
leaves you often a little cold. Why is that? 

Here now we must analyze not the thinking machine 
itself, but the job it has to do: the maintenance of comfort 
in a room. The kind of thermostat we have described can 
keep the temperature within about two degrees, say be- 
tween 70 and 72 degrees. You'd think this should be good 
enough for comfort. The human being isn’t that much of 
a hot-house flower! But you know it isn’t good enough. 
Why is so small a temperature-difference so uncom- 
fortable? 

The answer is wrapped up ina trade expression of the 
heating trade: the “cold 70.” Your room at some given 
moment may be 70°, and the thermometer may prove it, 
but the question is: is it a “cold 70” or a “warm 70”? 
Look at the illustration on page 94. (It shows hot-water 
or steam heat; but the story would be quite similar with 
warm-air heat.) In a “warm 70,” the radiator is hot; air 
circulation is such that people are in a warm stream. 
Half an hour later, in a “cold 70,” the radiators are cold. 
The air current in the room has turned around. People 
are in the cold stream that comes from the window. In the 
“warm 70,” you have also the heat-radiation from the 
hot radiator; in the “‘cold 70,” you have only the cold 
radiation from the cold window panes. So, the thermom- 
eter reads the same but the comfort conditions are quite 
different. A “cold 70” feels more like 65°. This is why 
some families start the day with the thermostat set at 70° 
and finish with it set at 73°. The cooling-off periods are 
too long for comfort, someone gets tired of waiting for 
the heat and goes over and turns the dial up till it clicks 
on. Fact of the matter is—and this is a different way of 
saying the same thing—the temperature in the room is 
only half the story of comfort. The other half is whether, 
at a given moment, the heat is on or off. With the heat on, 
the room feels warmer than it is. With the heat off, it feels 
much colder than it is. 

Because of this “cold 70” effect, we can say (it’s un- 
scientific, but we know what we mean): “A change of 
one degree in room temperature is a change of two or 
three degrees in comfort.” It’s, therefore, not sissy and 
spoiled and hot-house flowery, but intelligent and com- 
mon sense to ask: Can’t they build a thermostat that will 
keep the temperature nailed down?

Meee houses today have two problems: inadequate parking 
space for their own and visitors’ cars, and a useless front yard 
required by ancient zoning regulations which demand a 40-foot 
set-back. Where such is the situation, it is possible to solve the 
first problem by considering the second. Study the unused areas 
in front of your house and you'll find that it isn’t as difficult as it 
first seems to find extra parking space. No prized trees have to 
be chopped down and the cost can be far below what you pay 
for the crumpled fenders of your street-parked car or for a tax 
assessment to widen the road in front of your house. One of the 
thirteen solutions on these and following pages might be exactly 


what you are looking for.

STAGE SETTING 


There is more to gardening—or even a flower show—than the flower at 
the end of a stalk. A garden should be the permanent stage for the drama of 
the seasons. It should offer interest whether your plants are in or out of 
blossom. Some spectacular flowers grow on thin, scrawny plants, so these 
plants need an exciting backdrop, or they will be decidedly unwelcome 
when they are in their barren periods. Others must be massed in huge 
groups to make a showing, set upon a bed of sand, draped over rocks, 
reflected from a pool, or played against each other like antagonists in a 


well-made play. This is creative gardening and calls for showmanship. 


For tall, thin plants 


Spire-like plants count for little 
in the garden until you display 
“them against a_ solid back- 
ground. Design and color of the 
latter can add winter interest 
to your garden. No need to keep — 
background panels in a straight 
line.

a thousand, how you can have a rich, colorful life in a poor situation 


BEFORE 
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Hot Beautiful, Fesruary 1953 


Abe story of Floyd Gerow’s garden has many possible titles: 
“Don’t surrender, even if you are surrounded,” “E pluribus 
unum or How to be one in a million,” “Every home is an island 
—discover it,” “Cultivate yourself, cultivate your garden,” and 
finally “Are you keeping down with the Joneses?” 

All these ideas are involved in the story of one man’s back 
yard—an ordinary, unfenced, little plot that is now an extraor- 
dinary symbol of how beauty and personality can be achieved 
even in a run-of-the-mill neighborhood, if you make the most 
out of what you have, especially yourself. 

For twenty years Floyd Gerow, a contractor for landscape 
architect Thomas Church, has been doing gardens for other 
people. Two years ago he bought a small $10.000 house for him- 
self and his wife. The house was no better than most G.I. houses 
in the standard, low-cost subdivision. And the “garden” that 
went with the place seemed to add nothing. You can see what it 
looked like in the photograph immediately to the left. 


Today, when you walk through Gerow’s (Please turn the page ) 


The house Floyd Gerow bought 
was like thousands of other G.I. 
houses, ordinary looking, on a small 
piece of unfenced, uncultivated 
ground, just another in a series of 
$10.000 houses. But Gerow became 
one in a thousand by cultivating his 
garden according to a landscape 
architect’s plan. He enclosed his 
plot, paved terraces, built an arbor, 


and made himself a private estate.

This glamorous back yard was once an ordinary city lot, flat, small, 
without character. You can see what it looked like on the opposite 
page. Out of this Floyd Gerow constructed a veritable private kingdom 
that many a wealthier man might envy. Its well-designed wooden 
fences give it the exclusiveness of a great estate. Wide stretches of con- 
crete terrace add badly needed outdoor living space, and the clusters 


of bright flowers bring color and richness to the little Gerow house. 


There were no shade trees on this piece of property and the back of 
the house, shown here, faced the hot western sun. Only solution was 
to build an artificial tree, a wooden trellis that would offer shade 
for outdoor eating and living, and also a place from which to hang 
pots of flowers. It was Gerow’s ability to face up to the problems of 
such a situation that led to their clear-cut solution with the fresh 


beauty and originality that characterize the private world of his garden.

front gate and down the path alongside the house, his garden 
bursts upon your sight with beauty as unexpected as the walled 
gardens of Florence and Paris. Here, indeed, is a rich, private 
kingdom hidden behind a house whose only difference from 
other small houses in the same block is its street number. But 
already it is stimulating the neighbors to work the same miracle 
in their own back yards. 

When the neighbors came to him for advice, Gerow offered 
this: “Go to a good landscape architect [he himself went to 
one of the best, Thomas Church] and buy yourself special plans 
for your own particular plot. They'll cost you money, but in 
the end they’ll save you time and money, because everything 
you do in your garden will be done right and right from the 
beginning. Be sure to follow the plan you paid for, down to the 
last shrub—that way you'll get a garden that looks good and 
makes sense. If you can’t afford a terrace, then wait until you’ve 
saved enough money. You won't regret it. It will give you the 
best-looking back yard you'll ever see. And you won't have to 
mow it all the time!” 

Does such a garden cost money? It would take $3,000 to du- 
plicate, so it isn’t cheap. Was it worth it? Gerow and his wife 
certainly think so. “We practically live in the garden,” they 
say, “and it’s worth the price of a good car to us. We have 
what people drive for hours on Sunday to get: fresh air and 
sun and the smell of flowers.” “Besides,” Floyd adds happily, 
“when I do gardens for my millionaire clients, | can say to 
myself, ‘I have everything you have, except money.’ ” 

Of course it takes money to have a good garden, as it does 
to have a good house. But many people have spent much more 
than Gerow and achieved much less, because they failed to 
understand the principles of a good garden or a good house, 
because they did not appreciate the principles of good design. 
Good design is always the special solution for the special 
problem—it is never a fixed form imposed on no matter what 
situation. In working with Thomas Church, Floyd Gerow saw 
the principles of good design in operation and, what is more 
important, saw how they could be applied to his own drab lot. 
Together he and Church found the solution to his problem and 
Church designed the plan (on following page) out of which 
Gerow’s garden grew—not the greatest, but beyond question one 
of the most significant gardens in America today. 

And now the Gerows reap the harvest of their vision and 
temporary sacrifices. They dine like aristocrats in the furniture 
of nature and their little house has all the airs of a royal 
pavillion. The sun, as it filters through the arbor and the 
hanging plants, lights their table like a hundred candles. The 
dark brown fences with the bright yellow corner give them 


one of the rarest luxuries of our time, (Please turn the page)

privacy. And their life unfolds and flowers like the living 
things among which they live, because they didn’t surrender 
—even though they were surrounded—but, instead, cultivated 
the garden of themselves. * 

Nevertheless it is not the particular plan or the high, 
continuous board fence that makes the Gerow garden signifi- 
cant. Other sites demand other plans. In moist and hot climates 
it is advisable that fences or screens be discontinuous so as to 
allow the free passage of cooling winds. If there had been a 
tree in his back yard, Gerow need not have built a trellised 
arbor to protect his outdoor dining area from the brutal 
western sun. In other ways the situation was fairly typical: the 
land was flat and without any superficial design interest; there 
were neighbors who could look into the plot from three sides; 


the house itself had no character or individuality of its own.

The real significance of the Gerow garden does not lie in 
any of its special solutions or details. It lies rather in the 
triumph of the Gerows as ordinary individuals, who have 
created something which bears evidence of their own inde- 
pendent spirit. The Gerows could easily have abandoned them- 
selves to their “circumstances,” as have so many, and waited 
for “better days.” They might have kept down with the Joneses 
and taken some comfort in their conformity. They could have 
disappeared like a penny in a penny arcade or like any one 
of our coins that has engraved on it E pluribus unum, one 
out of many. But they didn’t. And by their action they show 
that no man need be a rubber-stamp, that all men can be 
lords of life, if they withdraw, as individuals, from the 


conspiracy of society and so regain their personality, their 


character, and their manhood.

By Miles L. Colean (Seetuae is again moving aside, confident of the ability of our 
expanded industry to meet both defense. needs and private demand, 
and confident, too, that this can be done without starting another 
inflationary rise in prices. 

What does it all mean? Just this: no more restraint on coppe: 
or aluminum for roofing. flashing, gutters, downspouts, screens, and 
all the other purposes for which these materials are especially suited. 
Copper can be used for water piping. too, and aluminum for duct 
work, if that is what you want; and the two-year ban on copper for 
radiant heating is over. Steel is again to be had for columns and 
girders and lintels over doors and windows. In fact you may build 
your whole house of fire-resistant construction, if you’re so minded, 
and no government order will halt you. 

During the time that restrictions have been in force. industry has 
been busy with more than the big job of fulfilling all the defense 
requirements and carrying on its vast expansion program. It has 
also kept its research departments at work on new and better products 
for the home-builder. Year-round air conditioning is being adapted 
even to small houses. Radiant heating installations are improved. 
Kitchens can be more efficient than before, bathrooms more attractive. 
An array of more desirable and more attractive products will whet 
your appetite to build. The exciting news will be broadly covered 
in House BEAUTIFUL’s coming issues. 

Little change in basic labor and materials cost is to be expected 
during the year. This means you will not be under the pressure of 
rising costs as the work goes along.

Regula- 
tion X, which set requirements for 
higher down payments and shorter 
periods of amortization than the 
laws otherwise permitted, is no 
more. Consequently. if you are a 
veteran, you may borrow up to 95 
per cent of the cost, provided you 
can find a lender who will agree 
that so large a loan makes a de- 
sirable transaction for both of you. 
(In most cases, as a matter of pru- 
dent business, higher down pay- 
ments will be required.) FHA-in- 
sured loans may now be made as 
high as 80 per cent of value. pro- 
vided the total loan is not more 
than $14,000. 

The conventional type of unin- 
sured loans may be made up to 
the full limit permitted by the state 
or federal laws governing the par- 
ticular lending institution. Federal 
savings and loan associations may 


go as high as 75 per cent of value. 
There is, moreover, no longer any 
restriction on additional borrowing 
above the first mortgage.

he saw the beauty of all of them to- 
gether, so one day he began to nail 
the woods, piece by piece in a sort 
of mosaic pattern, to the wall of 
his outdoor porch and made it The 
Wall of the Girards. 

To some this wall has the quality 
of a canvas by Paul Klee. To others 
it might be a potpourri. It does not 
matter. It is a private thing in a 
private home. It personifies individ- 
uality as a creative spirit, because, 
in the words of Hughes Mearns’s 
excellent book, The Creative Adult, 
“its distinguishing quality is ar- 
tistic; it manipulates the mate- 
rial of experience for its own de- 
light but remains itself independent 
and unmanipulated.” The creative 
adult searches, seizes, fashions “a 
shape unknown into an appearance 
instantly recognized as the thing 
sought. This is to be an artist in 
every moment of living.” 

Not all creativity is active, by 
any means. Are there days when 
the lawn mower is particularly re- 
pulsive to you? Good! Join Walt 
Whitman, “loaf and observe a 
spear of grass.” If you are as in- 
tensely observant of life as the ar- 
tist, you are with him in his cre- 
ation. For all art depends even- 
tually on an audience, even though 


the artist should be trying but to 
please himself. 

If you enter on a spirit of in- 
quiry, be it food, music, ideas, or 
driftwood, you will find things be- 
gin to answer your questions with 
a surprising richness. “Why,” you 
ask of a Da Vinci drawing, “does 
this line create beauty and another 
not?” Pose one question like this 
and you belong to the philoso- 
phers of taste, who have been ask- 
ing the same question for centuries. 
As Gertrude Stein remarked to a 
young writer, “It will come if it is 
there and if you will let it come, 
and if you have anything you will 
get a sudden creative recognition.” 

Do you agree yet that individu- 
alism and awareness are allied and 
together lead to creativity and per- 
sonal culture? Read a poet’s opin- 
ion, Arthur Davison Ficke’s: “The 
wise and inspired way of living is 
first to fortify the soul with rigid 
individualism, and then to ap- 
proach each event and each _per- 
sonality and each emotion as... a 
phenomenon that is curious, inex- 
plicable, worthy of joy or terror; 
in that instant of interpretative 
imagination, the soul feels all of 
life that can be felt and knows 
all of life that can be known.”

The thinking machine is only just coming onto the scene. It 
makes you dizzy to think of the prospects. Almost all machines up 
to now have been muscle: they can run faster than we can, lift 
heavier loads, shout over longer distances, and so on. These ma- 
chines are something new—brains that can think better than we 
can. What will they do to us? My guess is that they will kick us all 
upstairs. People had better start thinking about the really impor- 
tant things, and let machines worry about routine things. What 
are the really important things? That’s the first important thing 
thing to think about. 


Meanwhile, at any rate, for you at home, this particular 

nd of thinking machine means more comfort; less fiddling 
ith the heat; fewer arguments; and the end of “Cold 
sventies.”” 


From what is explained here about thermostats and room- 
fort, you can see several things of practical importance: 
The ideal heating plant would be “on” continually—as a 
low fire” in mild weather, a big fire in cold weather. Most 
yuse-heating plants cannot do that. An oil or gas burner, par- 
eularly, has to be either fully on or fully off. It can’t burn at 
lf power. 
Therefore, what you want from your thermostat is heat often, 
short spurts, rather than in longer runs less often. Five-minute 
urts are just about as short as most furnaces can run, satisfac- 
rily. So the ideal is a five-minute run, then a pause—long in 
ild weather, short in cold weather—then another five-minute 
n. That way you avoid overheating and “cold 70's.” 
If your thermostat gives you long “cold 70's,” it isn’t neces- 
rily a bad instrument. It may be a good instrument in the 
rong place. The right place is where it will be exposed to the 
Id of a “cold 70,” same as you are. In many houses, the thermo- 
t leads a more sheltered life than the people. That’s wrong. 
member, the heat doesn’t come on when you feel cold; it 
mes on when your thermostat feels cold. Could you improve 
ur thermostat’s performance by re-locating?

FIRST STEP TO BEING YOURSELF

was an extremely difficult customer 
to please with a steak. 

An intelligent woman can always 
give you a logical explanation of 
the effect of a becoming hat, since 
hats on heads, like cornices on 
Greek temples, seem to obey cer- 
tain laws of geometric harmony. 
But, if she doesn’t want to read dis- 
may in her husband’s eyes, she will 
continue to shop extensively for her 
hats. Taste in bonnets or in cor- 
nices cannot be deduced from one 
example. 

You can learn many things about 
wine by sipping and savoring and 
analyzing a few bottles of Chateau 
Yquem. It will add to your pleas- 
ure to know something about the 
soil of the Sauternes country. You 
may eventually become a sort of 
expert, probably a pedant at the 
table. But you will not become a 
connoisseur. Only extensive bibbing 
can lead to connoisseurship. 


\ HAT is true for steak eating, 
hat wearing, and wine drinking 
is true for the more complex arts of 
living. A person who prefers the 
jogging banalities of Longfellow’s 
“Psalm of Life” to William Butler 
Yeats’s “Second Coming” is, nine 
times out of ten, a person who has 
not read many poems. It will do 
him good to fish patiently for 
meanings in Yeatss masterpiece. 
He would do better, however, to go 
on a cruise for his cultural health 
among the five volumes of Auden 
and Pearson’s magnificent new 
“Poets of the English Language.” 

Let us not overstate the matter. 
It is a fact that the belligerent 
yearning for anecdotal pictures 
which afflicts so many otherwise 
sensitive people rarely lives through 
a dozen visits to a modern museum. 
(I am speaking, naturally, of a 
broad experience of quality ; it’s 
no use looking at a thousand cal- 
endars.) Still, galloping mindlessly 
past a few hundred works of art 
will not automatically improve our 
power to discriminate. We should 
occasionally linger, meditate, at- 


tempt “in-feeling’—in short, do 
all the things the romantic critics 
recommend. We should compose 
ourselves to surrender, we should 
be cunningly innocent before the 
unique world of a Mozart concerto, 
before the single blossom, the in- 
dividual bowl of minestrone. 

I agree. Before an authentic 
miracle we should stop and _ sus- 
pend our disbelief, not only will- 
ingly but enthusiastically. But 


first, find your miracle.

[ am not against analyzing ex- 
periences, I simply think the first 
step is to expose ourselves to a 
great many experiences. Nor am | 
against the “How-to-Appreciate” 
books; they can help us to avoid 
wasting our time on what veteran 
voyagers have found to be worth- 
less. They are as legitimate as 
travel books. They are the charts 
which even the most adventurous 
mariner ought to take along. And 
the best ones also put wind into 
our sails. But they are no substi- 
tute for putting out to sea. 

All this can be made to sound 
slightly scientific, although not 
very. We can say that, if you want 
your ability to discriminate to 
evolve, you must put yourself and 
keep yourself in an evolutionary 
situation. No one really knows 
what “good” taste is, except that 
it is the taste that survives. And, 
other things being equal, the taste 
that survives the broader experi- 
ence of quality is apt to be the bet- 
ter taste. 

It follows that we cannot afford _ 
to be sentimental. Evolution works 
by rejection; it leaves in its wake 
a quantity of apparently waste a- 
terial. It is a life process, as ruth- 
less as growing up. If we have 
learned to be moved by the way the 
Beethoven of the sonatas confides 
in his piano, the chances are that 
Liszt is a casualty somewhere along 
our route. A robust taste thrives 
on this sort of murder. 


T° BE sure, we don’t mind being 
pitiless in our progress—so long 
as it is easy to cover up the evi- 
dence. No one knows how very 
Lisztian we once were, and as a 
matter of fact we usually manage 
to persuade even ourselves that we 
have always preferred Beethoven. 
We still behave like French seven- 
teenth-century aristocrats when- 
ever we can, for most of us have 
not entirely abandoned the ancient 
absurdity that there is something 
vulgar about self-improvement. 
Suppose, however, that it is not 
poor Liszt, but our furniture, our 
curtains, our wallpaper, that we 
have come to dislike, reluctantly 
but fervently. Proust exaggerated: 
“alas, as figl-

our homes are not 
tive as the years.” 
stand, frequently strewn with em- 
barrassing relics of a taste which 
did not survive, and yet defying us 
to change them, to confess publicly, 
that is, that we have learned some- 
thing since our wedding day. Social

House BrauTIFUL’s own food con- 
sultant. have been telling us not to 
pour cooking water down the drain, 
because we are pouring out many 
water-soluble vitamins, sugars, 
salts. and water-dispersible pro- 
teins. which “can be nutritionally 
serious.”

Ye: probably had the sad experience more than once 
of buying cut flowers that hardly lasted until you got them 
home. They looked all right when you bought them. Maybe 


they were “bargain flowers’; or maybe you paid full price. 


In either case, you want to know how to avoid getting stuck 


in the future. It’s really not hard. Buy by the same rules 


the florist uses when he goes out to buy flowers. These are 





simple rules—but they ll help you ferret out the wilting 
Nellies before you buy. You'll have to make a few tests. But 
no reputable florist will object to them, since they do fresh 
flowers no harm. 

Here's what you do. Take a sharp look at the leaves and 
petals. Are they rich in color, free of blemishes? Be in- 
stantly on guard if any leaves or petals are missing. They 
probably were removed to get rid of tell-tale signs of old 
Are they 


ige. Next feel the leaves and petals. crisp? Is the 


flower head solid and firm when squeezed lightly between 


your finger tips? Is the stem strong? Try holding the 
flower upright by holding the stem near its base. Be- 
d ware of stems that have started to 


darken or look water-soaked. How 


does the flower smell? It should 
have a pleasant odor. If it’s a flower 
that is supposed to be highly fra- 
grant. be sure that it does have the 
full fragrance.

Open flowers are al- 
ready old, especially if pollen-stained, or if anthers (pollen) 
aave been removed. Look for a generous amount of healthy, 


dark green foliage: leaves turn yellow before bloom fades. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS—The head of a fresh chrysanthe- 
mum feels solid and firm when you touch it. If flower is 
old or damaged, petals are loose, quickly fall out. Look 


for heavy stems with lots of green, crisp leaves. 


IRIS—Should be vivid in color. Make sure upright petals 
ire erect and crisp; in older flowers they droop. The falls 


(petals which hang down) curl at edges if flower isn’t fresh. 


CARNATIONS—Fresh carnations have erect stems, rich 
color, and rustle slightly when you run your hand over 
them. Some, especially white kinds, have a strong fragrance. 


With age the flowers close and the petals curl back. 


GLADIOLI—Purchase only gladioli \ 
which have two to four open florets and 3 
many buds showing color (buds with- 
gut color won't open). Feel stems to 
make sure they are thick and firm and 


that no faded florets have been removed. 


SNAPDRAGONS — Like daffodils, 
snapdragons rustle slightly when fresh. 
Stems should be thick and firm with 
nany tight buds at tips. Flowers are 


old if lower blossoms are gone. 





LILY OF THE VALLEY—Examine 
he bottom bells, the first part of the flower to spoil. If more 
han four flowers in a bunch of 25 are yellowing at the bot- 


om, the bunch is old. 


LILACS~—The best time to buy lilacs is when they are

Parsifal, after 50 years as a musical 


Easter ritual, still continues to provoke pros and cong

M\he annual Easter performances 
of Parsifal at the Metropolitan 
Opera have now become a tradi- 
tion. This year one performance 
will be broadcast on Saturday 
afternoon, making the sound of 
Parsifal, if not its sight, available 
to the nation. Parsifal’s music has 
become known to more people than 
even its creator, not an overly mod- 
est man, would have dared to hope. 
A classic though it is, Parsifal 
still engenders some controversy. It 
is not everybody’s Easter dish. 
There are those who consider it a 
mighty drama set to mighty music, 
an asseveration of sublime philos- 
ophy, one of the noble products of 
the religious impulse. Then there 
are those who consider it a fustian 
sermon set to some fine but also 
tired music. Parsifal, as we know, 
is Wagner’s last work. To some it 
is the crown of his achievement; to 
others it is a senescent echo. 
Those who love Parsifal love it 
very much. They feel a deep rever- 
ence for it. To them going to a 
performance of Parsifal is almost 
tantamount to going to church, and 
they agree with Wagner’s own se- 
lection of a special niche for the 
work. They are moved by the fig- 
ure of the “pure fool” and exalted 
by Parsifal’s regeneration, wisdom 
gained through pity.

M\HE performance, at advance 

prices, was given on Christma 
Eve, 1903. An orchestra seat cos 
ten dollars. the equivalent. I pre 
sume, of thirty dollars today. Th 
house. of course. was completel 
sold out. The audience. who ar 
rived early, was summoned to th 
theater by several trumpeters wh 
appeared at the Broadway door; 
and blew a motive from Parsifal a 
tlle signal that the performane 
was about to commence. This wa 
copied from Bayreuth practice. bu 
it must have caused quite som 
astonishment among the Christma 
shoppers and the passengers of th 
Broadway street cars. The produe 
tion was good and, according to th

Farewell to fussy floors 


By Dan MacMasters 


See how a floor can save you 
work, shrug off wear, and yet look 


good all over all the time 


No worn spots on this rug, thanks to masonry walk specifically designed 
for traffic. Esthetically, hard stone and soft rug are complementary. 
Each acts as foil for the other. They could be complementary in color as 
well as in texture. When two floor areas can be defined so unobtrusively, 
why pay for a useless wall to separate a tiny room from a tinier hall?

f you want a floor that lets you 
| have your cake and eat it too, 
use durable masonry for the traffic 
lane, soft carpeting for a comfor- 
table change of pace in the living 
area. You'll find the materials 
cheap, the cleaning easy. Good de- 
sign defines the zones of use with- 
out cramping space. 

Here you see flagstones set on a 
concrete slab, the same flagstones 
used on the terrace. This provides 
a link between inside and out as 
well as a carefree highway. The 
thickness of the flagstone equals 
that of a carpet and carpet cushion, 
so their levels are the same. The 
exposed slab slopes imperceptibly 
to a central drain. 

You'll do best to design the floor 
for a seamless, standard-size rug. 
It needn’t be expensive. You could, 
for example, use low-cost broadfelt 
which later can serve as a rug 
cushion. Rush or hemp squares 
would also serve inexpensively, 
though you'll have to design the 


floor to fit them, not vice versa. Or 
you could use several pieces of 
cotton carpeting attached together 
by tape. Then you can easily sep- 
arate them for home laundering. 

Strive for a trim edge where the 
carpet meets the flagstones. This 
demands careful cutting and laying 
of the carpet. You can use a carpet 
tacking strip here, especially when 
re-laying the cotton carpeting after 
it has been laundered. Some shrink- 
age can be expected; the strip 
enables you to stretch the carpet 
back into place. The tacking strip 
should, of course, be set in place 
when the slab is laid. 

For appearance’ sake, shun bold 
carpet patterns that will compete 
with the flagstones. But you can use 
textures to point up the contrast of 
hard stone with soft carpeting. 

You couldn’t ask for an easier 
floor to clean. The flagstones need 
only occasional waxing. Take up 
the carpet and you can hose off the 
entire floor if you wish.

ning on the total concept. As a result, this collaboration 


produces a better thing than if they worked separately and 


tried to integrate their efforts after the-house was finished. 


Example of this is the fireplace wall, above. The coral stone 


of the fireplace and mantel is continued on walls at a 
height convenient for counters. The structural parts of the 


coffee table are surfaced with glowing black leather. 





A permanent game table in the living room 
is surfaced with black leather—the same 
black note that recurs again and again in 
the downstairs rooms. The glass wall beside 
the table is really a huge sliding door that 
opens up half the room. Grilles for warm-air 
heating run along floor in front of the glass, 
are sized to carry cooled air in summer.

The owners’ position in the civic and business 
life of their city requires them to entertain 
on a large scale, during both day and evening. 
This was a major factor in the design of the 
house, affecting its openness, its dramatic 
night lighting inside and out, its big rooms, 
its impeccably detailed facilities for transient 
guests (such as a private sound-proofed tele- 
phone room). A luxurious cocktail room, 


shown here, adjoins the living room. 


The cocktail room avoids the flagrant flaunt- 
ing of its bar. The room itself is tucked 
around a corner from the main flow of traffic 
of the living room, hall, and dining room, 
thus avoids too heavy an emphasis on only one 
phase of entertaining. The bar counter merges 
with the woodwork of the wall. Notice the 
battery of electric switches (below) that 
gives some hint of the extensive lighting sys- 


tem that glamorizes both the indoors and out. 











Mrs. May’s bedroom suite (partially shown on 
this page) consists of a bedroom-sitting room, 
a porch (page 101), a bathroom-dressing 
room, and a clothing storage room. Two simi- 
lar bedroom suites are on the second floor, 
plus a pressing room for clothes maintenance. 
See the closely co-ordinated decorating within 
the blue-white scheme—white leather and 


lacquer furniture, even white leather books. 


All furnishings here, as elsewhere in the house, 
are custom-designed and made.

Craftsmanship is not dead 


Another myth that needs exploding is the defeatist notion that fine 
craftsmanship is gone forever. The finished perfection of the May 
house — details like the carved stair rail faultlessly “gloved” in leather, 
the twinkling plastic wall lights in the dining room, the faint shimmer 
of gold in the hand-woven upholstery — proves this entirely fictitious. 
Craftsmanship still exists in abundance, if you know how to go about 
getting it. 

No one can say this with more authority than William Haines. 
interior designer of the May house. whose work with craftsmen has 
been outstandingly successful. There are plenty of excellent crafts- 
men. he points out. but like all other artists they are stimulated to do 
their best only by those who appreciate fine workmanship and under- 
stand materials. You should know what a material may be expected 
to do and what it cannot do. Never ask a craftsman to use a material 
in a manner that is foreign to its nature. to make it do something it is 


not meant to do. (Please turn to page 168

Of 
course, it has the equipment that we are beginning to think of as 
standard for everyone: the garbage grinder, the automatic dish- 
washer with a drying cycle, the trouble-free counter of Formica, the 
automatic clothes washer and dryer, and ironing machine. All 
cabinets are of metal with counter-sunk handles. Flooring is rubber

Editor’s Note: This is income tax time, when 
worldly possessions are forced into sharp and often 


painful focus. Like everyone else, you are probably 


asking yourself, “Where has the money gone—and 
what have I got to show for it?” But in these days 
of inflation and shifting values a much more per- 
tinent question would be, “How much lasting joy, 
how much durable delight have my tangible pur- 
chases brought into my life?” To help you re-evalu-

Imost all of us have friends wealthier than we are, 
who have finer houses, more or better automobiles, more ex- 
pensive clothes. And nearly all of us have said at one time or 
another that these wealthier friends did not get from their pos- 
sessions as much pleasure and satisfaction as we got from ours. 
Sometimes we go so far as to say that they have more than 
they can use or enjoy. But we don’t usually go on to ask if 
the same thing may not be true, in a smaller way, of us. We 
assume that when we buy a thing we possess it. But often we 
don’t. Ownership is not the same thing as possession and it 
doesn’t come automatically. 

The distinction is really plain enough and we never fail to 
see it in other connections. We know that we do not necessarily 
possess a man or a woman because we are married to him any- 
more than we necessarily possess a child just because we begot 
him. The law says that we are married and the law gives us 
certain powers over the child. But the fact may remain that 
we possess neither the child nor the person to whom we are 
married. Perhaps neither one wants to belong to us and, there- 
fore, does not. But the fault is also often ours. They cannot 
possibly belong to us unless we also belong to them: unless, 
as we say under the circumstances, we love them. 

What is true of a wife, a husband, or a child is true of every- 
thing else we can “have” or “own” in any significant way. 
Of course, it is true of a cat, a dog, or a horse. And it is also 
true of any other intimate possession. Once we have bought 
or in any way acquired it by legal title we have taken only 
the first step. We must take possession of it later. 

First of all. that means of course that we must somehow be 
aware that it exists and that we do own it. Ridiculous as the 
fact may be, many people do not even get that far. They buy 
so many pictures or books or suits and dresses that they actually 
do not remember what they have. And there are few of us who 


own so little that we have actually (Continued on page 156)

The Zimmermans’ privacy and comfortable facilities 
for outdoor living here refute the common fallacy 
that landscaping is an extravagant extra frill. For, 
at a cost of less than $700, it has provided a three- 
season living terrace and the curving enclosure of 
a sapling fence which screens both terrace and living 


room windows from the street and neighbors. 


As close as if they were one room, living room and 
terrace are oriented correctly to south. Roof over- 
hang is so designed that rays of low winter sun 
help to heat the living room. Yet in summer when 
the sun is high, it keeps the room shady and cool.

What this house solved for its Owners 


The greatest problem this house solved for the Zimmer- 
mans was, of course, the financial one. Their total maximum 
budget was $20,000, which had to cover lot, landscaping. 
and all furnishings as well as construction. The only things 
salvaged from their former Colonial house were the washer, 
dryer, range, and refrigerator. Everything else had to 
be new. 

A major economy the house made possible was the pur- 
chase for $1,250 of an inexpensive pie-shape lot (90’ x 
131’) in a good neighborhood. The lot had remained vacant 
and was sold cheap because most prospective builders 
could not cope with designing a house to fit its irregular 
shape. Adjoining the Zimmermans’, a regular lot of the 
same size sold for $3,800. 

They needed a living room with maximum cubic volume 
and acoustic treatment to allow the phonograph to be played 
at concert hall level. They wanted electronic equipment to 


be built in, as well as a desk, dining table, and storage 
oO oO 





for their china. They did not want a living room fireplace. 

\ playroom, accessible from the kitchen and the out- 
doors, was an essential for this busy family—but in addition 
to a small grill-type fireplace and built-in studio couch, ii 
had to include a built-in work bench. 

They wanted a utility room adjoining the kitchen, with 
access from outside. 

They needed three bedrooms. But theirs is what is known 
as a “shrinking family” —a teen-age daughter and two boys, 
age nine and eleven—and it is safe to assume that the 
youngsters will start leaving the homestead within the next 
ten years. Consequently the partition between the two 
present children’s rooms was designed for easy removal 
without structural change. By building in all furniture. 
these rooms could be kept small. Wood deck beds wer« 
built by a local mill shop and covered with foam rubber 


mattresses, thereby saving more money. 


Since one of the boys has a dust allergy, no carpet.

curtains. feather pillows or mattresses could be used in his 
room. This. as it turned out, revolutionized the decorative 
treatment of the whole house, for the Zimmermans decided 
to apply the same smooth, dustless approach to all the 
rooms, giving them warmth with color and simulated 
texture. This. plus the fact that much of the furniture was 
built into the walls to save floor space. has also revolu- 
tionized Mrs. Zimmerman’s domestic routine. She can give 
her house a “spring cleaning” every day—in an hour—- 
and the rooms are never cluttered because everything has 
its place. 

They wanted a small. compact kitchen, centrally located 
and easily accessible to the living room and the playroom 
(which is actually the utility room). 

They wanted one simple bathroom with walls tiled to 
the ceiling. 

A carport was necessary. of course. but it had to com- 


bine storage space for lawn tools and the children’s bikes 


and toys, and outdoor sports equipment. 

To save fuel costs, they wanted a house oriented to 
capture as much solar heat as possible in the winter time. 

Although they spend their summers from June first to 
September first away from the city. they wanted their 
house oriented to take advantage of the prevailing south- 
west breeze. 

In the interests of economy they wanted to use. wherever 
possible, structural materials that required no extra finishes, 
like plaster, paint, or special treatments. You see how 
they made dual use of structural materials as finishes in 
the exposed beamed ceiling of the living room and in the 
stone wall of the utility-playroom. 

One of the comforts they insisted upon was an outdoor 
living area which would be especially usable in the spring 
and fall. 

The children needed a loose-surface play yard where they 
could rough-house and play catch, (Please turn the page)

Everything had to be of the best quality, consistent with 
the budget, and of such durability that it could stand up to 
the rough use of the children and the neighbors’ children. 
Mrs. Zimmerman didn’t want to be forever giving the 
youngsters the old don’t-walk-there, don’t-touch-that ad- 
monitions. 

Necessity, the mother of invention, made some changes 
and improvements. For instance, the original plan was for a 
flat roof, considered the most economical. But this would 
have cut down the possible ceiling height of the living room 
and did not allow space for the return air duct work required 
by the heating system. So a built-up shed (roof, topped with 
aluminum) was a natural solution. Roof decking is 2” rigid 
insulating board, strong enough to carry the whole roof 
load between 4” x 8” beams. This solution killed several 
birds at once. It increased the height of the living room; 
its insulating material, exposed to the room, provided a 
finished acoustical ceiling; no expensive leveling-off was 
needed. Roof has held snow for five days without melting. 


Ceilings were made level in kitchen, hall, two bedrooms, 


and bath, creating air duct space and attic storage for lug- 
gage and the eleven screen and storm sash units the 
house needs. 

Expediency also gave the Zimmermans one of the best 
rooms in the house—the utility-playroom—for it wasn’t 
possible to squeeze both a playroom and utility room into 
the 1100 sq. ft. budget. After much brain-cudgeling, they 
came up with a room that combines the functions of both. 
Besides housing the laundry equipment, water heater, and 
furnace, it absorbs the children’s constant going and coming 
from outdoors. It also gives them a place in which to work 
on their various carpentry projects, and serves as a read- 
ing room and study, and even as a place to bed down an 
occasional overnight guest. Traffic works well here. With 
adults in the living room and children in the playroom, 
both have access to the kitchen and bathroom without in- 
vading the other room. 

The house is heated by a gas-fired warm air perimeter 
system, aided by extensive insulation, insulating glass in all 
window areas, plus solar heating, thanks to the large glass 


areas on the southerly side of the house.

You could, of course, enclose the same space in a conventional 
cube—low, flat ceiling, windows mere holes punched in the wall, 
all partitions full height.

\ hen last-century kitchens were being transformed from dusty 


black iron and varnished oak to tile and porcelain enamel, the 
legend grew up that only a colorless, sterile-looking kitchen 
could be efficient. If you've inherited that idea, discard it. 

In these days when developments in structural materials 
make possible any color, and all colors hygienically cleanable, 
it is the layout, not the look, that gives a kitchen efliciency. 

The basic aim of a good kitchen plan is to eliminate all un- 
necessary walking and reaching. It should be so arranged that 
all contents are stored as near the point of first use as possible. 
just as they are on a factory assembly line. 

But a good architect recognizes that.he is designing a home, 
not a factory. So, when Architect Parker planned this kitchen. 
laundry, pantry, and breakfast room in a house in Miami, Flor- 
ida, he introduced elements of design and decoration to give 
them personality. As the plan on the next page shows. storage 
and work space is unconventionally arranged in odd triangles, 
hexagons, and trapezoids. This shortens distances between work 
centers, minimizes waste center-of-the-room space, and prob- 
ably attains more storage and work area than a cut-and-dried 
rectangular plan might offer. The next two pages show how the 
irregular pattern provides 40 linear feet of counter space in the 


kitchen, 1314 feet in the laundry.

Canned foods are tools with which to work 
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like utensils and cutlery. Use them, not as they 


come out of the can, but as ingredients in more complex recipes, and 


you can grade up the quality of your eating. Here are 25 ideas to free your mind 


Ts mistaken ideas do prevail long after they are ob- 
solete! 

Canned foods, for instance, are still considered by most 
people as something to be eaten as it comes out of the can. 
While that may have been a legitimate attitude in the be- 
ginning of the canning business, it certainly isn't the way 
to good eating or to a legitimate use of the can. 

Canned foods must, for economic reasons, appeal to the 
average user and the average taste. and are therefore lightly 
seasoned. This very common-denominator, seasoning is the 
reason why they seem dull and colorless if used direct from 
the can. But it is this same understatement in seasoning 
that makes them perfect as ready-made starts for more 
complex and more interesting recipes. 

Until a few years ago, I wasn't too keen about canned 
foods. Despite the fact that my parents owned a small grocery 
store, we scarcely ever used canned foods at home. Both my 
mother and father were good cooks of the old school, which 
meant that they just cooked like little beavers and took a 
long time doing it. The results were so good. | guess | grew 
up thinking that no food could be of much account if it 
weren't prepared their way. But as | grow older, and see— 
and taste—what women are doing with canned foods, my 
prejudice dwindles and my appreciation grows. I now freely 


admit that fabulous things can be done with canned foods, 





and I am perfectly willing to eat crow—canned, if you in- 
sist. 

Much of the scorn directed at canned foods stems from 
tle same source as mine. Old-time cooks thought it was a 
lazy, extravagant way of doing things and we've all heard 
the innumerable corny jokes about brides and can-openers, 
to the point where canned foods have been too often used 
with apologies, as last minute meals, emergency rations, 
and that sort of thing. Well, that’s a lot of bunk. 

When you consider that it wasn’t until around 1920 that 
there was much scientific knowledge available on the process- 
ing of foods, and the use of heat penetration to destroy 


spoilage bacteria, it is no wonder that the variety was so 


limited when I was in kneepants. Now color, texture, and 
nutritive values can be retained and, besides, the variety 
of canned food is staggering. 

Today you can buy stews, chicken a la king, fricasseed 
chicken, meatballs and spaghetti, baked ham, a variety of 
sausages, tiny new potatoes, small white onions, swish 
sauces, excellent gravies, mushrooms, lobster bisque, French 
onion soup, rice, chili con carne, tropical fruits. | could 
reel off hundreds of good, sound, and unusual canned foods 
which, properiy combined and spiced with imagination, would 
bamboozle the stufhest gourmet. You can even can-cook with 
a foreign accent. 

For example, we were fishing up at Quincey, California, 
in the Feather River country and stayed at El Ranchito 
Motel. owned by Wade Rowse and his wife, Kay. They’ce 
from Texas, so, as we got to talking about food, Wade asked 
me if | liked Mexican food. Me. I love Mexican food! I love 
it with a passion. I even love the great big heartburn I get, 
and I'll turn right around and get another if the food is 
good. For years I’ve been going down to a restaurant in 
Monterey called La Fonda. Now Monterey is a good four 
hours’ ride from San Francisco, but many is the time I’ve 
jumped in the car and driven all the way down from San 
Francisco just to eat at La Fonda. That’s how much I like 
good Mexican food! 

Well, I made quite a big noise about my penchant for 
the stuff and while we were talking Kay offered to cook a 
Mexican dinner the following day, I made a mental reserva- 
tion and. inwardly resigned but outwardly happy about it, 
I accepted. The next afternoon we were all out fishing, Kay 
included. Obviously she was not cooking dinner, Mexican or 
otherwise. After showers and a change we joined the Rowses 
for cocktails. She still hadn’t had much of a chance in the 
kitchen. But during cocktails, Kay nipped into the kitchen 
two’ or three times and, before I knew it, dinner was an- 
nounced. Privately I was pretty skeptical, but did I get a 
surprise!

Ceniea conditioners can work limited wonders, if you 
use them right: 

1. Dust or spray conditioner over any good soil after 
sowing seeds. Then the soil stays loose and crumbly, lets 
seedlings pop up easily because a tough crust won't form 
no matter how pounding the rain or how baking the sun. 
Sloping soil won't easily wash away. 

2. Mix conditioner into top six inches of a greasy, sticky 
soil that won't grow good plants. and you convert it into 
loose, open soil resulting in wonderfully vigorous plant 
growth. 

Now let’s see what was wrong with ten wild claims made 


fast year about chemical soil conditioners: 


Claim: Breaks up hard-packed soils. 
Truth: Sprinkling conditioner onto hard. packed soil 
softens it and makes the surface look spongy—but this 
lasts only until the first rain. 

Permanent soil improvement involves three steps: 
1. Loosening the soil mechanically 


2. Keeping the soil loose and porous 


seedlings die 





3. Increasing the plant food content 

Chemical conditioners can perform only step 2. Breaking 
the hard soil into small lumps (like coarse sugar) is the 
job of plowing and cultivating. Only this produces a light, 
fluffy soil. The need is to maintain this condition, because 
the small lumps tend to disintegrate into individual clay 
particles and pack tightly together. The chemical soil con- 


¢ 


ditioners give each lump of soil a coat of “glue” that 


keeps it fixed in its fluffy state. Step 3 remains—increasing 
fertility of the soil—and this requires plant food. Chemical 


soul conditioners have no food value. 


Claim: No work involved. 


Truth: Soil must be plowed and cultivated as usual before 


or during chemical conditioning. 


Claim: Replace peat and humus.

f someone told you that many 
le today’s most modern heating 
systems are purposely designed to 
lose some of their heat, you would 
probably think him crazy. Yet it’s 
a fact. The two houses shown here 
do just that. 

Architect Zimmerman’s own 
house (shown below and on pages 
105 through 113) employs a so- 
called “perimeter” system. Here an 
air duct is looped around the out- 
side edge of the floor slab. Warm 
air from the centrally located fur- 
nace is forced through this duct. 
And in the process, on its way to 
the floor registers, it Joses some of 
this heat to the concrete slab in 
which it is embedded. 

Architect Runnells’s “stock” 
house (right and pages 116-119) 
uses the “plenum” system. Here 
there’s an excavated “crawl” space 
under the entire floor. In it are metal 
warm-air ducts, radiating out from 
the furnace. which lose part of their 
heat to this space. 


What's the sense of this, you ask, 
with the cost of fuel what it is to- 
day? The answer is simple: Such 
heat is not really “lost” at all. It} 
goes to warm the floors themselves, 
converting them into mildly radiant} 
surfaces. This is by no means} 
enough to heat the entire house 
that is done by the rest of the warm 
air which is discharged into the 
rooms. But it is enough to make 
a marked difference in comfort con- 
ditions inside the house. 

So far, so good, you may say. 
But what’s to prevent that lost heat 
from going down into the earth 
instead of up into the house? Well,| 
here nature works for you. You 
do have to. insulate the edges of 
both the floor slab and the vlenuilil 
as shown in the drawings. But earth] 
itself is not only one of the best} 
insulators on earth—it also has a 
very high heat-holding capacity. 
Elaborate tests have been run on 
these new heating systems to deter- 
mine how much heat is lost down

t would be nonsense to pre- 
| tend that an average-size family 
could live comfortably in a one- 
room house. Even a single person 
it difficult, unless the 
house is unusually well-planned 
and equipped. Fortunately for its 
bachelor owner, this house is. 

Moreover, in addition to looking 
tidy, it’s easy to keep that way— 
equally important where there are 
no domestic servants. This is partly 
the architect’s problem of provid- 
ing a place for everything; and 
partly the owner’s, of seeing that 
everything is kept in place. It is 
also a question of selecting those 
materials, colors, and finishes that 
require a minimum of care. 

If you study this house, inside 
and out, you'll see that this prin- 
ciple has been followed. The house 


is largely constructed of glass, con- 
crete block, and natural-finish wood 
—all durable, ma- 
terials in their own right. The in- 
tegrally-colored floor, 
which is radiantly-heated by elec- 
tric wires, is merely waxed. Table 
and counter tops are of redwood, 
to take a lot of punishment without 
losing their good looks. 

Outdoors, the same principle has 
been applied. Here two economies 
are won at one time: initial costs 
and maintenance. There’s the addi- 
tional economy of no “housekeep-

taken possession of what we do 
own. 

Actually to do that implies a 
great deal more than simply hav- 
ing the knowledge that it is said 
to be ours. We have to get into 
some kind of relation with it. We 
must love it—not in quite the same 
way that we love a wife, a husband. 
a child, or even a pet—but in a 
way that is not entirely different 
either. A home which is not loved. 
for which we ourselves do not do 
something, is not a home at all. 
And the same thing is true to some 
extent of every so-called possession. 
We cannot really own any part of 
it unless at the same time we give 
it some part of ourselves. 

But how do we learn to do that? 
How can we get into the habit of 
possessing the things we own? 
What does “learning to love” really 
mean? 

It means first of all that we must 
get into some sort of active rela- 
tion with the thing to be loved. 
Mere ownership can be and often 
is entirely passive. We take one 
short step in the right direction if 
we merely actually use the thing 
we own, if we merely occupy the 
house or drive the car which we 
have bought. But, of course, that 
is only a very short step indeed.

This orientation permitted 
the maximum glass area from floor 
to ceiling on the east, south, and 
west so that there is a minimum 
line of demarcation between the in- 
terior and the exterior. The ob- 
ject was to achieve the ultimate in 
spaciousness and feeling of space 
interrelation. 

The north part of the plan is. 
however, carefully closed up so 
that there is not only a feeling of 
privacy but also the element of 
surprise in the transition from walls 
to open space and glass. The sizes 
of the rooms and areas are in no 
way controlled by the structure 
and are arbitrarily based on their 
function and furniture layout. 

As is usual in the work of the 
Mays’ architects, the furniture 
scheme was made before the final 
plan was determined.

ee how slight the structural changes were that went into re- 

modeling of this six-year-old house. Its new owners, Dr. 
and Mrs. Monte Franks, although not professional decorators, 
realized that the open-room plan, the wide windows, the 
pattern of fireplace stonework, and bookshelves were negated 
and confused with over-scaled wallpapers and lack of color har- 
mony. The trick was to bring these good features into focus. 
Because beige and a monochromatic scheme would be enlarging, 
quiet wood tones were adopted throughout the main rooms, bright 
color accents being reserved for small objects like cushions. 
Assertive wallpaper pattern gave way to the texture of coarse 
Peruvian linen on walls. Outmoded French doors were camou- 
flaged with louvered shutters, thereby exchanging the triteness 





of draperies for another kind of texture—the subtle interplay 
of light and shadow filtered through slats. Sand-tone carpet- 
ing, in harmony with walls and furniture, extends the now 
unbroken area of the rooms, and adds to the openness and 
illusion’ of space. 

New indirect lighting*panels in the ceiling put an end to 
spotty floor lighting. The former frosted glass partition in 
entrance is now an open planting box to bring the outdoors in, 
and to suggest a room divider without creating a visual barrier. 

Before-and-after pictures on these and pages 176 and 177 
illustrate advantage you gain when you blend decorating with 
architecture to produce its own textures and patterns.

Kay Rowse Enchiladas 


1 large can Ashley’s tortillas 
sliced 


1 two-pound package Velveeta cheese, 


3 large avocados,

3 small jars sliced chicken or turkey 
2 large white onions, peeled and diced 


1 pot chili sauce (recipe below) 

Bring chili sauce to boiling point. 
Take a tortilla and dip it in the 
hot chili for a second or two, or 
until it can be rolled. Lay on wax 
paper. Put a couple of slices of 
avocado, two or three small strips 
of chicken, then a little shredded 
cheese and a little diced onion in 
each tortilla, then roll and put in 
a casserole until you have 12 or 
more. (A Mexican or Red Bird 
clay dish is preferable.) Then take 
the hot chili sauce and pour over 
the enchiladas, sprinkle with diced 
and top with shredded

What a rotary mower does: 


¢ Cuts any lawn, no matter how bumpy—but gives wavy 
eut and usually some browning of the leaf tips. 
¢ Mows grasses so tough that they cause reel mower to 
stall; even cuts tangled grass and weeds a foot high. 
@ Whirling blades can bang into unseen sticks and stones 
without permanent damage to machine. You can sharpen 
blade with hand file, or replace for about 50 cents. 
| ¢ Simple attachment “rakes” up tree leaves in the fall, 
pulverizes them into a valuable mulch for the lawn. 


What to look for before you buy: 


1. High cutting speed: preferably 2700-3000 r.p.m. or more. 
| This helps insure that grass is cut rather than torn off. 
Tearing results in browning of the tip ends of each grass 
leaf; lawn then takes on a brown cast within a few hours. 


2. Quick, easy way to replace dull or damaged blades. 


3. Sufficient horsepower: preferably 2 h.p. or more for 20” 


mowing, 24 h.p. or more if you intend to use your rotary 
mower as a leaf-grinder. 


4, Adjustable cutting height. Often height is adjusted by 
raising or lowering wheels of mower. Check to be sure this 
can be done easily (Is there room for a wrench? ). 


3. Easily attached leaf-grinder. Look for rugged construc- 
tion: Cage must not bend out of shape during storage or 
blade will damage it during grinding. 





6. Adequate safety guard. Blade should be completely 
enclosed so feet and fingers can’t possibly get cut when 
engine is operating. Shield should confine any stone whirled | 
against it during mowing. But guard shouldn't prevent you 

from cutting close to trees, buildings, etc. 


7. Compact storage size. Rotary mowers are sizable things, 
usually requiring twice the floor area of reel mowers. Look 
for stand-up handle to save storage space. 


8. Absence of windrows or bunches of clippings. All rotary 
mowers tend to throw the grass out in bunches, some more 
so than others. Ask for a demonstration on your lawn. 


9. Maneuverable machine. Look for big wheels (at least 
8” diameter). Mower should roll freely, needs good bear- 
ings. Many kinds must be pushed, so look for light weight. 


10. Direct-drive for maximum eficiency—so that no power 
is lost through belts and pulley, and fewer wearing parts. 
ut if many rocks stick up in your lawn, better consider 
a belt-driven mower, protected by a shear pin.

REEL power mower? 


What a reel mower does: 


© Gives a velvety smooth cut—but lawn must be smooth (no 
bumps), mowed regularly, and kept free of sticks and stones. 
® Does all the work (self-propelled). You just guide it. 
© Cuts bluegrass ideally, but is poor for St. Augustine and 
bunch grasses. 


What to look for before you buy: 


1. Easy storage. Handle shouldn’t occupy extra space be- 
yond mower when stored. Storage space costs $5 to $15 a 
square foot to build; don’t waste it. 


2. Ability to cut at 11%- to 2-inch height. Must be a good 
mower to do this. Any mower does a good cutting job at 
l-inch—but this is too low, because it results in invasion 
by weeds, especially crab grass, and a brown lawn in mid- 
summer. Ask dealer to adjust demonstrator mower to 
144-inch height (invariably it will be set lower). Check to 
see that engine is still level. Major tilting prevents proper 
lubrication, results in burned-out éngine. 


3. Good traction. Should climb a slope without spinning 
the wheels. Weight should be on the wheels, not the roller. 


4. Rugged construction. Reel mowers are subject to severe 
occupational hazards—jamming on hidden sticks and 
stones, etc. So look for sturdiness rather than light weight. 


5. Maneuverability. Is clutch convenient for you? Try it! 
Is handle design such that mower turns easily, without 
forcing you to break your normal stride? Can you mow 
close to obstructions (some people want a quick-acting 
clutch; others prefer to leave clutch engaged and rock 
mower back on its roller). Is handle adjustable for height? 


6. Sectional roller. This improves maneuverability, also 
prevents scuffing grass during turns. Big rollers are best. 


7. Exhaust directed away from operator (you can always 
correct this, though, by adding a short section of pipe 


between engine and muffler ) 


8. Safety guards over chain drives. 


Gasoline or electric? 


Electric mowers are almost noiseless, instant starting 


and considerably cheaper than gasoline—but don't 


forget to include cost of waterproof electric cable and 
outdoor outlets and repairing nicks in cable. Electrics 


are not practical if you have many trees on your lawn.

The invention of tape has simpli- 
fied the making of a record. Almost 
anybody who has money enough to 
hire an orchestra and rent tape- 
recording equipment can now make 
a recording. New companies have 
entered the business. They have 
brought us a new repertoire. They 
have dared to record unpopular 
works—they could hardly have 
done anything else, since the big 
companies had recorded all the 
popular works and the newcomers 
needed something new to sell. The 
recorded repertoire today is amaz- 
ingly varied and rich, and much 
bigger than the concert repertoire. 
Many artists would not dare to play 
in a concert some of the unfamiliar 
music they present on records. 

In the Next America, the trend 
toward improvement and lessening 
of price will continue. Records will 
continue to give more music for less 
money, and they will sound even 
better. $5.45 is still a considerable 
sum. A good record still costs more 
than a good book. Phonographs 
will become less expensive as the 
demand for them increases, and as 
new electronic inventions, such as 
“transistors,” come into use. New 
methods of making records in very 
large editions will undoubtedly be 
found, and it is possible that ten 
years from now you may be able to 
buy a Beethoven symphony in a 
“reprint” for one dollar or less. 

Two major developments in home 
music are now in what I call the 
“exclusive-expensive” stage. Every

You heard an early form of 
binaural music in Walt Disney’s 
Fantasia. 

The sound of binaural music is 
incredibly thrilling. It necessitates, 
however, the use of two records (or 
one record with two parallel sound 
tracks), two pickups, two loud- 
speakers. And all the equipment 
has to be first-class. You can see, 
therefore, that as yet these double 
costs make the system too expen- 
sive for wide popularity. But in- 
dustry will find a way of reducing 
the cost. 

However. it is not in records alone 
that industry can aid music. Tele- 
vision has as yet done relatively 
little for music. Productions of 
opera on television have so far been 
fairly crude, but people have liked 
them well enough to make further 
experiments worth-while. Special 
productions of operas (not the 
standard Metropolitan Opera pro- 
ducts) are in my opinion ideally 
suited to living-room enjoyment. 
Opera is good entertainment for 
the home, easier to understand in 
the home than in the theater. I can 
imagine that productions well 
translated and given by double 
casts—unseen singers and seen ac- 
tors—could be exciting. 


OULD it not also be possible to 

invent a combination of record 
and home movie, so that as you 
played a recording of Carmen you 
could watch the action on film? 

In a word, industry can offer you 
the opportunity for culture and en- 
joyment. Industry, rightly used by 
you, can help you to become more 
of an individual. Industry will 
make anything that you want to 
buy. The more of it you buy, the 
cheaper that commodity will be- 
come. And the cheaper it is, the 
more can be bought. That is the 
un-vicious circle of our century. 

Yet you must make the choice. 
Do you want symphonies or do you 
want sob-songs only? Do you want 
beauty? If you do, it can be pro- 
duced for you by plain means. That 
is your individual decision.

For some of the signs we have to dig, 
because many of the changes now going 
(@a QS nul er on in the lives of Americans are be- 
neath the surface, and many observers 
are too self-absorbed or conventional to 
see what is going on. 
The Next America, if we can achieve 


all that is now promised in our suddenly 





powerful and aspiring civilization, will 
be a country in which all men and women 


get a better chance than any people have 











ever had before to express whatever 
greatness and creative power is in them. 

We can do this because we have built 
up industrial power to a point at which 
industry, rightly managed, can take care 
of our material wants and all can have 
enough; because we have learned to rele- 
gate to big organizations the problems 
that can best be solved by collective ac- 
tion, and because we can now, if we have 
enough wisdom and courage, seek our 
democratic freedom in those ways of liv- 
ing that express ourselves. 

This means that art and the life of the 
mind will mean more to Americans than 
it has ever meant before. It means that 
the creative strength which is in everyone, 
which is never killed, although routines 

and anxieties may beat it down, will find 
in some kind of action a richer expres- 
sion. And it means that in the intimate 
arts of home building, decoration and 
design we shall choose and make and 
learn. The greatest privilege democracy 
can give to any person is the chance to 
grow by what he learns from his own 
choices. Democracy in the arts of the 
home is necessary to the health of all the 
other ways of democratic living. 

Liberty means choosing and learning 
from one’s choices and it cannot have 
much meaning in an over-simplified and 
meager world. Men cannot choose what 
they have never heard of; ignorance is 
the greatest obstacle to freedom. In 
politics, we call the danger totalitarian- 
ism. It is evil, not only because men in 
totalitarian countries have to live by 
tyrannous dictation, but also because 
they can never even make the acquain- 
tance of the rich possibilities of other 
ways of life. 


In the arts, we call it rigidity of taste. 
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It confines and deadens, whether the 
rigid taste is modern or ancient, conven- 
tional or new, international or provincial, 
sophisticated or naive. A rich life is ad- 
venturous and every man has a right to 
his own adventures. 

Travelers have remarked, sometimes 
with pained surprise, that when primi- 
tive peoples, who have lived with beauti- 
ful but routinized household arts for 
many generations, are invaded by indus- 
trialism, they will often drop their lovely 
earthen clay pots and carry water in tin 
cans. Laying aside the question of 
whether or not a tin can may be beauti- 
ful, it is most important to note that the 
village housekeeper is having a new ex- 
perience, more precious to her than the 
free citizen of an industrial culture can 
appreciate. She is, perhaps for the first 
time in her life in such a matter, making 
a free choice. 

It is for this reason, not only because 
there are many kinds of beauty and de- 
sirability in the world, that we need to 
keep our market places and our displays 
and our merchandising of the materials 
for the making of homes as rich and 
varied as possible. When a great mu- 
seum, or a furniture display, or a fair 
gives us only what is “right,” it cannot 
be anything more than what one critic 
or group thinks is right. It may indicate 
a fashion or suggest invention. It does 
not serve the democratic purpose of en- 
larging every individual’s knowledge of 
the endless possibilities of beauty and 
comfort and self-expression which are the 
true purposes of the arts of the home: The 
goodness lies in the enormous variety 
from which we can choose. The badness 
enters when— and if—there should be too 


few choices, too (Please turn the page)

narrow definitions of what is good and 
beautiful. 

Those who are watching the cultural 
revolution in America are most  pro- 
foundly convinced by the fact that we are 
looking at more pictures and listening to 
more music than ever before. In the ten 
years just past, eleven American cities 
founded their own opera companies, and 
89 cities, ordinary American towns, or- 
ganized their own symphony orchestras. 
bringing our national total to 812. If 
your own town has had an enthusiastic 
rash of drama clubs and Sunday paint- 
ing, evening quartet playing and club 
singing, and a new vigor in discussion 
clubs and amateur writing. don’t think 
it is unique, This is now normal for the 
United States. in spite of what is still 
repeated about our materialism and cul- 
tural backwardness. 

This is what Frederick Lewis Allen 
calls The Big Change, and Fenton B. 
Turck in the “Scientific Monthly,” calls 
The American Explosion. It is the Next 
America. What no one can measure as a 
whole pervasive effect, although it 
touches many millions of us, is what this 
carr mean and is now beginning to mean 
in the most intimate home-centered 
phases of our lives. 

The evidences of cultural growth are 
important, but far more important are 
the things we do for ourselves. For in- 
stance, we spent three and a quarter times 
as much money for seeds and flowers in 
1951 as we did in 1940. and these garden 
supplies were not mostly for estate gar- 
dens and parks: they were for homes. 
Neither inflationary prices nor the growth 
of population in a decade can account for 
such increases as these: more than five 
times as much for musical instruments 
of all kinds. twice as many visits by va- 
calion travelers to national parks, more 


than three times as much for education 


and research. hve times as much for 


home furnishings and decorations.

The great- 
ness we search is greatness in the lives 
of our people. The true and the beautiful 
we iry to combine with the good—and 
we call it the good life. 

How men build conditions how men 
live. If we choose the barren glass cage 
of a Mies van der Rohe, we shall suffer 
the consequences of a loss of privacy 
and personality. If we crowd collectively 
in the colossal pigeonholes of a Le Cor- 
busier, we shall set ourselves up for total 
and authoritarian control. But if we en- 
courage the kinds of homes where the 
spirit of man can grow and _ flower, 
where each can develop in his own 
peculiar way, we shall ensure the new 
democracy of culture. 

Thus architecture is now the creative 
force for America’s tomorrow. It leads 
the way to a golden age when all men 
might share in the products of civiliza- 
tion and gifted men be inspired to 
create them.

The art of daily living requires the 
art of domestic architecture. And our 
best architecture gently inclines us to 
clarity and fullness and repose, as if we 
were veritable masterpieces of living. In 
such architecture, man is at home with 
his house and at peace with himself. He 
is lifted by the beauty of his surround- 
ings and never cast down by a disregard 
for his common frailties. 

The house we see on these pages 
illustrates, in one superb design, the 
union of function and form, delight and 
performance. Like life, it works and 
plays. It has mood and warmth and 
vitality. Let us say it directly: It points 
the architectural way to an age of hu- 
manism, and it proves our great archi- 
tects are well on that way. 

But how, in words, can one describe 
satisfactorily a four-dimensional experi- 
ence, an architectural work of art that 
exists in length, width, depth and time? 
It cannot be done even with the best 
pictures. What movie-still, for instance, 
adequately suggests the art of Chaplin, 
whose essence is movement ? 

To appreciate the architecture of John 
Yeon, you should walk around it and 
through it. You should see one plane 
give way to a second to recompose with 
a third.

A free man’s home of the future will 
be his palace and here is the style for it. 
Alone, elegantly independent, Architect 
Yeon’s house for Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Shaw of Portland, Oregon, is actually 
small in comparison with its illusion of 
grandeur. This illusion was intentional 
so as to achieve a building not dwarfed 
by the spaciousness of its site: eight 
acres of open, rolling meadow. From a 
distance, without a clue to actual dimen- 
sions, the house assumes the expansive- 


ness of a manor because of its delicate 


scale of details, the lowness of the first 
cornice level, the suggestion of a two- 
story house, although it is one-story. 

The house rests as lightly as a cloud 
and yet as solidly and securely as a 
walled hill town. The pull of the earth 
is readily admitted in over-all composi- 
tion and in the emphasized vertical 
details. Yet there is a lightness and 
delicacy in the contrast of the panels and 
moldings. From a distance the glass 
and blue panels assume the same color 
and value, so that the contrasting, 
cream-white moldings stand out with 
the fragility of fine lace. The slope of 
the roof relaxes at the eaves to assume 
the knife-edge thinness of the cornices 
and join their outward gesture. Twice 
these cornices surround the house at

accident. It is the result of John Yeon’s care- 
ful adaptation of the plan to the needs of his 
clients.

At the same 
time this plan provides a buffer for the main 
living areas from hot western sun, motor court, 
service areas, and deliveries. Thus it achieves

structures that house man in dignity 
and comfort. Forms and devices were 
chosen, adapted, and invented for their 
service to the constant goal of serenity.

old usage, no acceptances because of 
novelty alone. Note the free use of 
cornices—absent for decades from mod- 
ern architecture and currently frowned 
on in doctrinaire circles as “orna- 
mental.” Note also the application of 
paneling—as elegant as that of a sey- 
enteenth-century French chateau. Here 
John Yeon combined the contemporary 
use of modular construction with the 
decorative effect of moldings. 

It should be pointed out, however, 
that there is a definite relation between

I have decided to speak up. 

In this issue, devoted to the wonderful possibilities 
for the better life in the Next America, I must also point 
out to you what I consider to be the threat to our 
achieving the greater good which is clearly possible 
for us, if we do not lose our sense of direction and 
independence. 

What I want to tell you about has never been put 
into print by us or any other publication, to my knowl- 
edge. Your first reactions will be amazement, disbelief, 
and shock. You will say “It can’t happen here!” 

But hear me out. You may discover why you strongly 
dislike some of the so-called modern things you see. 
You may suddenly understand why you instinctively 
reject designs that are called ““modernistic.” For you 
are right. It's your common sense speaking. For these 
things are bad—bad in more ways than in their lack 
of beauty alone. 

Here is the story, in its bluntest terms. 

There isa well-established movement, in modern 
architecture, decorating, and furnishings, which 
is promoting the mystical idea that “less is more.” 
Year after year, this idea has been hammered home 
by some museums, some professional magazines for 


architects and decorators, some architectural schools, 
and some designers. 


They are all trying to sell the idea that “less is more,” 
both as a criterion for design, and as a basis for judg- 
ment of the good life. They are promoting unliva- 
bility, stripped-down emptiness, lack of storage 
space and therefore lack of possessions. 

They are praising designs that are unscientific, irra- 
tional and uneconomical—illogical things like whole 
walls of unshaded glass on the west, which cause you 
to fry in the summer, thus misusing one of our finest 
new materials. Or tricks like putting heavy buildings 
up on thin, delicate stilts—even though they cost more 
and instinctively worry the eye. Or cantilevering things 
that don’t need to be cantilevered, making them cost 
more, too. A strong taint of anti-reason runs through 
all of their houses and furnishings. 

No wonder you feel uneasy and repelled! 

They are trying to convince you that you can appre- 
ciate beauty only if you suffer—because they say beauty 
and comfort are incompatible. 

They are trying to get you to accept their idea of 
beauty and form as the measure of all things, regard- 
less of whether they work, what they do to you, or what 
they cost.

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Something is rotten in the state of design—and it is spoiling some of our best 


efforts in modern living. After watching it for several years, after meeting it 


with silence, House Beautiful has decided to speak out and appeal to your 


common sense, because it is common sense that is mostly under attack. Two ways 


of life stretch before us. One leads to the richness of variety, to comfort and 


beauty. The other, the one we want fully to expose to you, retreats to poverty and 


unlivability. Worst of all, it contains a threat of cultural dictatorship

ception of the good life that only non-human, low-per- 
formance things get their stamp of approval. These 
arbiters make such a consistent attack on comfort, 
convenience, and functional values that it be- 
comes, in reality, an attack on reason itself. 

“Incredible!” you say. “Nobody could seriously sell 
such nonsense.” 

My considered answer is this. Though it is incred- 
ible, some people are taking such nonsense seriously. 
They take it seriously because this propaganda comes 
from highly placed individuals and highly respected 
institutions. Therein les the danger. 

For if we can be sold on accepting dictators in mat- 
ters of taste and how our homes are to be ordered, our 
minds are certainly well prepared to accept dictators 
in other departments of life. The undermining of 
people’s confidence is the beginning of the end. 

Break people’s confidence in reason and_ their 
own common sense and they are on the way to attach- 
ing themselves to a leader, a mass movement, or any 
sort of authority beyond themselves. Nothing better 
explains periods of mass hysteria or various forms of 
social idiocy than the collapse of reason, the often 
deliberate result of an attack on people’s  self-con- 
fidence. 

If people don’t trust themselves and their own judg- 


ment, then they turn helplessly to leaders, good or bad. 
And they can only recover the good, sensible life when 
they recover their senses and discover again that. by 
and large, the ultimate hope for mankind is the appli- 
cation of reason to the world around us. This redis- 
covery leads individuals to their own declaration of 
independence against the frauds, the over-publicized 
phonies, the bullying tactics of the self-chosen elite 
who would dictate not only taste but a whole way of 
life. 

So, you see, this well-developed movement has social 
implications, because it affects the heart of our society 
—the home. Beyond the nonsense of trying to make us 
want to give up our technical aids and conveniences for 
what is supposed to be a better and more serene life, 
there is a social threat of regimentation and total con- 
trol. For if the mind of man can be manipulated 
in one great phase of life to be made willing to 
accept less, it would be possible to go on and get 
him to accept less in all phases of life. 

I can hear you say: “How can people collaborate for 
their own discomfort and frustration?” 

Believe it or not, some people do, because their own 
self-confidence has been shaken. Not very many, 
fortunately, but enough so that I can clearly see the 


aberration growing. (Please turn the page) 
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I can see people, puzzled by the glowing language 
yplied to things they don’t really like, becoming less 
onfident in their rejections of these things. 

I know that architects who abhor the bad houses that 
e “olorified” in some of the trade journals are un- 
illing to complain to the editors and publishers for 
sar their own work would be boycotted as a result.

I have examined personally many of the bad modern 
fouses which have been lyrically praised by the proph- 
ts of the “cult of austerity,” and have heard their 
wners describe their shortcomings and dissatisfactions.

Good modern combines the best techno- 
logical knowledge with sensitive understanding of 
people’s requirements. It creates houses that are 
beautiful to look at and wonderful to live in. It is 
not to be confused with “‘clinical look”? modern, which 
is only a part, a bad part, of the modern movement. 

How have so many people been caught by the mysti- 
cism of this small but influential clique of modernists? 
Let’s take a quick backward look at the history of mod- 
ern design. 

The modern movement started, in all innocence, with 
the forms developed by 19th-century America. It pro- 
duced factories, grain elevators and silos—structures 
admirably designed for their purposes, practical solu- 
tions for their particular, usually industrial, problems. 
(The same period also produced the roots of our good 
modern residential architecture in the work of Wright, 
Maybeck, Greene and Greene, and others.) 

Closely but not directly behind came the art move- 
ment of Cubism, which was born in Paris in the 1900’s. 
In Europe, intellectual designers were simultaneously 
the box-like

building—and the similar forms of Cubist painting. 
They used these industrial forms as ends in themselves, 
as art motifs for their own designs, not noticing—prob-

Nowhere was this more evident than in a German 
school of design called the Bauhaus, 1919-1933, which 
applied Cubist principles to furniture, buildings, adver- 
tising layout, typography, etc. It is important in our

story for two reasons: Its influence has been widespread 
and two of its former directors now practice in the U.S. 
Walter Gropius and Mies van der Rohe came to the U.S. 
in the late 30’s. Gropius, until recently, was head of the 
Harvard School of Architecture. Mies, as he is known, 
is still director of architecture at the Illinois Institute 
of Technology. 

Thus the rational and functional forms of American 
industrial architecture took a trip to Europe where 
they became an intellectualized philosophy of design 
for furniture, buildings, and much else. And they re- 
turned to America, divorced entirely from their fune- 
tional roots and rationality. This branch of modern is 
called the “International Style.” 

Thus, form became separated from function and 
purpose, and became an end in itself. And the 
forms this stylistic school admires so much are nothing 
but Cubism misapplied—misapplied because a_three- 
dimensional thing can’t be created by the same stand- 
ards as a two-dimensional thing. 

(For more detailed explanation of how Cubist art 
affected architecture and furnishings, turn to page 240). 

In other words, these International Style design- 
ers are much more concerned about appearance 
than they are about performance. They are more 
interested in the facade of a house than they are 
in how well it functions for its owners. They apply 
the canons of Cubist painting to everything they handle: 
chairs, desks, chests, gardens, or houses. The highest 
praise they give an object is that it is like a Mondrian 
painting. Their work is a school boy’s exercise in cubes 
and rectangles. Their chairs are meant more to be looked 
at than sat in. And 


when they get “practical,” 


they design a molded chair (Please turn to page 250)

ee may not know it, but you are entering a new era. We are 
becoming a nation of cooking connoisseurs. 

We are cooking better, and talking and thinking about it more. 
The growing sales of cookbooks show it. Herb sales have increased 
about five times since the war. Esoteric novelties that used to be found 
only in fancy groceries are now stocked in supermarkets. But the most 
arresting of these statistics is that sales of rotisserie-broilers jumped 
ten times in the last year. Why all this sudden interest in rotisserie 
cooking? I’ve been a rotisserie cook for years, so I can tell you why. 

Cooking on a rotating spit or rotisserie is high gourmet cooking. 
It produces moister, less dried-out, more flavorsome food. [t increases 
your repertoire with meats, fowl, fish, and shellfish by about 300 per 
cent. It lets you produce food as good as the great chefs of the past 
achieved. Besides all this, it’s fun. 

Summer barbecuing. over a horizontal fire, taught us how much 
better meat tastes when cooked with the radiant heat of charcoal. 


But it also showed us there are other adventures in radiant cookery 





that ought to be explored—the most exceptional being spit cookine. 
As a result, lots of people are becoming “rotisserie-mad.” 
I think there are five advantages of the rotating spit: Meats 


do not dry out, and finish up filled with (Please turn the page)

In the Next America nearly everyone will cook like a connoisseur 


juice and flavor. Foods do not shrink but actually 
tend to swell. What juices do drop out can be caught 
in a pan and used for basting. These juices can be 
used as a vehicle to carry other seasonings. The basting 
juices left in the pan at the end of the cooking make 
wonderful foundations for sauces. 

All of this is so only if the fire (or heat) is beside 
or above the food. If the fire is under the food, the 
juice falls into the fire and burns up. Obviously, then 
it cannot be used for basting or sauce. Furthermore, 
if it is burned up, it puts a burned taste on the meat. 
(If you like the burned taste, then you should cook on 
a regular barbecue over a horizontal fire. But that’s 
only one form of radiant cooking, remember.) 

A rotating spit is best married to a vertical fire or 
an overhead fire. If I sound like a broken record, 
saying it over and over, it’s because where the fire is 
is the crux of everything—that and the rotating. 

The rotating is one of the reasons for the moist- 
ness. The juice and basting fat run round and round as 
the meat turns, sealing in the inner goodness. It creates

“Loaded with Features: radiant 
heat, freezer, dishwasher, washing ma- 
chine, clothes dryer, indirect light, 
planned storage, insulation, mechanical 
garbage disposal, incinerator, attic fan, 
radiant heat in terrace, insect-repelling 
lamps, electric fly traps, double glazing, 
snow-melting cable in driveway, micro- 
phone for listening to baby’s breathing 
from living room, built-in sound system, 
automatic dog-door, television antenna.” 
You can now sometimes hear a snobbish 
snicker: “The smaller the shack, the big- 
ger the TV antenna.” But of course it 
really works the other way round: more 
antenna, less house. And, actually, all 
Americans are tending to choose that 
way—more equipment, less crude space. 
This makes sense—deep, fundamental 
sense, 

Behind it is an American idea, a twen- 
tieth-century idea about the house: efh- 
ciency. People now think of a house as a 
thing that must work, no longer simply 
as a thing that merely ts. This connected 


up in my mind with that famous collec- 





tion of old coaches in Lisbon. There, you 
could see how a thing developed before 
“efficiency” was a clear idea. Those 
coaches got no faster through the centu- 
ries, nor better sprung; they merely got 
bigger, and gold-painted, and loaded 
down with cupids and mirrors and silk 
curtains. And as they got still bigger and 
more unwieldy, they got slower! You 
are supposed to enjoy the artistry and 
admire the cupids and all that, but I 
couldn’t help thinking: boy, oh boy, 
Your Royal Highness, what fun you 
could have had in a Model A Ford! 
Well, that shift from royal coach to 
automobile has now hit the American 
house. In the last analysis, it isn’t really 
the money angle that makes our houses 
smaller. It’s the mental habit of effi- 
ciency. Other people have built artificial 
mountains—the pyramids—to accom- 
plish nothing more than to bury a dead 
king. But we are the people, and these 
are the times, that want to get bigger re- 
sults with smaller means. “Bigger and 


better” is the amateur’s way of bragging;

We’re imper- 
sonal about it. That’s city life; and we 
are becoming city folk. Besides, what 
should the house express? Respectabil- 
ity ? Today, everybody is respectable. Or 
really—nobody is, in that old stuffy 
sense. Income? Look at the graduation 
of our income tax rates—the people 
clearly are hostile to big incomes. Social 
standing? Today, it is good manners to 
ignore class distinctions even where 
they exist. Rank? The boss calls people 
by their first names; he loves to be called 
by his. It’s only manners, of course; oil 
for the social machinery. It doesn’t fool 
anybody about who’s boss. But it comes 
from deep changes in the feeling people 
have about people. And the house reflects 
this. 

And if the house does not look “invit- 
ing” from the street—well, are you invit- 
ing the street? The street has changed. It 
used to be quiet, except for the clippity- 
clop of a carriage; and friendly. Neigh- 
bors were friends, friends were neigh- 


bors. Now, the street is noisy, full of fast- 


driving strangers, dangerous for chil- 
dren and dogs. Neighbors come—and 
shortly are transferred to Chicago. (The 
mortgage people estimate that people 
keep a house no more than seven years.) 
At the same time, telephone and auto- 
mobile have extended the neighborhood. 
Today, one’s real neighbors may live 30 
miles, 100 miles away. I admit the good 
old-fashioned neighborhood feeling is 
still strong in many communities, but 
youll admit that this is the way our 
social climate is changing. And_ the 
house follows—with a time-lag—the 


changes in the social climate. 


No front door 


The new house also scrambles the tra- 
ditional entrance arrangements. The old 
distinction between a “gentleman” and a 
“man.” a “lady” and a “woman” doesn’t 
seem so important any more. Neither, 
therefore, does the distinction between 
front and back door. Especially since 
there may be no servant to answer the 
front door in style. Also, meanwhile, the 
house has developed a third entrance: the 
door or doors between house and garden. 
Family and friends, in actual American 
practice, go round the house, yoo-hoo 
once, and walk right in! So front and 


back door tend to be close together, or 


even become one. That quarter-million- 
dollar, four-room house I’ve mentioned 
had parking space for 20 cars. It didn’t 
bother to have a front door! In another 
house, the owner said: “We put this 
front door in for my mother-in-law. She 
thought it wasn’t right to step from the 
car through the garden right to the dinner 
table. But now even she never uses it.” 

The garage arrangements also are

door? Or why do as so many people do 





in practice—wigegle into the house from 
the garage through the kitchen? It means 
the stately front door is having to get 
practical and go to work. 

“We have just found out,” said a Texas 
builder, “that most people nowadays 
come and go in a machine called an auto- 
mobile.” He had combined carport and 
entrance door so the owners could drive 
up and leave their cars right at the front 


door. Made sense to me,

us that you could almost call it an Ameri- 
can instinct.

Now, with building 
costs at $15 a square foot or more, mod- 
ern Americans can’t help asking: how 
many hours-per-day of use will this space 
deliver? A dining room, at three hours a

“den,” etc. It is much more efficient to 
load up one big, glamorous room with 
different activities at different times.

At the same 
time, it gives the bedroom more hours- 
per-day of use! And what do you call 
such a room? Whatever you like.

And anyway, this one-big-room agrees

An American family keeps all the doors 


open anyway, and so converts any house 
into a one-room affair. European visitors 
notice this. They don’t like it. They find 
the American house spiritually drafty. 
But for Americans it makes sense. It ties 
in with a personality trait that is more 
highly developed and more highly val- 


the 


ability to get along with people, to “co- 


ued in America than elsewhere: 
operate” in groups where there is no 
clear-cut authority, to “adjust” to a social 
situation. This is a priceless ingredient 
in American politics; it’s highly valued 
by the big corporations; it keeps the eco- 
nomic system from getting too hard on 
little fellows. Well, in a house with all the 
doors always open, you need a lot of this 
whatever-it-is! And growing up in such 
a house, you're bound to develop a lot of 
it! So the house expresses a personality 
trait demanded by the times, and at the 


same time fosters it. 


The carpet on the ceiling 

This big room is a little different in 
feel and looks from what we’re used to. 
Here comes the servant again who isn’t 
there. The first time a husband has to 
help clean house, 100 to 1 he says: “We 
ought to have a floor that [ can wash 
down with a garden hose.” Well, people 
can talk through their hats only so long. 
Finally someone goes and does it. I saw 
one floor that actually does get hosed 
off: and many floors that were tough, 
waterproof, stainproof, child-proof, ciga- 
rette-proof, everything-proof. 

\nd the carpet? Don’t look now, but 
! think the carpet is going on the ceiling. 


People miss the sound-absorbing effect of 


a carpet. They discover that acoustics can 
make a room unrestful, irksome, public 
—or soothing, protective, private. With 
bare, hard floors and big glass areas, a 
room is likely to sound harsh. So now the 
ceiling is put to use. It is covered with 
sound-absorbing material. In one house 
I saw, a patch of such material on the 
ceiling was done in different color, and 
therefore acted carpet-like also for the 
eye—I mean, it put an accent on one part 
of the room. In another house, I saw 
actual carpeting (at least, actual textile 
material) laid on the ceiling, between the 
rafters! In still another, the top part of 
the walls was padded with a thick, quilted 
material — I’m not sure I liked the looks 
of it, but I liked the sound. In two houses. 
the architect, to get a ceiling of the right 
color, texture, and sound, had invented 


and manufactured his own material. 





That's how seriously people take this 
sound-control angle. It is of course espe- 
cially important for the all-in-one room 
—in fact, sound-control as another “gad- 
get” added to our gadget-laden house 
may make possible a much higher utiliza- 
tion of space. 

And that may be important because— 
hold on to your hat—it looks as if we 
might want to do our cooking in the liv- 


ing room! 


No kitchen 

This is the prize example of how the 
house follows the times. Our present 
standard kitchen is itself a follow-up. Go 
back to 1900 or so. Doctors have just 
proved, in one of the great bursts of 
Science, that “bugs” —bacteria, viruses, 
parasites — cause, or are, most of the 


dreaded diseases of the time. High-pow- 











ered antiseptic cleanliness is born. Efh- 
ciency experts, stop-watch in hand, have 
proved that men’s efforts go mostly into 
wasted steps, searching for tools, all sorts 
of fumbling. Henry Ford and others soon 
arrange factory work for easy reach, no 
waste of step, no lift, no stoop, no grunt, 
no fumble—and men’s productivity rises 
fantastically. Scientific industrial  efh- 
ciency is born. 

Of course, people had been clean be- 
fore 1900, and they had been efficient 
before. But those had been personal 
virtues. Now they became simply Modern 
Methods and driving ideas. And, sure 
enough, the lowly kitchen presently be- 
came as clean and white as a hospital 
laboratory; and as efficient as a factory. 

To millions of women all over the 
world, that is today’s ideal kitchen. Their 
only question: how to make it more-so. 
But times have changed. That kitchen is 
now obsolete. Because look who is the 
worker in this sanitary dinner-factory: 


why, Madame herself! 


How changing times can 
make a house ridiculous 

And that changes things. That’s how 
a change in the times can make a _per- 
fectly good house ridiculous. Running a 
house designed for servants in a servant- 
less time, a woman is forced, a dozen 
times a day, to perform a silly trick. She 
acts out the role of her own servant. She 
ducks out of sight, works the factory a 
while; then she pops back in. slightly 
flustered, and is the lady of leisure again. 
Just when her husband comes home from 
work, she’s being the cook. Just when she 
has company, she has to do her quick- 
change act extra often, and it is no fun. 

“Why bother?” people are now begin- 
ning to say. The “company” at their own 
house have no servants either! Why not 
take out the kitchen wall, talk to people 
while you cook, and generally relax? 
Fact is, for all our big talk about Ameri- 
can womanhood, we’re putting the Amer- 
ican woman right back into the kitchen. 
And the problem now is how to make the 


kitchen a place fit to be in. In the houses 


that lead the parade now, that’s being 
done. The kitchen is drawn into the rest 
of the house and becomes a “Living 


Kitchen.” 


A kitchen with a view 
This “Living Kitchen” means more 
than merely to knock out a wall. The 


cooking area has a view; it is not only 


part of the living room, but also borders 
on the porch or terrace. [dea—to let the 
housewife come back from exile, let her 
cook leisurely and at the same time talk 
with her guests and/or watch her chil- 
dren. This topsy-turvies conventional 
floor plans which separate “Service” 
from “Living” section. 

The kitchen part of this living kitchen 
also changes. Those hospital-white refrig- 
erators, cabinets, ranges look wrong in 
living quarters, and must take on the 
colors and appearances fit for a living 
room. The industry, sensing a trend, has 
begun to make equipment in colors. Or 
people paint their own. Electric inciner- 
ator, mechanical garbage disposal, dish- 
washer, etc., everything that reduces 
messiness, now becomes vital equipment. 
Crucial is the exhaust fan that takes cook- 
ing odors off before they spread through 
the room. (It works if the intake is close 
enough to the spot.) Best anti-mess equip- 
ment of all is, of course, the American 
food industry, which today delivers 
meats, poultry, fish, vegetables all cleaned 
and cut and ready for the pot. (In such 
ways, too, the house is part and parcel of 
its time.) But even so, the cooking area 
needs a boundary that stops the eye and 
keeps junior’s ball from falling into the 
soup. This is usually a counter, also used 
for serving quick meals with least fuss. 
So after X decades. the efficiency of the

BY cvioat earden design, like American life in gen-

handsome trees are raised on speculation, and thanks to the 
facilities for handling, transporting, and transplanting them, 
you can have your garden, fully grown, in time for you 
to enjoy it before the end of this summer. The Rausch resi- 
dence shown on these pages proves it. Landscape architect 
and nursery industry worked together. Result: The bare plot 
(above) is now the rich, mature garden (right) after only 
six months. They brought in the planting as you see it. 

We, who want things immediately, if not sooner, can now 
have it if we apply this new concept of gardening. Keep in 
mind these factors: Big plants are scarce and they must be 
moved with large, heavy balls of soil around their roots. 
Economical trucking distance should be considered, so select 
your plants from what is available. 

Big plants are costly, but using them needn't be. One large, 
handsome, $100 broadleaf evergreen can replace a row of ten 
small, undistinguished $10 junipers or arbor vitae. Upkeep 
cost, too, is about the same whether you start with babies 
or big specimens. The former require much time for pruning 
and training; the latter must be pampered to make them like 
their new home. Each must be fed, watered, sprayed. But, 
above all, you enjoy your garden immediately, if you plan 


your planting this new way.

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The freezer is making as important changes in our lives as did central heating 


and running hot water. A properly stocked freezer takes you into the next America—NOW 


Ouse evening as I sat chatting with one of my cus- 
tomers (I run a restaurant in my spare time), we gol 
to talking about freezers. She mentioned that her big 
new freezer was practically empty except for a few wild 
ducks. Then the talk drifted to her family and how difh- 
cult it was for her to keep preparing foods for her two 
children and the friends they were always bringing in. 
I began expounding on one of my pet subjects—the 
benefits to be derived from the proper use of a freezer. 
She seemed so amazed and interested that I realized 
people haven't yet caught on to what a freezer can really 
do for them. 

It apparently hadn’t occurred to this young woman 
that the freezing of cooked foods is one of the simplest 
ways to have a variety of foods ready to eat virtually at 
a moment’s notice. I told her how I stock the large 


reach-in freezer in my own home and save work and 


wo 


meal-planning worry for everyone at the same time. 

I have several varieties of soup ready to use at a mo- 
ment’s notice. We make and freeze about 25 pints of 
consommé at a time, which I put up in small ice cream 
cartons. Another time we will make a batch of Boula 
Boula Soup, which is a combination of split pea and 
ereen turtle. Another time we'll go into a production on 
chicken soup or crab gumbo. These are all put up in 
small cartons, labeled and frozen.

The point cannot be made too 
often, because too many artists 
and critics and teachers and_ pa- 
trons will not realize what it 
means: The American idea of cul- 
ture is democratic. We demand, for 
every man and woman and child, 
liberal access to what is beautiful 
and true. That is good but not 
enough. We demand also the right 
and the opportunity for everyone to 
share in the actual creation of his 
own culture, because that is where 
he will find and develop his best 
self. 

In our closer concerns, in all the 
questions of where and how we 


| shall live, what we shall hang on 


our walls, how our furniture and 
utensils shall be designed, in these 
problems the most serious issues 
of American will be 
exemplified and worked out. As 
Emerson. said, beauty and honesty 
ccunt in everything we do and ev- 
erything we make or choose. or 
they do not count enough. And the 
freedom of the individual, to choose 
and create and learn from his own 


civilization 


experience, counts at home as much 
as anywhere. In fact, the arts of the 
home are those influences and ac- 
tivities in which we are at the same 
time most vulnerable and most un- 
suspicious. 

We do not suspect political or 
ideological invasion of our homes 
by way of design or decoration. 
Yet it is indeed possible. If we do 
stop to consider that possibility, we 
see that our values could be cor- 
rupted most easily in this inner 


circle of experience. The field of 
domestic architecture itself now 
provides a major example of the 
issues at stake. We would expect 
the question to be phrased, “What 
kinds of homes do we want?” But 
it might better suggest the prob- 
lems involved if we put it this way, 
“What kinds of homes are we go- 
ing to get?” The eternal vigilance 
which has always been the price of 
freedom is needed now on many 
fronts; in politics, in international 
affairs, in the protection of science 
and thought and liberal independ- 
ence. The claws of suppression are 
never drawn back very far into 
their sheaths. Of all that, we hear 
enough to keep us watchful. If we 


are watchful, we can see in the 


field of design the same encroach- 
ments of an unorganized but perva- 
sive and skilled conspiracy against 
individual choice, by calling it 
“anarchy,” against fitting design to 
purpose, by calling it “outmoded 
functionalism,” against honest serv- 
iceability, by calling it “comfort- 
ism” (as though we should be 
ashamed to be 
There is evidence of concerted at- 
tempts against even common sense 
and reason. 

To discover these tendencies in 
some writings about modern design, 
and in the meaning which some 
modern architects and designers 
try to put into their work, is not 
to pass any general judgment on 
modern design itself. It may be 
good or bad, insinuatingly corrupt 
or daringly honest, ugly or beauti- 
ful, fitted to its purpose or merely 
capricious. Such qualities can be 
found in any object made by the 
hands of men and women, no mat- 
ter what their age or origin. 

There can be no objection, on the 
grounds of inherent ideas, to a de- 
sign by which an object—whether

which is our garden—sometimes it 
may have a roof, or part of a roof 
—works for the family about 
every way the house does. People 
eat, rest, play, talk, entertain, and 
even sleep in this new kind of liv- 
ing-garden. Modern gardens can be 
exciting, stimulating places, as 
here, or peaceful, quiet, and sooth- 
ing. You can have any kind you 
want. Often the best landscape 
architects design a garden to con- 
trast with the mood of the house; 
if the house has a busy architec- 
ture, they plan a quiet garden, and 
vice versa. Garden and house should 
not compete—they should comple- 
ment each other. Let’s look at what 
the new kind of garden is not. 


1. It’s not primarily for plants any 
more—their convenience, comfort 
and display. Today gardens are for 
people. Plants are used for struc- 
ture and decoration where non-liv- 
ing material wouldn’t be as useful. 


It’s not a horticultural - collec- 
tion. Now only those varieties are 
used which get along with mini- 
mum upkeep. Modern designers. 
too, limit the number of varieties 
in keeping with today’s desire for 
quiet simplicity. 


3. It’s not primarily a setting for 
the house, greenery to soften archi- 


tectural lines. Today’s garden is’ 


actually a part of the house itself. 
Living extends from lot line to lot 
line. So the garden is designed with 
the house, not as added “decora- 
tion.” The garden is planned from 
the house out, not as foundation 
greens to be viewed from the street. 


4. It’s not space exposed to the 
neighbor’s view. Today’s garden is 
completely private, screened off 
from neighboring eyes and ears. 


5. It’s not a place apart. mostly to 
be visited or toured by company. 
Instead, the garden is an integral 
part of daily living. 


6. It’s not necessarily a hobby, or 
spare-time busy work. It is no more 
necessary that the owner enjoy the 
physical work involved in having a 
garden than that a gourmet need 
love washing dishes. 


It’s not over-ornamented or os- 
tentatious. There’s no carpet bed- 
ding. no packing in of sculpture, 
few yellow or blue specimen trees, 
and no bizarre plants. 


8. It’s not complicated in design. 
Today’s garden is simple—bold 
lines, strong textures, simple colors.

we put the pastries in small card- 
board boxes, wrapped them in lock- 
er paper, labeled them, and put 
them in the freezer. The chicken 
we put in a flock of plastic con- 
tainers and put them in the freezer 
too. Now, when we want a nice 
chocolate eclair, all we have to 
do is reach in and pick out what 
we want and let it thaw for a few 
minutes and it’s just as fresh and 
tasty as the day it was bought. 

One thing about frosted pastries 
or cakes: They'll thaw out better 
if you let them do it slowly in the 
refrigerator. It takes a little longer 
but they won’t sweat so much. 

We buy those super-duper cakes 
from Blum’s, iced and filled with 
flavored whipped cream, and freeze 
them. So we always have birthday 
and anniversary cakes on hand for 
special occasions. You can freeze 
fancy sugar icings, but the whipped 
cream looks festive, and the cakes 
thaw out perfectly. 

And while we’re on the subject 
of cakes, let’s consider other baked 
goods. Cooky makers just miss the 
boat completely by not freezing 
cooky dough. Ice box cookies, made 
into rolls the size you want can be 
wrapped and frozen. Then when 
you want to make cookies you just 
thaw out what you want, slice 
and bake them. You'll have even 
better results than if you made 
them fresh. Other types of cookies, 
the kinds you roll out and cut with 
cutters, can be similarly handled. 

Yeast breads and baking powder 
biscuits also take to the freezer. 
them thaw them 
thoroughly and let them stand in a 


Freeze raw,

a hot oven, or freeze them baked 
and just heat them again. 

Bread is another thing that can 
be frozen to, advantage and you'll 
always have fresh bread on hand. 
For instance, we like a whole grain 
bread that the Sir Francis Drake 
Hotel bakery makes. It’s a lovely 
loaf of bread made of stone-ground 
whole grain wheat. But to go over 
to San Francisco every few days 
for bread is a lot of trouble. so 
I buy a dozen at a time and put 
them up individually in bags made 
especially for freezing and we al- 
ways have a variety of fresh bread 
on hand at all times.

through the windows. The over-all effect of such a 
room is just space, somehow bounded by structure, 
somehow warmed, ventilated, lighted. 

And somehow, it’s remarkably pleasant to be in. 
It was here that the houses I saw were at their best 
and the best ones I saw gave me a lift, seen from 
the inside out, rather than the outside in. In fact, 
they seemed to be designed that way. Which is fair 
enough. The guy who paid for the house is inside. 


How glass makes sense 


One thing this architecture does for you—it takes 
the cooped-up feeling out of the indoors. This is 
done mostly by glass. As the American house gets 
smaller, its windows grow until they become out- 
right glass walls. You can see the economic sense in 
that. As space becomes more expensive and harder 
to get, people value it more; and they also like 
anything that gives the feeling of space or the ad- 
vantages of space without the cost. A glass wall 
stops your feet but not your eye, and makes the 
whole outdoors, in most respects, part of your 
room. 

To wash out the line between indoors and out- 
doors still more, a modern American architect uses 
a skill that is almost cunning, like the trickery of 
the stage illusionist. Only here, the magician, in- 
stead of sawing a girl in two, does a merging job. 
He makes indoors and outdoors one. Here are some 
of the tricks he uses. 





Trick: The floor of the room continues outside, 


beyond the glass wall, as a terrace. The same with 
the color and pattern of the ceiling. It also contin- 
ues outdoors, as the underside of an overhang-roof. 
That way the glass itself is so played down that it 
becomes practically invisible. In one house I saw, 
this trick had worked too well. They had to put a 
strip of something-or-other on the glass so people 
wouldn’t try to walk right through it. 

Another trick: Indoors becomes outdoors by easy 
stages—first, a living room with glass wall; then 
a porch; then a piece of outdoors screened-in all 
around and overhead against mosquitoes. 

Trick: The roof peters out gradually; turns into 
louvers or into latticework that gives a half-shade, 
and is covered with glass against rain; then into 
latticework without glass; then into nothing. 

Trick: The roof is pulled way out over part of 
the garden; it sort of surrounds the trunks of some 
near-by trees. Seen from the outside, trees seem to 
grow right out of the house. 

Now a note on decorating—colors, patterns, style. 
“Taste” is not my field. My field is “Sense.” But

there is always a factor of sense in the taste of a 
time. In these new houses, with space so highly val- 
ued, it makes sense to prefer furniture that is light 
and airy—a chair that does not completely fill out 
all the space it occupies; a table that can stand 
against a glass wall and still not block the eye 
And with the outdoors looking in through all that 


glass, it makes sense to do your interiors in the 





colors and patterns of nature—the greens and 


browns of trees, the grays of rocks. 


Outside, too, these houses are natural. They hug 
the hillside, nestle under trees, and are protectively 
colored to blend into the landscape. This, too, makes 
sense against the background of our time. There 
was a time when the white of the New England 
house had a proud meaning: “Here I am,” it said, 
“white despite the mud of farming, a work of man 
where yesterday was howling wilderness.” Perhaps 
even it said: “Here I am, pure white, to show how 
the soul of man should keep itself.” Today. differ- 
ent things are on people’s minds. Nature—we’ve got 
her licked; but too much for our own comfort. Our 
problem now is not to get too far away from her. 

That’s how this kind of modern house differs from 
the “International” modern house imported from 
Germany. That sort of modern house sits in the land: 
scape, and among ordinary American houses, like a 
strange foreign body. This kind of modern house, 
home-grown, fits in anywhere. I’ve seen one sit on 
the coast of Maine, near typical New England 
houses. There was no clash. It seemed to be just 
another rock. 

In the garden, it works out a little differently— 
this balance between nature and civilization. Most 
people’s dream-garden today is nothing but nature, 
only manicured, and plenty of it—three acres at 
least, and better ten. Of course it’s no go. The eco- 
nomics of building keeps forcing our houses closer 
together, and gardens are shrinking. In down-to- 
earth American speech, the garden has always been 
The Yard. A yard it becomes. You remember the 
one about the New York playwright who bought 
himself a farm. “And now.” he asked his Broadway 
friends, “what do I do with it?” 

“Pave it,” they said. 

This must have been a sound idea. It is exactly 
what people are now doing in those new gardens. 
The manicuring of even a small piece of nature is 
too much work and costs too much. It was all right 
for such times and people as had gardeners. Also, if 
the piece of nature gets too small it ceases to be real 
nature anyway. So, much of the garden is paved or 


graveled. (“Put under permanent control,” is the 
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elegant way to say that.) The rest has some lawn, 
some ground-cover that needs less attention. There 
are fewer flowers, a few shrubs and trees—tokens of 
nature, rather than raw nature herself. The whole 
thing looks a bit empty and sparse at first. It also 
looks rather Japanese and strange. Then you catch 
on. The garden has become an entirely different sort 
of thing. It’s not to look at, but to live in. It’s fur- 
nished for living. with outdoor chairs and tables and 
everything, perhaps an outdoor fireplace, perhaps 
radiant heat in the terrace paving. It’s an outdoor 
living room. 

From a dollars-and-cents viewpoint, this living- 
garden is a lot of cheap living space added to the 
very expensive space of the house. (Good climate 


control, i.e., clever management of sun and wind 


EN PF OES Rr gee es ee 
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angles. makes outdoor living possible in any region 
of the U. S.. for many more months than most peo- 
ple realize.) From a nature viewpoint, this slightly 
over-civilized living-garden mixes more nature into 
the slightly de-natured American living than would 
a more natural garden in which you would spend 

| less time. 


But the thing that really makes the garden a liy- 


ing-garden is that it has a fence all around it. 


The rise of the fence 


| That’s one of the most important changes to re- 
port: The rise of the fence. And I do mean rise. 
These are no cute little picket fences that neighbors 
can lean on, talk across. and look through. They are 
almost “spite fences.” They are high and solid. They 
keep out sounds, chilling winds, people, dogs. dust. 
They keep children and dogs in. And, most impor- 
tant, they keep out everybody’s eyes. 

This runs of course head-on into an American 
tradition. The foreigner notices it just as soon as 
he can get his eyes off the skyscrapers and the girls. 


No fences. It makes a lovely picture, especially in 


the wealthier section of town. with larger lots. And 
it seems somehow democratic. It seems to say, “I am 
not setting myself apart from you-all.” 

But the fence makes sense now. Houses are close!

together. New nuisances have come up. You need 
protection against braying radios, glaring head- 
lights, blaring car horns. Besides, there’s all that 
glass. It’s an essential part of the new house, as ex- 
plained. But what if it puts you on exhibition? 

But it goes deeper than that. The fence creates 
a small private world around you and yours. Today, 
that is exactly what communists and bureaucrats 
and authoritarians want to destroy: the private 
sphere around the person. Everything in a man’s 
affairs, everything in his mind is to be open to soci- 
ety’s inspection and control. To this idea, most 
Americans say No. So, that plain wooden board 
fence around a house now has a lot of meaning that 
it might not have had in other times. 

It has the most meaning where a thousand same- 
looking houses are built close together in one mass- 
production operation. Mass-production of houses 
like that is one of the great new things in America. 
It means America now does for the house what she 
did long ago for the automobile—makes it for all. 
But the mass effect can be overwhelming. You 
think: Is this, then, what we really are? Are we no 
longer persons, but just numbers, lined up like this, 
standardized, faceless, just “personnel”? 

With fences it’s different—diflerent to look at, 
different to live in. I was in a $7,500 house standing 
on perhaps one-fifth of an acre. With its fenced-in 
yards, it had more privacy than my rented Connecti- 
cut house has on four acres. I thought: “You could 
live here. What more do you really want?” 

And what about the attic and the basement? Go- 


ing, going, gone! The new house stands on a con- 
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crete slab that is poured directly on the ground. In 
winter, the concrete itself is mildly heated and acts 
as a radiant heating panel for the whole house. In- 
sulation keeps heat from going to waste out edge- 
wise. Heat that escapes downward into the ground 
does not go to waste; it warms up the underground, 
and in the long run makes the house easier to heat. 

Storage space? Architects say it can be built 
more cheaply above ground. That’s what they say. 
What they really mean is any kind of space is too 
expensive for storing a lot of the junk that clutters 
up basements, attics, and lives. That ugly old lamp! 
Don’t build a room around it; throw it away! It’s 
cheaper. 

As for the attic, that big old hollow space atop 
the house would be too costly. The new American 
formula calls for a low-pitched roof, a “shed” roof,

or even a flat one. Where the climate permits, the 
roof is, at the same time, the ceiling of the rooms 
below—no attic space at all, but instead an exhaust 
fan, a layer of insulation—and a white roof. A 
white roof heats up much less in summer, and is 
just as warm in winter. It has long been standard in 
Florida; it is popular in California. (Sometimes a 
very light gray is preferred for its more natural 
look.) It is now beginning to show up everywhere 


and may be standard in another decade. 


Summing up 


So there you have the Next American House, as 
I saw it. I liked it; because I saw the sense of it. 
But this is not a report on what I liked, or what I 
think you ought to like. It’s simply a report on 
what’s cooking. 

Let me make this clear. so as not to sell you a 
bill of goods. I have described a certain type of 
house. Most houses now going up are not of that 
type. My point is: Wherever you find a house that’s 
new and different, this is the way in which it differs, 
almost every time. And even the great mass of cur- 
rent building, with its “Ranch House,” its “Picture 
Window,” its “Breakfast Nook” in the kitchen, 
strives in this direction, however timidly. Also, I 
found many houses more advanced inside than out. 
The outside had been kept conventional to appease 
mothers-in-law, local building codes, neighborhood 
opinion, the mortgage people. The most cunning 
indoor-outdoor transition job I know is hidden be- 
hind a 1910-looking front. 

Again, few even of the new houses have all the 
features I’ve described. Few have “Living Kitchens” 
or “Dining Kitchens.” but my point is that it’s sur- 
prising how many houses do have such kitchens, 
considéring how odd. not to say offensive, the idea 
of “eating in the kitchen” is to most people’s up- 
bringing. Not all are single-story; not all are small; 
by no means are all servantless. My point is that 
those are the trends. 

And, finally, even when houses conform to this

the houses of any period, they can be beautiful and 
often are ugly. I’ve seen them graceful and light, 
and also solid and severe. I’ve also seen many of 
them botched, usually by facing their glass in the 
wrong direction. I’ve seen them done as Bohemian 
shacks, as luxurious rich men’s residences, as love 
nests, and as regular just plain family houses. 

The new house can be as much your house as the 
old one ever was. My point is: at any period, houses 
have been designed for and by the time and civili-

I use the “wheel” accessory for 
veal chops and liver.

In Holland the Cubist movement 
yecame known as de Stijl, an or- 
canized group that included Mon- 


drian, painter; Oud, architect; and 
van Doesburg, artist and architect. 
Mondrian had the dominant influ- 
ence on the group’s esthetic theory. 
He carried Picasso’s Cubism one 
step further in a purely abstract 
direction—he painted endlessly in 
flat rectangles within rectangles, 
calculatedly off-center, using only 
a few primary colors. 

In 1922 van Doesburg organized 
a section of de Stijl in the Ger- 
man school, Bauhaus, and inflicted 
it forevermore with the Mondrian 
scheme of composition and form. 
Thus today, former directors of the 
Bauhaus, Mies van der 
Rohe and Walter Gropius, are in-

ern design is still function—despite 
the dictates of the hair-shirt school.

This 
principle, first expressed clearly by 
Horatio Greenough in the 1880’s 
and developed by Louis Sullivan 
and Frank Lloyd. Wright, is the key- 
stone of American architecture and 
design. According to this principle, 
the form of a chair, for instance, is 
judged in these terms: How does 
it carry your weight and at what 
points; how do the arms feel under 
your arms, its back against your 
pack, and so on? 

The second standard of good 
nodern design involves structure: 
strength and nature of materials 
ised, economy and honesty of con- 
struction, durability and ease of 
maintenance, and similar concerns. 

Finally, the third standard: 

peauty. Actually, if we accept the 
srinciple of “form follows func- 
ion,” we are a long way toward 
igreement on what constitutes 
yeauty. For example, the points 
udged beautiful in a race horse 
ire also those that make it a fast 
ace horse. Thus, a house that per- 
orms well and is well built may 
ndeed be beautiful (as well as 
unctional), because originality 
merges in the happy solution of 
Il problems. 
In nature, the question of what 
s beautiful is fairly quickly re- 
olved. A beautiful plant is always 
healthy, structurally sound plant. 
jimilarly with birds or animals. 
Natural forms are always evalu- 
ted in terms of their function or 
yurpose. It is unlikely that there 
re bad forms in nature, for they 
uffer the most effective of criti- 
isms: They don’t survive. 

But somehow bad design sur- 
ives in the market place, even if 
: doesn’t in the jungle. Somehow 
nan can be carried away by the 
mptiest and most fraudulent of 
nings, if three things happen: if 


ment, if he depends on: the wrong 
people for advice, and if irrespon- 
sible editors and publicists lose 
their own sense of responsibility 
and promote bad design. 


International Stylists and Bau- 
haus designers have had beyond a 
doubt the best publicists in the 
market place. They promise more 
and perform less than any school 
of design in history. They say, 
“You sacrifice comfort in 
order to achieve serenity.” And 
what is their serenity? Sitting in 
the middle of an empty room sur- 
rounded by glass walls.

Once people close their ears to 
the ecstatic gibberish they now 
hear in favor of the bad modern 
furniture and worse modern archi- 
tecture, and open their eyes to the 
truth, then the reign of error will 
be over. Let people but judge this 
type of design in these terms (and 
ignore the lyrical language of their 
sponsors). (1) Does it perform the 
way I want it to? (2) Will it hold 
up under normal usage? (3) Do I 
really think it is beautiful? 

Once furniture and architecture 
are so judged, the age of reason, 
beauty, and comfort i.e., the Next 
America, will be with us. 

You can have comfort and per- 
formance and beauty, if you trust 
your own common sense and apply 
free and independent taste. After 
all, what is the alternative to trust- 
ing yourself? Trusting someone 
else. And if he perversely suggests 
something you would normally re- 
ject: an unsittable chair, an un- 
livable house, an inhuman philoso- 
phy, where are you then? If you 
don’t take his advice, you are back 
on your own. If you take his ad- 
vice, you suffer the consequences 
of his choice and not your own. 
Freedom, your own freedom of 
choice—and its consequences—is 
the only road to personal growth. 
Your reason, your common sense, 
is the finest instrument you possess 
for living. 

Don’t let them take it away.

n this age of speed we concen- 
trate so hard on getting some- 
where that too often we forget to 
notice where we are. But despite 
our constant preoccupation with 
what Bertrand Russell has aptly 
called the “next thing.” we can 
take time out to stop, look, and 
enjoy. 

The things close at hand, ob- 
served and loved, can become a 
reservoir of memories upon which 
self-enrichment builds and grows. 
Wordsworth wrote of just this kind 
of enrichment in his poem about 
the daffodils: 

“I gazed—and gazed—but little thought 
What wealth the show to me had 
brought.” 

Wealth is a good word to use, 
for it describes the real rewards 
we can gain when we invest our 
interest and attention in the things 
around us. This, after all, is what 
personal enrichment really is. 

\otion pictures, so often used 
as a substitute for experience, can 
also Jead to an enrichment of ex- 
perience.

The long-pent desire for enrichment in all phases of 
life—art, food, furniture—is now overwhelming in its 
insistence. It is sweeping into a dusty corner of history 
that cliquish school of austere modern which likes the 
stripped-down, clinical look, whose leaders have now 
gone from the avant-garde to the rear guard, because the 
world would not stand still and suffer along with them. 
This new age is the age of the beautiful and the prac- 
tical. The new challenge to our designers is to make use- 
ful things more beautiful without sacrificing usefulness. 
It is the sort of challenge they have always welcomed, 


and, as the wish for beauty-plus-performance becomes

more vivid, they are responding with an imaginative 
richness hitherto seen almost solely in the organic 
design of our architecture. (See the house opposite. ) 

In this house, designed by Architect Harwell Harris, 
beauty of form stems from the structure itself. Decora- 
tive detail is integral with the construction. Pattern is 
created by exposed beams, by the rhythm of shadows 
made by boards and battens. The house seems to grow 
from the ground with the natural splendor of a great 
oak. Every part belongs to the whole, like leaves to a 
branch and the branch to the tree. Like a tree, every part 


is necessary to its structure and the life within.

Here are organic beauty and integral ornament at 
their best. And integral ornament, as Frank Lloyd 
Wright has explained, “is simply structure-pattern made 
vistbly articulate and seen in the building as it is seen in 
the structure of the trees or a lily in the fields. It is the 
expression of inner rhythm of form.” 

Such integral ornament occurs in all organic design 
and is currently the main source of beauty in modern 
furniture as well as architecture. [t is in the smooth 
line of an arm rest as it is in the sweep of an over- 
hanging roof. It is in the configuration of a well-laid 


stone wall or the visible (Please turn the page) 
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A perfect expression of organic beauty, this house 
designed by Architect Harwell Harris vividly 
illustrates Kant’s famous remark, “A work 

of art must look like nature, although we know it 

is art.’ Here beauty is integral with 

the building and in the nature of the materials; 
pattern is created by structural members themselves— 


exposed roof beams, rhythmic boards and battens. 
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The trend to enrichment continued 


dovetailing of a finely-worked cabinet. It is in the 


burnished brass legs and hinges of a chest; in the’ 


molded, sculptural grace of wooden supports; in the 
rhythmical spindles of a sofa. There is no attempt to de- 
ceive the eye: Pattern results from the honest expres- 
sion of the structural members. There is a marriage of 
sense and sensibility. The mind informs the eye that 
beauty is part of the performance. 

And as important as structural pattern in organic de- 
sien is the ornamental beauty of materials themselves: 
the lively grains and contrasting textures of wood and 
stone, brick and glass. The play of roughly woven fab- 
rics against polished wood, translucent plastics staining 
the white radiance of the sun, the coolness of linen and 
the warmth of wool. From the forest alone comes a lux- 
ury of ornament: the honey tone of maple, the wild 
grain of birch, the mellowness of butter-nut, the purple- 
brown of rosewood, the near-black of ebony, the rich

With exciting freshness and daring our designers are 
contrasting the sparkle of metallics with the dull mat 
finish of other materials: gold and copper flecks in wall- 
papers, rugs, and fabrics, bright brass in the new 
wood furniture. 

And now some of our finest artisans and artists, 
somewhat in the nature of revolt against the over- 
emphasis on functionalism from which design is slowly 
emerging, are going beyond structural ornament toward 
surface ornament with such things as inlay or marque- 
try (see pages 154 to 156.) Here the public at large 
is unquestionably way ahead of them and rather im- 
patiently waiting for them to catch up. The public is 
ahead, of course, because it remained behind during 
the first half of our century when ornament was “‘out- 
lawed.” Thus, many people may be bewildered by this 
report that enrichment is being reborn. They never knew 
it died! 

Too many designers today carry the burden of their 
20th-century heritage: They tend to view with extreme 


distrust any modern attempt to apply surface ornament

or decoration, even though they are privately delighted 
with the surface enrichment of the antique furniture 
which they use in their own homes. 

The public, however, unplagued by this dilemma, 
simply wants the most beautiful and practical things 
it can get and the devil take the dogmas! So, people 
buy the best of today, the best of yesterday, and thus 
arrive at the best of all possible worlds. 

Karly 20th-century functionalism (let us say it 
quickly and get it over with) was a necessary, if nega- 
tive, moment in the long history of design. It helped 
rid our homes of dusty, vulgar, ornate, Victorian what- 
nots that had neither use nor integral beauty. It helped 
rid us of sentimental prejudices. But more absurd 
than remaining Victorian would be our remaining 
forever in the negative, as does one school of stark 
modernism, which has substituted its own set of pretu- 
dices it helped abolish. (This school persists in the 
clinical look, which, incidentally, is no more functional 


than it is beautiful—and it is decidely not beautiful. )

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New riches on your table 


By Sara Little 


A: more and more people discover the 
delights of a rich variety of visual effects, 
the old problem of matching everything on 
the table begins to seem unimportant. In the 
place settings on the opposite page, for 
instance, you will realize the rewards of a 
counterplay of colors, textures, patterns. 
Often a pattern increases our appreciation 
of a simple form. The goblet at the right, for 
instance, is definitely enhanced by its simple 
spiral. When you look into the glass you 
seem to see movement which lends enchant- 
ment to the water. The cup and saucer are 
plain in color, exciting in texture, with a 
contrast between the modeled surface of the 
cup and the linen-like texture of the saucer. 
Opalescent knobs give the simple square plate 
a quality of lightness. Against a natural wood 
surface, it takes on a jewel-like character that 
an unornamented shape would not have. 
Imagine serving a clear consommé in the bowl 
below with its pattern that suggests cutwork 
embroidery. It would recall the delightful 
effect of chrysanthemums floating in a bowl 
of tea.

HOW A HOUSE CAN 


ENRICH THE LIFE WEEHIN 


By Harwell Hamilton Harris 


A good house is a very personal affair—how personal few people 
realize. For most people have never experienced life in a house 
that responds to and cradles their every movement and mood. Most 
people have experienced only the opposite—the hard task of adapt- 
ing themselves to some rubber-stamp apartment or a house built 
for someone else. So when the great time comes to build a housé 
for themselves, they don’t ask for enough. They don’t know how 
rich and wonderful a truly individual house can be. Experience in 
good living is like any other experience: Practice increases your 
ability and capacity for more. 

For a house that perfectly anticipates and aids your every 
movement and need must have the complexity, diversity, and rich- 
ness of life itself. Which is to say that architecture is more than a 
visual art. It operates through all the senses. Even in its role of 
fine art, it is a mixed art. Like all art. its purpose is to integrate 
life and encourage its full growth. 

For this reason, the start of a good house is with the discovery 
(and statement) of the nature of the particular life that the 
building is to support and direct. 

I would describe the perfect house for You, if I had the op- 
portunity to know your life. Since I don’t know your life, let me 
tell you about a house for a playwright. When you see how his 
life and habits are mirrored by his abode, you can get an inkling 
of how your own house should reflect the character and needs of 
the members of your family. 

The owner of this house is a bachelor. He works at home. His 
work requires periods of solitude and freedom from all distrac- 
tion. These periods of work are to be relieved with periods of 
relaxation, including those of a social nature. He has two distinct

bottled, or whatever. It means being lovingly aware of the 
intrinsic flavor, so you know how to bring it out—with 
herbs or with the surrounding dishes in the same menu. It 
means knowing when to hold back on seasoning and garni- 
tures, because you have got hold of a particularly fresh, 
full-flavored food. 

For example, it means that you don’t decide what you do 
with the strawberries you have bought until you taste them: 
If they are perfect, you serve them plain with sugar. If they 
are not so fine, you make them into a shortcake. If they are 
hardly acceptable, you stew them with rhubarb, or cook 
them in some way so it is the juice that counts, not their 
body and texture. In short, the modern epicure lets the 
quality of the food itself dictate the recipe and how it is to 


be used in the menu rather than vice versa.

Of course, the modern epicure uses some of the time- 
honored, yet so-easy tricks of the old-fashioned epicure: the 
well-dried, well-chilled, fresh salad greens coated with dress- 
ing because they have been tossed; the indispensable dash 
of freshly-ground pepper; the fragrant flurry of chives, the 
sprinkle of minced parsley, the dash of nutmeg or paprika. 

The modern epicure applies old principles to new prod-

One day in Paris, Gertrude Stein had remarked, 
“America is the oldest country in the world.” 

“Why?” I had asked. 

“Because,” she replied, ““America was the first 
to enter the 20th Century and slowly the rest of 
the world is following.”

As a foreign correspondent, I tested her observa- 
tions on many phases of European life. And I 
found it true many times. 

America leads the world. I say it with some 
pride but also with considerable objectivity. I 
am only repeating what the English themselves are

Figaro. American novels are not simply best-sell- 
ers in Europe; they are also the finest written. 
Young American painters show some of the fresh- 
est talent on the Left Bank.

But America leads the world much more pro- 
foundly than I had suspected. For months I have 
been traveling back and forth across the continent 
that is our country and what I have found points to 
one tremendously significant conclusion: First to 
meet the 20th Century, America is first to master 
20th-century life.

concluded it is a particularly fine example of a 


bad modern house. Now see what you think. 

Dr. Edith Farnsworth, a cultured, highly in- 
telligent physician, currently Assistant Professor 
of Medicine at Northwestern University Medical 
School, had gone to Mies van der Rohe for a week- 
end house. Recently it was finished. It is, as you 
can see, a one-story, open-plan affair with all four 
sides made of clear, unshaded glass. It is poised in 
the middle of a small field like a fishbowl or, 
better, like an emptied aquarium on a steel stand 
(boaters and campers, on the side of the house 
away from the camera, are not far off). It has 
cost Dr. Farnsworth about $73,000 so far.

A dehumidifier and germicidal lamp can accomplish wonders 


fe your basement seemed a mixed blessing? When 
you need its coolness most, it drips with condensation 
and smells slightly spoiled. When you use it as a store- 
room, your possessions are attacked by rust, rot, or 
mildew. But don’t write it off as necessarily gloomy, 
damp, and smelly. There are lots of things you can do. 

You've seen on the preceding two pages how to turn 
a gloomy basement into a sunny, open room. But even 
without complicated remodeling you can get rid of 
dampness and smells, and make it seem cooler in sura- 
mer and completely livable the year around. 

There are two main steps: First, “dry” the air with 
a dehumidifier. Then, get rid of the odors with a germi- 
cidal lamp. Of course you must keep the basement 


windows closed if you use a dehumidifier, or it will be 


as hopeless as trying to empty the ocean with a sieve. 

Take the steps in that order. Maybe the first will 
solve your basement problem. If you have to take both, 
they won’t be costly in terms of the comfort and living 
space you gain. Dehumidifiers cost as little as $20 for 
chemical types, $145 on an average for electrical units. 
Germicidal lamp fixtures for odor removal are priced 
at about $10. There’s no installation charge for any 
of this equipment, servicing is rare, and operating 
costs are low. 

Keeping the windows closed in your basement all 
summer helps keep out the warm, moist air that makes 
trouble. This air is heavy with invisible water vapor 
and when that wet air touches the cool walls of the base- 


ment, beads of water form (Please turn to page 247)

Do you really know your summer weather? In their 
report on ventilation on which this article is based, the 
research people talk as if the wind always came from 
the same direction. Well, it just about does! 

The really oppressive hot summer weather of any 
place always comes with a certain wind. In fact, it is 
this wind that makes the weather so hot! At least, this 
is so in that part of the U.S. that has moist-hot summers. 
We get oppressive summer heat whenever the continent- 
wide weather situation starts feeding tropical sea air 
into the U.S.—from the Gulf of Mexico, the Caribbean, 
the waters around the Bahamas. The air comes to you, 
depending on where you live, as a south wind, or a south- 
east wind, or a southwest wind. You probably sometimes 
get another sort of hot weather that is accompanied by 
a northwest wind. Then the sky is very clear, the sun is 
very strong, and the thermometer may go very high. 
But that kind of summer heat is not so bad, because the 
air is dry, and because the nights are cool. What makes 
our eastern heat waves is the moist-warm-hazy heat that 
comes with a southerly wind. 

So, in talking about summer discomfort, in planning 
a house against summer heat. you really deal with a 
quite clear-cut problem. Check on me this summer! I bet 
you that nine out of ten of your really hot oppressive 
days are strictly alike. Every really hot day. the wind 
comes from the same direction; the sun shines from the 
same angles; the haze in the air is about the same. Even 
the time of day that clouds form and disappear, the time 
of day that the wind rises and dies down again, the time 
of night that it perhaps changes direction—all that is 
very much the same for all really hot days. 


\nd that is what makes ‘‘Climate Control” possible. 


If you just say, “We’ve got hot summers in this section 
of the country ... .” you are talking yourself into the 
idea “. . . and there’s nothing anybody can do about it.” 
But if you take a good hard look at that hot summer, it 
sort of falls to pieces. It turns out to consist of a sun 
at such-and-such an angle, and a wind from such-and- 
such a direction, and so on. And then you can shade 
off the sun and scoop in the wind. And presently your 
summer is much cooler! 

The same with a “cold winter,” a “long, sloppy win- 
ter.” “cold, foggy, ocean weather,” and all the rest. 

‘That’s Climate Control. 

From Bryan, Texas, where heat is Heat, comes some 
hot news about cooling breezes. Briefly, it’s this: you can 
now build a cool, well-ventilated house simply by follow- 
ing a few rules and avoiding a few common faults. And 
even in an existing house, you can get better hot-weather 
breeze by a few simple tricks with windows. 

All this has been discovered at Texas A. & M. That

the University of Wis- 
consin is another—that makes a special effort to be 
directly useful to the people of the state. Elsewhere, the 
monster, Science, may smash atoms and reach for the 
stars: here it is made to improve Texas cattle, Texas 
school buildings, Texas oil wells and water wells, and 
so on down to Texas houses. 

It was natural for William W. Caudill, Research Archi- 
tect, to start this research with ventilation. Summer heat 
is so fierce down there in the Gulf Coast plains, that 
breeze is the most important comfort factor. He and his 
associates worked mainly with the research tool of the 
airplane designer, the wind-tunnel. A model is exposed

streams. And so, under carefully controlled conditions, 
you can experiment with shapes and angles to your 
heart’s content. They also checked their results, of 
course, in full-scale houses. 

We'll report their findings in the order in which they 
can be most easily explained. This will result in a rather 
crazy mixture of ideas—now some trick you can use 
right now. even in a rented apartment, and now some 
rule that would mean building a new house from scratch. 
Well, never mind. It’s all worth knowing. 

Their first finding: The breeze through a room does 
not necessarily flow in a straight line from the “in” 
window to the “out” window. (By “in” window, I mean 
the window where the breeze comes in; or it may of 
course be a door or a louvered opening.) In many rooms 
the air flows sidewise-around in a curve. In even more 
rooms it goes high overhead. In either case it is likely 
to miss the people in the room. This strange behavior 
of air has to do with such factors as wind-direction, the 
size and shape of the walls, roof-overhang, plantings. 
It’s the kind of effect that is easy to explain once you 
know what it is—but very hard to predict.,The point is: 
the breeze is quite probably missing you, too, in your 
present house or apartment. Quite likely, you can make 
your summers much cooler simply by making sure that 
the breeze doesn’t miss you. How do you find out? 
Investigate the airflow with cigarette smoke. If the 
breeze goes around you, why—can’t you simply re- 
arrange the furniture?

overhead (the more frequent case), you'll have to do 
some more fundamental doctoring. Which I shall now 
explain. 

Their second finding: Just where the breeze goes in 
a room depends entirely on the location and design of 
the “in” window. The location of the “out” window— 
high or low, to one side or the other of the room—is 
much less important than everybody had thought. The 
“in” window has a strong directive effect upon the breeze 
in the room. So if the breeze misses the people, it’s the 
“in” window that must be doctored. 

Their third finding: Since it is so common for the 
breeze to cross a room too high, doing nobody any good, 
it follows that the “in” windows are commonly set too 
high. Of course, there are reasons. Main one: the window 
serves a triple purpose—to let in a breeze, to let people 
look out, and to put decent daylight on desks. kitchen 
counters, etc. For the first, you want your windows low, 
as just explained. And for the second, you want them 
middling because that gives the most pleasant view. For 
the third purpose, you want them high. So most windows 
are middling high. Of late, some architects have begun 
to divorce the three functions. They get working light 
by skylights, and breeze perhaps through louvered open- 
ings set below the window. You can see this is a good 
idea. At any rate, it is worth knowing that for summer 
coolness you want a low-set window, with a low sill-line. 
This is just opposite from popular thinking, which for 
hot climates favors high ceilings, with tall windows which 
very likely have a high sill line! 

But you can’t move your windows down in your 
present house or apartment. You may have trouble get- 
ting them low enough even in a new house. Therefore, 
you may want to try and make the breeze from the 
window blow downward a little. 

Their fourth finding deals with that: You can bring 

the breeze down by “deflector 
vanes.” Drawing shows this,

venetian blinds; or you can use the window glass itself 
as directional vanes. If you use wooden louvers or venetian 
blinds, you have one basic problem: to keep out sunshine, 
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sky glare, and possible showers, you want to turn them 
upward. But if you use them to bring down the breeze, 
you want them turned downward. 


This means that in the daytime you can’t do 


both at the same time: keep sun and sky-glare 

out and bring the breeze down. However, you 

can tilt your louvers down at night, in any case, 

and it’s at night that you need it the most, be- 

cause you want to force the breeze down to the 
level of the bed. 

About using the window itself as a louver, 

Caudill and company make an interesting point. 

Many types of window in commercial produc- 

tion today have some kind of directive effect— 

“casement” windows can deflect the breeze side- 

wise: “pivot” (or louver) windows deflect it 

downward—or can be set to do so. (See sketches 


at left.) Caudill says: don’t pick the window 


type just at random. Pick for each window or 





for each side of the house the type of window 
that does the job that needs to be done. Maybe on one 
side of the house you want to scoop the breeze sidewise 
into the rooms: use casement windows. On another side 
maybe you want to push the breeze downward: use a 
window type that will do that. It can very well be done 
by the “jalousie” type window, or glass louvers. Then 
there is the “awning” type: this window has many ad- 
vantages, but unfortunately deflects the air upward. One 
manufacturer now, in response to the Texas research, is 
developing an awning window that will swing out and 
finally up, thus becoming a down-deflector. Main idea: 
every type of window does something. Pick the type that 
does the right thing for that par- 


ticular room.

A revolution has taken place in the way 
people feed their gardens. For years the 
accepted procedure was to “stuff” the soil 
once a year with a giant dose of plant food— 
then hope enough would still be in the soil 
to meet the needs of the plants right up until 
the next year. House BreautiruL has been a 
pioneer in advising more frequent applica- 
tions of smaller amounts of plant food. (Five 
applications a year. Ed.) 

But this is only a minor shifting of method. 
I'd like to tell you about an entirely new 
way to feed plan:s—through their leaves. This 
is revolutionary. And it works. Plants thrive. 
They get a balanced diet—no waiting for 
chemicals to dissolve, or for soil bacteria to 
go to work. Absorption is literally instan- 
taneous. And the food quickly goes to all 
parts of the plants.

factory. She especially wanted 
nothing which could be called 
“Chinese Moderne.” 

This is, of course, an almost 
classic statement of the problem 
and the architects have met it with 
distinction. If you study the way 
they have used decorative screens, 
for instance, you will see that they 
are used as integral parts of the 
design, yet they never in any sense 
compromise the structural clarity 
of the rooms. They undoubtedly 
enrich the areas around them and 
they will be missed if they are ever 
removed. But the point is that they 
could be replaced with other ob- 
jects of equally good design—and 
no harm done. The same thing is 
true of the furniture. It is a genuine 
blending of old Chinese pieces and 
straightforward comfortable mod- 
ern pieces. They may not “match” 
in actuality, but they do in spirit. 

Obviously, the moral of this is 
that (1) modern houses need the 
enrichment of art as much as houses 
always have, perhaps even more. 
And (2) that good modern houses 
are hospitable to good art, old or 
new, Oriental or Occidental.

Here is the gentral idea. As air 
flows over and around a building 
(or around any other thing, like 
for instance the wing of an _air- 
plane), it sets up pressures on 
some places, suctions on others. (A 
suction on the rounded top-surface 
of the wing is mostly what holds 
an airplane up.) On the front of 
the house—I mean, the side that 
faces the wind—there is a pressure. 
On the sides of the house there 
may be suctions. On the back of 
the house there is usually also suc- 
tion. Now, if you can locate your 
“out” windows in places with extra- 
strong suction, you'll get extra 
breeze through the house! 

Interesting point: strong suction 
areas are quite likely to be on the 
side of the house. ‘“Cross-ventila- 
tion,” therefore, does not neces- 
sarily always mean straight-through 
ventilation! 

Interesting idea: can’t you shape 
the house so as to create places 
with extra-strong suction? Archi- 
tects have begun to try it, especially 
in the hot-moist parts of Texas 
and in Florida where breeze is so 
important. Some of them were pi- 
lots during the war.

dampness, reduce the relative hu- 
midity and you lick the mildew. 
Germicidal lamps of the  odor- 
eliminating type kill the air-borne 
spores of mildew as well as other 
organisms that cause smells. So 
they’re useful supplements to a 
dehumidifier. 

The dehumidifier takes water 
vapor out of the air in one of two 
ways: It condenses it out on a 
chilled surface. Or it traps it in a 
moisture-hungry chemical. 

Most dehumidifiers sold today 
are the electrical, plug-in type that 
uses a refrigerating coil to condense 
out vapor. This coil is basically the 
same as the one in your refriger- 
ator. But it does not cool the room 
air. The reasons need not con- 
cern us here. If you expect room 
cooling, then you must get a com- 
plete summer air conditioning unit. 

Essentially a dehumidifier does 
only what the basement walls do. 
But it does it far faster. Its coil 
is chilled much lower than the 
wall temperature. A fan pulls air 
through it. Thus it “wrings out” 
the water vapor before it can con- 
dense anywhere else in the room. 

Chemical dehumidifiers use a 
vapor-absorbing material called a 
desiccant, usually calcium chloride 
or silica gel. This chemical comes 
as flakes or granules and usually 
is exposed in the room in a basket. 
Its appetite for water is enormous. 
After taking on several times its 
own weight, it dissolves away, in 
the case of calcium chloride, as a 
brine that is discarded. 

A more elaborate type of chemi- 
cal dehumidifier has a fan to draw 
air through it and a heating device 
to drive off the water after the 
desiccant is saturated. In that way, 
the desiccant can be used over and

HOW TO MAKE YOUR BASEMENT 
DRY AND SWEET SMELLING

attention from you. 

We've talked mostly about how 
a dehumidifier makes your base- 
ment dry and comfortable in sum- 
mer. It’s valuable in any season, 
though, for getting rid of moisture 
from drying clothes or an unvented 
clothes dryer. In winter this mois- 
ture can cause destructive conden- 
sation in the walls of your house. 

Also, the dehumidifier can serve 
you in places other than the base- 
ment. You may have a trophy room 
or library that needs humidity con- 
trol. You'll find dehumidifiers have 
been styled as pieces of furniture 
to be accepted anywhere upstairs. 

Germicidal lamps kill air-borne 
organisms by means of ultraviolet 
rays and with ozone gas that’s a 
by-product of the ultraviolet. Ultra- 
violet can also injure your skin 
and eyes, so remember to keep the 
germicidal lamp fixture above eye 
level. Because it depends on air 
currents to bring odor-causing or- 
ganisms to it, the fixture should be 
placed near the dehumidifier or 
any other device that speeds air 
movement. 

Now you know the tools and 
steps for making your basement as 
dry and sweet-smelling as your 
linen closet. Remember these 
things: Plan the “climate” that you 
want down there. Learn how to use 
your equipment efficiently 
and economically. And above all, 
keep the basement closed.

Mies wanted the logs to burn di- 
rectly on the floor itself. But why 
use the beautiful, travertine floor? 
It gets burned black and soon chips 
have to something 
about it. Another thing: I have to 
watch that my guests don’t light

the fire when I’m not looking, or | 


we'll have smoke everywhere. This 
‘beautiful’ glass cage is so tightly 
built that you have to open the 
door in order to get enough air 
for the draft in the fireplace. In 
the winter you let in more cold air 
than you get warm air from the 
fire. 

“In the summer the air gets very 
hot and stuffy. The only natural 
ventilation comes from both ends 
of the house—there is no ventila- 
tion from any of the sides, although 
they are completely glass. We need 
an air filtering system, but there 
is no longer room in the utility 
core. And when everything in the 
core is in operation, the noise is 
enormous. You hear the furnaces 
kicking on and off, the blower ex- 
haust going, everything at work. 
The cost of heating is incredible. 
(Mies doesn’t believe in thermo- 
pane or double glass.) I only oc- 
cupy the house on week-ends and 
keep it at 55 degrees during the 
week, but it took 800 gallons of oil 
one month at close to 14 cents a 
gallon! I pay more for heating my 
week-end house than for my four- 
room apartment in Chicago. 

“What else? I don’t keep a gar- 
bage can under my sink. Do you 
know why? Because you can see 
the whole ‘kitchen’ from the road 
on the way in here and the can 
would spoil the appearance of the 
whole house. So I hide it in the 
closet farther down from the sink. 
Mies talks about ‘free space,’ but 
his space is very fixed. I can’t 
even put a clothes hanger in my 
house without considering how it 
affects everything from the outside.

is Modern Music’ 4 


It’s the spirit, not the format, that makes music 
modern. The works of the great Sibelius prove that you 


can't judge modernity by date line or dissonance

hen the conversation gets 
around to modern music, what 
kind of music do you think of? 
Who are the composers who come 
to your mind? What zs modern? 

With our custom of wrapping up 
everything we don’t understand in 
a package, pasting a label on it, 
and then putting the whole kit and 
kaboodle on a shelf to forget about 
it—well, we’ve got a label, “Mod- 
ern Music,” and we make it cover 
a diversity of music, a multitude 
of music, and, let’s admit it, a mul- 
titude of sins. 

Actually. one music lover’s con- 
ception of modern is miles away 
from another’s. To some, “modern” 
means the later works of Bartok, 
the music of Anton Webern. or 
the orchestral pieces of Edgar 
Varese. These are the extremists 
traveling in the atonal vanguard. 
To others, journeying in the mid- 
dle of the road, “modern” would 
mean the earlier works of Bartok, 
the music of Paul Hindemith or 
Jaromir Weinberger. But there are 
still others who consider any mu- 
sic modern which was written after 
Wagener, and would therefore call 


Debussy, Delius, and Elgar mos 
composers. 

We cannot define modern 
sic by its chronology. Riel 
Strauss’s great one-act roa 
tra, an extremely modern wor 
its musical language and dar 
was written in 1909.

HOW MODERN IS “MODERN MUSIC’?

tion ought to be possible. Can we 
agree that “modern music” is mu- 
sic composed in our century which 
in style and thought breaks away 
from the previous great school, the 
Romantic? Faulty though this defi- 
nition may be, it will serve to point 
out that that is precisely the kind of 
music which the fewest people like. 


ET us assume you do not like 
|, modern music. You do not like 
it, but you do not feel easy in your 
mind about shunting it away from 
your musical life. You are willing 
to make some experiments; you 
want to give it a chance, since you 
do not wish to live exclusively in 
the past nor limit your musical 
horizon. You read 
and you are at least not indifferent 
to modern architecture. It doesn’t 


modern books 


seem sensible to give modern in 
music the cold shoulder. How can 
you warm up to it? 

I suggest to you, as an introduc- 
tion to modern music, acquaintance 
with Sibelius. 

Why Sibelius? Because he is not 
only a most interesting composer 
who though old is living and con- 
temporary, but he is an arch, wide 
and firm, standing midway between 
the Nineteenth and the Twentieth 
Centuries, bestriding both roman- 
ticism and modernity. He is not 
modern in the sense of the extrem- 
ists. They would call him old-fash- 
ioned. But he is not old-fashioned. 
He is, in fact, occasionally difficult 
and problematical to most people 
except the extremists. 

Within Sibelius’s music there is 
to be found a one-man development 
which ranges from lushly romantic 
music to music which speaks the 
acerbic language of our day. For 
that reason an acquaintance with 
his work may carry you gradually 
and, so to speak, painlessly over 
the barrier. You may find yourself 
understanding the aims of the new 
music—its compression, its free- 
dom of individual voices within the 
structure, etc., ete——simply by ob- 
serving how Sibelius himself be- 
came a modern and how his music 
changed. 

Long ago Sibelius composed Fin- 
landia and The Swan of Tuonela.

n fashions America’s battle for individuality of expression is 
in the past. In home furnishings it is still in the present. 
Although the American woman today is entirely a free citi- 
zen in her dress, using fashion to please herself and express 
herself and suit herself, in home decoration she has just begun to 
declare her independence. 

For the first time she is overcoming the awe of European 
“culture” which has so long dominated her home. For the first 
time she is refusing to be a slave to any one period, whether 
out-and-out modernism or French provincialism. For the first 
time she is permitting her own taste, her own needs, her own 
judgment to shape her home. 

Out of this budding independence a new kind of home is 
springing up all over America today, a home as distinctively 
stamped with the American Look as are the fashions which have 
won our land world-wide acclaim. As this new self-confidence 
grows, as our faith in our own taste becomes stronger. as our 
means of self-expression ripen and broaden, this new American 
Look in living will be equally acclaimed as a great cultural contri- 
bution which only we could have given the world. 

There is no more telling illustration of America’s ability to 
express its artistic individuality than the story of the American 
Look in fashions.

They are more 
descriptive of American production methods than a dozen lectures 
on economics or technology. 

To the rest of the civilized world, American fashions are 
a symbol of our democracy, proof that here one need not be rich

When 
Kinstein saw a little gadget at the age of five. he was fired 
with the idea of exploring the universe. The gadget was an 
ordinary compass. 

The screw is a gadget. So are shoes, a fork, and a wash- 
ing machine. Who advanced Western culture? The people 
who washed the clothes many long hours a day or the 
people for whom they were washed and who were free from 
such drudgery ? 

We do have a gadget civilization: the automobile, the 


clectrical blender. the paper-bound book. The automobile is

a gadget which takes a worker miles away from the factory 
where he makes automobiles to his home in the country. 
The electric blender is a gadget that liberates women, as 
slaves liberated Socrates for argument in the market place. 
And for 25 cents our minds can be teased into immortality 
by a mass-printed, paper-bound book of Socrates’ arguments. 

We are called a wealthy, materialistic nation, but we do 
not accumulate things for the sake of piling up great hoards 
of possessions or money. As Peter Drucker has observed, 
“In all American fiction and folklore I recall not one miser.” 
Stories of misers occur in societies of scarcity where most 
people dream miserably and hopelessly of a decent and 
secure life. 

We are a wealthy nation and, as a result. far less mate- 
rialistic than many others. The priceless virtue of our wealth 
is that, having it, we are now free to go on to more virtuous 
things, instead of being caught in the daily struggle not 
only for wealth, but for brutish survival. 

The miracle of materials in the new kitchen. for instance, 


encourages us to create new delights at the dining table,

rather than relieves us for boring (if merely routine) ses- 
sions at the bridge table. The exciting dilemma today is 


not work versus leisure, but liveliness versus dullness. For 


leisure after insignificant work or play is like trying to 
sleep when you are not tired. Today’s challenge is to make 
our work come to life, to keep leisure leisurely, rather than 
stuff it with busy-work. 

Washable, durable, wipable fabrics mean children can 
enjoy a home without burdening a parent. Tables that lie 
down for coffee or stand up next to a seat for cigarette 
ashes are only a reflection of our own many-sidedness. The 
telescope was a gadget in the hands of Galileo, just as the 
modern architect’s use of glass is another gadget for opening 
to us the stars and the falling snow. 

Is there, then, need there be a contradiction between 
technics and culture? Is our search for all! things that 
might ease or dignify life something to decry? It hardly 
seems So. 

Yet, there is a man of some influence who _ travels

rather scolding us for our pursuit of these things. 
The major conflict of today, he tells us, is “com- 
fortism versus civilization.” 

Comfortism versus civilization! 

What does he mean by “comfortism”? Gadgets 
and conveniences—the products of technology, the tools of 
comfort. the goods of the good life. 

What does he mean by “civilization”? Monumentality, he 
says. And he cites, as examples of monumentality, Chartres 
Cathedral and two buildings inspired or designed by Le Cor- 
busier: the UN Secretariat building and the Marseilles apart- 
ment house. 

This man is, by no coincidence, the chief publicist in the 
U.S. for the International Style of architecture. of which 
Le Corbusier’s match-box-standing-on-end UN building is 
best known. 

Thus, to the irrationality of this architectural design we 
must add the asceticism of a philosophy of life which calls 
Western man’s technical triumph “comfortism.” (That is 
why we at House BEAUTIFUL, in turn, call this movement the 
Cult of Austerity. ) 

“Less is more,” they say. “You must sacrifice gadgets in 
order to achieve serenity.” 

In the clever but mistaken juxtaposition of Chartres 
Cathedral and the UN building, there is an appeal to religious 
feeling. Obviously there may be a time in the lives of people 
and nations for sacrifice, even austerity. But to make a fash- 
ion of it, to form a cult of suffering is to risk the death of 
life as we know it. Fanaticism and self-flagellation are the 
last roads to take for serenity. “Be not virtuous over-much.” 
the Bible admonishes. “why shouldst thou destroy thyself?” 

Let’s consider the International Style’s false alterna- 
tives of comfortism (or gadgetry) versus civilization, a 
misconception that plagues some honest intellectuals in 


America as in Western Europe and (Please turn to page 192)

Now, whatever it is you want, whenever you 
want it, you will find it prepared, tinned, frozen, or 
perhaps merely cleaned. packaged and flown to you.

At the very beginning of the modern age, a great 
country house was built in England. Glass was get- 
ting cheap in the Sixteenth Century, and so much 
elass was used in this mansion that people expressed 
their wonder in a rhyme: 

Hardwick Hall 

More glass than wall. 
The wave of fashion that was so started gathered 
head slowly, and it is only during the last 20 years 
that houses in America have finally been created 
with completely exposed interiors: all glass and no 
wall. We can hardly go farther along that line with- 
out abandoning the practice of living in houses al- 
together; so I suggest that the next step will be in 
an entirely different direction—toward the house 
with an interior. In that process, something that 


modern architects have forgotten about human na- 


ture and human activities will be brought back into 
the picture. 
Fifteen years ago, when I was finishing The Cul- 


ture of Cities, | caught my first glimpse of this neces- 


sary reaction. An old friend of mine, who lives

on the West Coast, had just finished building a house 
on a cliff, where only a lonely madrone tree stood 
between him and the icy waters that broke against 
the black rocks. From photographs, the house 
seemed like a cross between a windmill and a light- 
house, an effect that was accentuated by the fact 
that except for the ground floor, there were no vis- 
ible windows on the landward side. This tower 
seemed a curious throwback to the eighteenth-cen- 
tury Gothic revival—the tower without the castle. 

At that time modern architecture was just begin- 
ning once more to achieve respectability in our 
country, and the fight for good orientation, for 
generous windows, for the open plan was still far 
trom won. So I was a little vexed over the fact that 
my old friend, who is a psychiatrist by profession, 
should have defied the “reality principle” and have 
leit his own example to such an escapist design. 

On our first morning together, as I tried to feel 
my way into this delicate subject, I found that our 
positions were soon being reversed. My friend, in his 
professional capacity, started to attack me or, rather,

the kind of architecture he found illustrated in the 
books on my living room table. “These new houses,” 
he said, “are all very well: a natural and proper 
reaction against everything we used to call Victorian 
—the lace curtains that kept out the light, the un- 
hygienic carpets, the tortured forms of furniture, 
the sentimental imitative art, the immense amount 
of back-breaking work that fell on housewives and 
servants. I am all for making the interor simple and 
clean and letting in the sunlight and the sky and 
the garden. If that’s modern architecture, I am for 





it. But these houses,’—and he turned to an early 
modern example whose front was a wall of glass— 
“are fakes, even in their claims to openness. The 
only window that opens so as to let in direct sun- 
light, with its germ killing ultra-violet light, is 
smaller than any window in my house. That wall 
of glass is a show window, not a functional window, 
and this kind of house is meant only for one type 
of person, the complete extrovert, who doesn’t mind 
living his life in public. At present, that is our Amer- 
ican vice: the extrovert (Please turn the page)

personality. It offers sunlight and 
pools of deep space, openness to 
nature, and sheltered recesses that 


invite the eye and the mind inward. 
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The house with an interior continued 


dominates us and everything he does is a form of 
publicity. As a result, we have no interiors, psy- 
chologically speaking. My patients don’t discover 
their inner life until their outer one is beginning to 
crack up, and they are afraid of losing their jobs 
or their husbands. Actually, this house, with its 
appearance of freedom and openness, is an engine 
for the abolition of privacy and the repression of 
the inner life.” 

That was a pretty drastic dose of criticism to 
take at one gulp, and I don’t pretend that I accepted 
it quickly or easily. But I was aided in my under- 
standing of what he was driving at by the fact that 
at this moment I was trying to interpret the plan 
and layout of the medieval city. What was the mean- 
ing of its walled gardens, its closed courts, its short 
streets that so often terminated in a building? Sud- 
denly my friend’s words made plain the secret of 
the medieval town and its architecture: These 
forms, with their innerness, their enclosure, their 
sense of protection and security, their feeling of 
sanctuary, had been created by people with in- 
teriors. Their inner life—their prayers and their 
dreams—was more important to them than their 
external activities. The diet of medieval people was 
poor. In the winter they were often cold and 
miserable; physically they didn’t know the meaning 
of privacy or comfort. But to offset that they had 
rich and wonderful interior lives, as rewarding as 
the tapestries their ladies wove—tapestries that 
could not be taken in at a glance, but must be 
patiently read, almost spelled out like a book. 

In the development of modern life, that inner- 
ness had, by almost imperceptible stages, been lost. 
Our energies had expanded outward, conquering 
time and space, breaking down the old protective 
barriers, laying open new territory, finally empty- 
ing out all that was intimate and secretly nurtured, 
all that was individual, in order to throw ourselves 
into external and public activities. Our houses, by 
now, expressed this fact. Without any command 
from Le Corbusier, we were creating machines for 
living that were fit only for machines to live in. 
Medieval man had never been at home in the outer 
world; but we were at the other extreme, for modern 
man was no longer at ease in an inner world. 
Though Freud and his followers had been reveal- 
ing that world for almost half a century, we were 
still conceiving contemporary architecture as if 
the inner part of our life, the private parts, the 
lonely parts, should seek no outer expression. Our 
exposed interiors forced us to be forever on 
parade.

al eee of people all over the country are build- 
ing on narrow lots. but few of them are achieving 
houses as spacious or as endowed with a sense of shelter 
as this one by twenty-eight-year-old architect Albert 
Ledner for the Jim Goldates in New Orleans. 

Many good ideas are apparent in this house, but the 
most important single ingredient is its space organiza- 
tion. Restricted by the narrow lot to very limited hori- 
zontal dimensions, the architect employed vertical ones 
to gain spaciousness. Instead of low, flat ceilings. he 
has used the lofty gabled slopes of the roof itself. Unable 
to use conventional windows for reasons of privacy, he 
has placed glass areas in unexpected ways above the 
cornice line. The result is exhilarating. The ceilings seem 
to float above you: and the enclosure is neither dark 
nor oppressive. as it might well have been in rooms 
of conventional shape. As a matter of fact, this skillful 
manipulation of the third dimension of height adds 
appreciably to the apparent size of the rooms which are 
not. actually, very large. 

Thus. in the hands of a real artist, limitations be- 
come assets. There was never a picture painted, a statue 


carved. or a house built but that the size of the canvas,

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Another plus value is the carport whieh 
has been made an integral part of the house 
design by the extension of the sloping roof.

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though they call for more expensive insu- 
lation and a built-up roof, make an addi- 
tional ceiling unnecessary. At the same 
time the upward slope of the roof-ceiling 
gives a maximum feeling of spaciousness 
to the interiors. 

The simple rectangular plan is another 
economy. But it has been divided neatly 
to provide privacy for the bedrooms at one 
end and, at the other, the spaciousness 
that comes from an open plan. Living area, 
dining area, and kitchen circle around the 
chimney in a fashion that permits each 
area to “borrow” visually some space from 
the one adjoining. 

The one biggest factor that accounts 
for the value-per-dollar in this ready-built 
house is construction efficiency. In out- 
lining the specifications, for instance, 
the architects carefully calculated every 
piece of “material to do the job required of

W..: was wrong with the old look in iris? 
Squat, dumpy, mud-colored, they were the ugly duck- 
lings. They weren’t at home in the modern gar- 
den. And now, after fifty years of neglect, they 
have finally entered a period of exciting 
development along with roses, peonies, and day- 
lilies. Long a favorite that thrived on 
neglect and suffered through rough weather, 
the iris has a new splendor: pure and widely rang- 
ing colors from the glorious pinks, clear, 
shining yellows, whitest of whites and brightest of 
sky-blues to handsome browns and tans.

I hough it has many advantages, a successful multi- 
use house is not easy to come by. The reasons are 
obvious: In trying to do a lot of things, you run the 
risk of doing none of them well. That’s why Mrs. 
R. L. Chatain and her son are lucky. For their house, 
designed by architect Henry Eggers, does two things 
and does them well. It serves as a vacation house 
and as a year-round residence, with a complete 
apartment for Mrs. Chatain and a private suite for 
her son, Remy Chatain. 

The site, on the Pacific Ocean at Little Laguna, 
California, was a difficult one. The land falls sharply 
away from a busy highway to the beach below. But 
the architect has turned this into an advantage. As 
you can see from the sketch above, he has placed 
the garage at street level, giving privacy to the patio 
behind and below it. At this middle level is the 
main living floor, giving onto both patio and canti- 
levered balcony overlooking the ocean. Still lower 
on the beach proper are the son’s rooms with shower 
and dressing facilities for bathing. This separation 
permits easy, carefree beach life. At the same time, 
it protects the main house from the casual litter 


which seems so untidy at other times of the year. 


If it?s merely the ocean view you want, you get a mag- 
nificent one from the cantilevered wood balcony that 
runs the entire length of the main floor. But for actual 
swimming, you use the big terrace below, at the beach 
level. Here wet suits, suntan oil, and sand can do no 
damage and you leave them behind before going up- 
stairs. Note how architect has made balcony rail into 


a huge counter, handy and safe for big parties.

Wi it go in the washing machine? A new 
question prompted by the new convenience of 
laundering with automatic equipment has pro- 
duced a new look in American homes. You may 
not want to put all your fabric furnishings 
through the complete cycles of automatic washer, 
dryer, and ironer. But. if you take the ease of 
automatic washing as your yardstick and buy or 
make things accordingly, you'll discover almost 
everything can be washable whether by hand, by 
machine, or by both. The secret is in the making. 

Don't forget that a finished article is only 
as launderable as its least launderable point. 
Trimming, findings, and the way it’s made are 
every bit as important as the basic material. 
Even a slipeover of pre-shrunk, vat-dyed, guar- 
anteed washable fabric can be ruined in the suds 
by a fastener tape that “runs.” And _ intricate 
pleats that have to be gingerly hand-ironed can 
turn laundering into pure drudgery. On this and

¢ When you buy furniture, look for types that may be 


fitted easily with slipcovers made in as many small, 





separate parts as possible—for easy washing. 

e Wash skpcover fabric before cutting so that you can 
have snug fit from the start without having to worry 
about possible shrinkage. 

e Equip slipcovers with slide fasteners. Make skirts 
flat with kick-pleats at corners, or shirr all around. 
Box-pleated skirts are difficult to iron properly. 

e Use washable welting. When you launder, stretch 
welting into shape while it is still damp to avoid seams 
that draw. 

e Stitch ali welting seams with loose tension to avoid 
puckering. Tight seams will break if you try to 


stretch them. Use thread of same fiber as fabric to be 






sure they both react the same way to washing. 


Slide fastener in bottom of 
seat makes it easily removable. 


¢ You don’t have to iron slipcovers completely dry. 
Iron large flat areas, and while cover is still damp 
replace on furniture, shaping welted seams with fin- 
gers. Finish drying with electric fan or hand iron.

When you buy ruffled curtains, be sure to get 
the kind that doesn’t need careful ironing. 
Monofilament nylon sheer above from Arthur 
L. Ellis & Co. has permanently pleated ruffles. 
Make long runs of draw curtains in several 
separate panels, each of which is no wider 
than two widths of the fabric. 

Instead of permanently sewed pleats or shir- 
ring, use pleating or shirring devices like 
those on pages 152 and 153 that allow head- 
ing to be pulled out flat for ironing. 
Instead of sewing hooks or rings onto the 
heading. use the type that can be slipped 
on and off, or use clips or fabric loops like 
those on page 149, 

If possible, avoid any style that requires 
stiffening in the heading. If you must use 
stiffening, buy the type that is preshrunk 
and permanently stiff. 

Do not line draperies if you can help it. If 
you must line them, launder both fabric and 
lining before hemming (even though they are 
preshrunk”). 

Stitch all hems and seams with thread of 
same fiber as fabric and set machine at 
loose tension to avoid puckering.

\ hen you shop for air conditioning today you find 


an embarrassment of riches. Somewhere among the hun- 
dreds of models available there’s one just right for your 
needs at a price you can pay. But how do you choose it? 

There is an easy way, in three steps: 

First, find out what type of equipment will fit your 
house or apartment. That’s a matter of physical shape 
and size. The table at the bottom of the page is your 
guide in this choice. 

Second, find out what cooling capacity that type of 
equipment must have in order to cope with your local 
climate. Seek out the expert who knows what that must be. 

Finally, balance what you need for complete summer 
comfort against what you can afford to pay. Maybe 
you'll find you don’t have the money to air-condition

Room conditioners 


Window type Y to 1 hp. 


In apartments and rented houses, or in your 
own house in a room not served by central 
cooling system. Rarely can cool more than 
one room.

basic idea is so spectacular that you 
need no great amount of embellish- 
ment. 

The base of the pyramid, accord- 
ing to the classic recipes, is a round 
of puff paste, or any good flaky pie 
pastry. Tiny, filled cream puffs are 
dipped in warm caramel syrup and 
arranged in a pyramid. That is all. 
Use the flakiest pie crust you ean 
manage 





a mix or your own recipe. 
Roll out and cut into a circle 9 or 
10 inches in diameter. Prick with a 
fork. Bake on a buttered baking sheet 
in a moderate oven 350°F., 10 min- 
utes or until lightly browned. To 
make that perfect circle, turn a pie 
pan or bowl upside down and cut 
around it. 

Know what? Many people omit 
the base altogether and simply pile 


the puffs upon the serving plate. 
Why not? (That’s what we did in 
our picture.) 


Make tiny cream puffs from the re- 
cipe above. Fill them with Créme a 
L’Anglaise Collée. This high-sound- 
ing and delicious filling, said to have 
been invented by the great Careme, 
uses a package of Royal custard mix, 
cooked according to package direc- 
tions but with two extra egg yolks 
added to the cold milk before cook: 
ing. And after it is done, a teaspoon 
of vanilla goes into it, plus, and this 
is the unusual touch which gives that 
delightful waxy texture, a tablespoon 
of Knox gelatin (which has been 
softened in 2 tablespoons cold water 
for five stirred hot 
water till dissolved), added to the 
hot custard. Keep stirring the cus: 
tard for about a minute afterwards. 
(This is a good rule to follow with 
all pudding and custard mixtures.)

Bake just like cream puffs, cool, 
split, and fill. Or fill with a vanilla 
pudding flavored with 2 good tea- 
spoons of instant coffee, and perhaps 
a bit of coffee liqueur. Or try mak- 
ing up a vanilla pudding according 
to package directions, but use 1 cup 
milk, 1 cup thin cream and flavor 
with a couple of tablespoonfuls of 
Grand Marnier. Ice with thin frost- 
ing, made of Q-T vanilla frosting 
stirred up with liqueur, rum, or 
brandy, instead of the usual moisten- 
ing with water. 


Popovers 


In the old days, popovers were 
beaten till the arm ached and the 
cook was exhausted.

If the flame dies 
down or is not high enough, pour 
on a little more brandy. One package 
mix makes about 30 small crépes. 

Instead of orange marmalade, use 
any other kind of jam or preserves 
that suits your fancy. In place of 
brandy, try liqueurs or rum. 


Swedish Plattar 


These traditional Swedish Thurs- 
day night dessert pancakes can be 
cooked by tablespoonfuls on a 
heated griddle or large frying pan 
or special platta pan.

When you go on a wine testing 
tour, nibbling and sipping your way 
through the great dishes‘ and wines 
of Burgundy, you will clear and 
delight your palate with a Burgun- 
dian pastry known as La 
Gougere.

American cuisine reflect more 
widely and more vividly our great 
abundance? 

Someone has said that we Amer- 
icans are like a family that has 
always got along on very little. Sud- 
denly we have Everything, but we 
keep on living pretty much as we 
always have. We are plagued by 
inertia and a lack of knowledge 
and appreciation of our resources. 

Even more paralyzing are the 
prejudices of the “gourmet” about 
processed foods as against fresh 
(often many hours farther away 
from the fields where they grew). 
We are hindered by snobbishness 
about the American products as 
contrasted with foreign imports. 
Often we go for fancy labels and 
prices, though the most popular 
and popular-priced soups and 
chicken products, to cite examples, 
are provably better in basic quality 
and flavor.

Actu- 
ally the kitchen equipment did 
double duty. While making it pos- 
sible to look after a patient with 
a minimum of running up and 
down stairs, it also released the 
guest from any polite compulsion 
to share the family breakfast.

the International

plays no small part in the major 
problem confronting us: the cur- 
rent attack on reason, an assault on 
the very structure of Western civili- 
zation—its technology.

But 
to avoid the blunders that so often 
result from a misuse of local cur- 
rencies, bone up with one of those 
currency converters you find on the 
dust jacket of some travel books, 
can buy for a quarter at your book 
store, or get free from Pan Am.

Once you know the money, tip- 
ping as you do at home may be 
overgenerous, but not too far off. 
More exactly, European waiters 
generally expect about 15%, taxi 
drivers about 12, washroom attend- 
ants and theatre ushers the local 
equivalent of 10¢. In hotels where 
a service charge is automatically 
added to your bill, extra personal 
services call for 10¢ to 20¢. Men’s 
barbers usually expect about 10%, 
and between 10 and 15 is usual for 
that feminine hairdo. If you gam- 
ble and win, the croupier expects a 
few chips as tip.

HERE are many reasons why the 

American Look in fashions should 
have crystallized before the Ameri- 
can Look in living. Certainly clothes 
cost less than houses and furniture. 
Also, clothes may have seemed out- 
side the realm of the European 
cultural dictatorship by which we 
permitted home design to be govy- 
erned. Most important of all, the 
American woman simply had to 
have something to wear which could 
meet the new exigencies of her 
daily life. 

She had become a business wom- 
an, doctor, secretary, scientist, 
writer, or perhaps even a_ store 
president. She was active in civic 
life as chairman of the school 
board, head of a drive for funds, 
or as mayor of the city. At home, 
as mistress of the house, she was 
also cook, governess, laundress, 
housecleaner, and chauffeur. Most 
of the time her daily activities 
spanned two of these categories; 
sometimes all three. Obviously, not 


_only were her clothing needs dif- 


ferent from what they were 20 
years ago, but her tastes were dif- 
ferent. She was different. 

These are the same reasons 
which account for the new Ameri- 
can Look in living which is emerg- 
ing today. The new American house 
is a multi-purpose house which en- 
courages, rather than stifles, the 
rich variety of today’s social pat- 
terns. Like the “separates” in fash- 
ion which are so popular because 
they are so appropriate for today’s 
living, or like the clothes which 
can be worn from afternoon into 
the evening, today’s house accom- 
modates itself to the dual or triple 
or quadruple role of the woman 
who runs it. 

Our home reflects both the great- 
er freedom and greater responsibil- 
ity which women carry today. It 
mirrors our new approach toward 
rearing children, an approach in 
which sharing and companionship 
have become vitally important. It 
makes room for the leisure Amer- 
ica has won with its 44-hour week 
and two-day week ends. It en- 
courages family togetherness, yet 
it ensures individual privacy. 

The most exciting characteristic 
of this new American home is that 


it is a “personal” home. It is 
blatantly and delightfully evident 
that it was planned or built or 
decorated to suit the personal needs 
and tastes of an individual person 
or an individual family. Granted 
that the people who live in it 
proudly announce that they belong 
to the larger social pattern that is 
America. Within that larger frame- 
work they are also individuals, re- 
taining and expressing their own 
unique identity. 

Accordingly, the idea of what a 
house “ought to look like” is dis- 
appearing.

Today we 
are thinking of what we as indi- ‘ 
viduals want from a house, phys- 
ically, mentally, emotionally, spir- 
itually. We are choosing the furni- 
ture we like, the colors we like, the 
accessories we like. And we are 
putting them together by no other 
standard than those of our own 
preference. 


F WE like to play the piano, we 
feature it in our home. If we like 
to combine a contemporary table 
and Empire chairs, we combine 
them. If we like to cook, we make 
our kitchen a thing of beauty. If 
we want our children in the living 
room, we use washable slip covers. 
And the result? Our house is 
a reflection and an extension of 
ourselves. In it, we neither ape 
another culture nor try to be a 
“mass man” in our own. We are 
Americans but we are also indi- 
viduals. The wonder of America 
is that we can be both. 
Nevertheless, neither in fashion 
nor in home design have the new 
activities of the American woman 
displaced her femininity.

If your building budget is slim, 


you can postpone your air con- 
ditioning expense in this way: 
InstaH a forced-warm-air furnace 


which is designed for combination 
with a cooling unit. There are sev- 
eral of these now on the market. 
Then when you have the money, 
buy the cooling unit and tie it in. 
Initial cost will be about the same, 
there will be no problem of where 
to put the cooling unit, and _ in- 
stallation cost should be nil if 
your air ducts are properly sized 
for cooling. 

That’s the why and how of hav- 

ing a central cooling system. Now, 
which should it be, cooling-only, 
or a combination of heating and 
cooling? Two things go into your 
choice: Your preference in a heat- 
ing system and the price you want 
to pay. 
If you like forced-warm-air heat, 
then the combined unit is for you. 
Such a unit distributes warm or 
cool air as you need it through 
the same system of air ducts. 

This combined unit is the best 
bargain in indoor comfort on the 
market today. Its cost is lowest. 
Just as important, so are its space 
requirements. There’s one heating- 
cooling unit that takes only six 
square feet of floor area. Most take 
less than ten. They’re shaped so 
they can be tucked in a closet or

Now you're equipped to look at 
price tags. They’re not always easy 
to find. Or, when you do find them, 
they don’t always tell the full story.

story. These are the _ starting 
prices: 
Room air conditioners, from 
$230. 
Central cooling-only systems, 


from $1,000 to $1,200 for a small 
house. 

Central heating-cooling systems, 
from about $1,800 for a _ small 
house. 

These figures are based on the 
first cost of the unit but do not 
always include cost of installation. 

Room air conditioners range 
from $230 up to $1,000 in price. 
Installation cost for window units 
usually is $35 or $40 and this in- 
cludes a peatranty and_ servicing. 
Thus a 14-h.p. window unit with 
a list price of $230 will cost you 
$265 or $270 by the time you have 
it installed. 

Though this unit is lowest of all 
in price, it actually costs somewhat 
more than others in terms of cool- 
ing capacity per dollar. Compared 
with it, a 44-h.p. unit has 50 per 
cent more capacity at 43 per cent 
of the cost. A 1-h.p.

This often is hard to deal with in 
designing the kind of living-terrace 
gardens so in demand today unless 
iris can be partially hidden after 
its blooming time by on-coming 
summer flowers. But iris grows best 
in a mixed planting anyhow, so 
the landscape design solution is 
ideal for the iris, too. 

Stronger stems also do away with 
the need to clutter up your garden 
with stakes. Today’s iris are able 
to withstand spring winds and rains 
without outside help. This doesn’t 
mean you should deliberately ex- 
pose them to the toughest condi- 
tions—the exotic big flowers can be 
ripped and slashed by wind and 
rain—but any reasonable exposure 
should suit your iris fine. 

You will discover that modern 
iris have many more stems of flow- 
ers—and far more flowers per stem 
—than on the older kinds. This 
doubles or triples the color effect 
in your garden and stretches the 
iris season to twice its length (this 
is in addition to the season-stretch- 
ing the breeders have accomplished 
by develpping varieties that bloom 
at different times). It is now pos- 
sible to choose an assortment of 
varieties to provide continuous iris 
bloom for nearly two months. 

Iris, you will recall, usually pro- 
duce flower buds in pairs. One 
opens. stays in bloom for three to 
seven days (depends mainly upon 
the weather. somewhat on the va- 
riety). then closes a few days be- 
fore its twin bud fattens and opens. 
The new iris, almost without ex-

tice. At first you will probably find 
yourself snapping the flower off 
above this developing seed pod, 
Try holding the stem between the 
thumb and forefinger of your right 
hand, snapping the flower off by 
pulling it down (with your left 
hand) against your right thumb. 
It’s really easy to do. You'll have 
a second bloom just as tidy as the 
first—and your plants will save 
enough strength to result in a diyi- 
dend of more stems and more flow- 
ers the next year. 
Larger flowers aren’t always bet 
ter flowers, of course. But in the 
new iris they are desirable. Re 
member that the plants now are 
larger in every way. The small 
flowers of the old “German” iris 
would be much out of scale. Flower 
size has tripled, in fact. This makes 
the “falls” (the three petals that 
hang down) much more prominent, 
but equally as important is the 
lengthening of the “standards” 
(the three petals that stand up- 
right). Today’s iris have a fullness 
to them that the old kinds lacked 
because the “standards” often were 
either narrow and insignificant or 
short and wide. The latter resulted 
in a squashed look. Now iris flow- 
ers are cube-shape. with height, 
width, and depth just about equal. 
This makes each flower count for 
more as far as garden color is con- 
cerned because it presents a sizable 
portion of itself no matter fro 
-Where you view the flower. 
Waterspotting (pale splotches on 
the petals) is a problem plaguing 
all spring flowers. The new iris 
shed water about as well as any 
spring flower. Seldom do the petals 
waterspot now. This is fortunate 
because the pure new _ colors 
wouldn’t be nearly as effective for 
garden color display if diluted by 
waterspotting.

What kind of soil is needed? 


Sandy loams are best, but iris 
thrive in any soil that will grow 
weeds. They must not have wet 
“feet”: standing water is fatal, and 
soggy soil leads to rot and a gen- 


eral run-down condition that may 


eventually lead to death. Many peo- 
ple recall seeing wild “flags” grow- 
ing in boggy areas—or apparently 
right in the water in Japanese gar- 
den can stand 
such growing conditions, but these 


are not the kinds of iris we are talk- 


scenes. Some iris 


ing about. Often the iris that seem 
to be growing in a wet place actu- 
ally are themselves atop a slight 
rise that puts them above the water 
line. 

Iris do need plenty of water, es- 
pecially in the spring when they 
are pushing upward in a tremend- 
ous burst of activity (stems may 
reach 40 to 48 inches in 6 weeks). 
If drainage is good, iris can’t have 
too much water in the spring be- 
cause they drink it up so fast. 

Plant food is important. Don’t let 
your iris starve just because they 
can survive in poor, dry soil. Feed 
them regularly, not just in the 
spring. Iris are busy all summer 
storing up the food that must be 
ready to support all the vigorous 
growth the next spring. Remember 
that in the spring the ground is 
cold and the roots aren’t yet oper- 
ating very efficiently. So iris need a 
food-fattened rhizome to start the 
year. Feeding four times a year is 
about right: when spring growth 
starts, 4 weeks later, 2 weeks after 
last flowers, and at normal trans- 
planting time in fall (supply this 
fall feeding even if you don’t trans- 
plant your iris). Use any regular 
complete plant food. Don’t apply 
too much at once. It’s better to use 
the four-times-a-year schedule than

Few. Home gardeners seldom see 
anything except a rhizome rot. This 
can occur any time drainage fails. 
The solution: plant iris in the right 
place. Tougher to overcome is rot- 
ting which follows rhizome attack 
‘by the iris borer. This little fellow 


enters a leaf, usually near where | 


the leaves in a bundle come to- 
gether. Borer thus escapes detec- 
tion for a long time. He eats his 
way down through the leaf, with 
the damage hidden because he is 
inside the tightly clasped bundle of 
leaves by now. He becomes fat and 
sizable. Often you first notice his 
presence when a driving downpour 
off bundle of 


leaves, now so weakened mechani- 


snaps the whole 
cally because of the central hollow- 
ing out by the swelling borer. 

Once inside the tuber, the borer 
gouges it out. Fungi and bacteria 
take over and all that remains is a 
vile-smelling, slimy mass. The iris 
may struggle along for the season, 
but dies before the following 
spring. 

Iris borer is e regional problem. 
It is common in a broad band that

early spring until midsummer. This 
isn’t as hard to do as it sounds. 
The newest special DDT products 
for iris borer stick very well to the 
waxy leaves and remain effective 
for weeks. You do have to spray 
weekly in the early spring just be- 
cause the plants are growing so fast 
that there is a vast increase almost 
daily in surface area that has no 
protection, 

Borers detected before they get 
down into the rhizomes ¢an be cut 
out of the leaves. Even if the rhi- 
zome has been attacked, but not 
yet seriously eaten, it can be saved 
by cutting out the borer, dusting 
the injured area with sulphur, and 
replanting. Rotting rhizomes should 
be dug and burned. Don’t replant 
iris in the spot for a year or two. 


How long will iris grow 
in one spot? 

Iris live indefinitely. They renew 
themselves as the rhizome grows. 
Suppose we start with a single rhi- 
zome. This will eventually elongate 
by producing a pair of new sections 
at the leaf end of the rhizome. Each 
section will produce a set of leaves 
and flowers the next year. As soon 
as there is food enough available, 
each of these rhizome sections will 
produce a pair of sections. Eventu- 
ally the original rhizome dies, its 
food supply absorbed by the new 
sections. Now each of the new sec- 
tions is independent of the other. 
Each continues to grow and divide 
as long as there is enough food and 
water. In time, a sizable clump re- 
sults. It continues to grow for 5 to 
10 years (time depends upon va- 
riety, also food supply) before the 
soil in the center of the clump be- 
comes too impoverished. Then the 
center of the clump dies. Digging 
and dividing should be timed to 
prevent this stage.

How to plant iris 


Set the rhizome just deep enoug 
to anchor it into the soil. Ideal i 
to have rhizome two-thirds out 0 
the soil, “like a duck swimming, 
You may have to plant somewha 
deeper if there aren’t enough root! 
on the rhizome to help anchor it 
The new rhizome growth will auto 
matically be at the correct depth. 

Since iris grow forward, from the 
leaf end of the rhizome, set the 
plants so that the new growth wil 
occur in the right direction fo) 
your particular display. If yo 
plant in clumps, for example, se 
each rhizome about six to eighj 
inches apart in a figure-eight pa 
tern, with the leaf end of each rhi 
zome pointed outward. 


Be sure soil is amply fertile: yo 
need rapid root growth to establish 
the rhizome before winter cold. Re 
member that it must supply fron 
itself nearly all the food used fo 
spring growth. Suggestions on feed 
ing were given earlier when soil 
were discussed.
